‘The change-over from colonialism to independence was, however, checked 
and recent events have shown that attempts are being made to reverse this process 
and to consolidate, both politically and economically, foreign control of many 
countries in Asia and Africa and even elsewhere.

A FALSE ANTITHESIS?

THE embattled hosts of Com- 

munism on the one band and 
Capitalist (or semi-capitalist) De- 
mocracy on the other continue 
their war preparations against one 
another, spending on instruments 
of destruction on an unprecedent- 
ed scale. Where will it all end? 
Which will come first, war or 
bankruptcy? Recourse to modern 
methods of warfare is more Ikely 
to involve the almost complete 
destruction of both parties than 
the complete victory of one cf 
them. 

Perhaps the outcome will be 
catirely different feom what is 
Reaerally supposed. Perhaps, 
afier all, che anrititesis of Soviet 
Communism and Capitalist De- 
mocracy does not represent the 
real issue in our modern world. 
The democratic character of aa 
American forciga policy wbich 
seeks allies ia fascist Spain aod 
communist Juge-Slavia already 
raites doubt in many West 
European minds, while on the 
other band Soviet Communism is 
prepared to ally itself with, or usey 
bationalist movements in colonial 
tevritories which have very Tittle 
in common with the docisines of 
Karl Marx. 

Bebind the dia of the slogans 
and murual deouncistions of the 
press, the wireless and the poli 
ticians of the (wo blocs, bebiod 
the endless accusations about pre- 
parations for, or use of, this cr 
that new type of horror ia war- 
fare, there are voices setking to 
draw mankind's attentioa to the 
unreality of the Democracy v. 
Communism conflict and. to 
indicate a new approach to the 
‘world’s present malsise which will 
entirely by-poss thar astagonism, 
“Voices crying inthe wilderness"? 


























‘Yes; but history has 2 way of 
justifying such voices, 

Here are four quotations taken 
more or less at random from 
publications which have reached 
me recently from widely separated.

Rast on economic equality has 
tended to a lack of appres 
of the importance of 
Freedom—of thought as well ax 
of action. Clearly the New So- 
ciety must provide the coci 
jty—the irreducible —mini- 
mum of economic welfarc—pro- 
mized by Communism, together 
‘with the intellectual and personal 
freedom demanded by Democracy 


The threats which face man i 
the more highly developed coun- 
tries today are: _debumanination 
through mechanisation, and de- 
personalisation thraugh totali- 
trian government. Neither Com- 
muniem nar Capitaliem in their 
present form can save us from 
these because both are closely 
associated with, even if not the 
products of, these evils. We 
‘must clearly seek a third a 
new nocial form which, while 
retaining the valuable scientific 
gains of the modern age, subordi- 
nates science to human welfare. 
























In the experimentation to- 
wards such a society both com- 
mounists and democrats can pare 
icipate. Both ideologies will 
have something to contribute. 
This view undoubtedly lies he- 
hind the term “spiritual commun- 
ism" which is acquiring currency, 
Once the two rival blocs perceive 
that the real enemy ig not the 
members of the opposing blac, 
‘who are striving in the light of 
different historical background 
2nd somewhat different cconomi 
couditious to cope with similar 
problems, but certain attitudes of 
which they are both victims, the 
stage will be set for a fruitful 
collabaration on the forward path. 
After all, it is curely ip accord

Port Elizabeth, where the an- 
ual conference of the Institute of 
Race Relations opened on Sunday 
ast, was the main centre for Race 
Relations Day services, which 
were held ia churches’ of all de- 
nominations throughout South 
A “We are a multi-racial 
Church, Te is aot right to say that 
the Church is made up of African 
congregations, Coloured congre- 
gations and European congrega- 
tions, because that suggests that 
all Africans are the same, all 
Europeans the same and all Col- 
oured people the same," said the 
the Archbishop. “The Church is 
made up of mea, women and 
children, Some are wise and 
others are foolish, some are ut 
selfish aud others selfish, and in 
each class you will find Euro- 
peaus, Africans and Coloured 
people.” Great arm was done by 
forgetting this—by classing all 
racial groups together as if they 
were all alike. The Arebbishop 
told the congregation to “thick 
‘of their duties-cather than their 
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rights" and to remember that 
the only thing which really mat- 
tered was their characters.

‘Of Appeal 
Immigrants who are declared 
by the Minister of the Interior to 
be undesirable inhabitants of the

‘The following is the text of = 
letter written on behalf of the 
Kikuyu people and sent to a 
friend in the Union: 
THIS letter is to greet “you and 

to five you news from here. 

Things here have grown terribly 
bad and Tam sure that you don’t 
get the whole teuth of how things 
are here, because it is only the 
papers you read, which are 
written by the White Mau Maw 
in Kenya. 

The Home Guards you hear 
aheut are the greatest enemy 
of the country because of what 
those people have done cogether 
‘with the White settlers, things 
whieh no one will forget for 
many hundreds of years to come. 

‘Those among the Home Guards 
who bad previously had disputes 
about land or cash crops of of 
any kind, took advantage of the 
emergency to climinate their 
adversaries,” 

If you happen to be well off 
and a certain Home Guard 
happens to be jealous of you, this 
is the time when they get rid of 
you. They find this is a gocd 
firme to exterminate those people, 
‘The Home Guards are given 
permission to do whatever they 
Tike, to ill anybody without 
reference to any higher authority. 

Such things are happening 
more in places where people are 
Ness educated like Gi i 
Kianwangi and Gatuadu. 

Ja their meetings the Home 
Gustds jot down list of names 
of those whom they want to ill, 
fake it to show the district officer 
who gives them a moter-car at 
vot, and then they fetch every 
man from his heme, put them 
juthe ear aud then shoot them, 
frome in the ear, others at cross 
roads leaving the bodies theec, 
gad others they take to the 
forests and shoot them there. 

Some of the bodies they take 
to Kiambu andain the morning 
they are said to be terrorists. 

This sort of things bave been 
going on for a long time, and 
those who are doing that work 
are both Home Guards and 
‘Mau Mau—The Kenya 
Reserves 

What I would like to tell you, 
which I kaow is true, is that 
qrith the exception of Laris there 
snot single place in Kiambu 
Ginteict which has ever been 
stacked by terrorists yet 0 
ther has had so many pecple 
Filled by the Home Guard and 
the White Mau Mau, the Kenya 
Police Reserve.

On Limuru side, Wakiru, 
Mbuthia wa Mukoma, Muka wa 
Maye, Kimrubi wa Kungu, 
Muire wa Giksngo, Gathit, 
Walesi, Kitugu wa” Niuguna, 
Njoroga wa Gitbu and many 
others. 

‘The people Tam telling you 
about were all fetched from their 
hhowses and killed though 
oceat. 

Because of thee Nillugs of 
innocent people whenever those 
concerned feel like ity many 
young people feel compelled to 
go away from heme, for fear of 
Geatb. Even the elder men are 
fio longer at home. 

“The houses of those who go 
away from home for fear of 
antration are being burnt. 
Many mea have been cssteated 
by the White Mau Mau, Many 
of their homes have been burat 
aod many of their children were 
burnt inside them. 

No goods or property are 
allowed to be taken out of the 
Durning huts, not even cash, it 
thas all got to be burnt, 

‘None of the houses are. burat 
uring the day they are always 
burat at night, and even the 
houses of people who were 
aerested and detained in the past 
are now being burnt. 

The house of Kuogu Karumba 
has been burst and that of 
Dedani Mugo has been demo- 
lisaed. Waira wa Kamau’s house 
fhas alo beea demolished and 
many other homes. 

What is happening bere is 
terrible—even we are not living 
athome, The Reverend Bwana 
Gatunga and Charles Karo 
were arrested in May and were 
ent to Kajiado, 

Inthe past they ave been 
carrying our cleansiog cere 
‘monies. Whether you know any 
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thing of not, you must say that 
you took the Mas Maw oath, 
because if you refuse to do 50 
your home and that of the locust 
will be the same, or you will 
be given to the White settlers, 
who will ceetainly shoot you 
without mercy. 

Another terrible thing now 
happens at certain locations, for 
example, at Gathage water Mil 
There the women of that side 
are compelled to go to the Mill 
where they are shut in and- all 
their clothes taken off. 

From 5 pam, to 6-30 they are 
forced to ga into the water be- 

iad the dam with their bands 
raised above their heads; they 
are up to their necks in water and 
stay there for 25 to 30 minutes. 

‘Then they are take out still 
naked and are beaten and beaten, 
being at the same time told to 
say that Kenyatta administered 
the Mau Mau Oath to them at 
iis bome, which is not far away. 

‘A great number of women are 
continually in this trouble. The 
women of Majugu’s Location 
are ina great trouble, They are 
‘being arrested and their clothes 
taken off, When a woman says 
she does not know about the Mau 
‘Mau oath, boiling water is kept 
nearby, and is poured on ber 
breasts until her skin comes off 
there and then and she is just 
lefe there. If she is dead, she 
is dead, If not, that is her own 
Distinenas 

‘What I can tell you is that 
nobody is allowed to move from 
one village to another without a 
pass, even Indians are not 
allowed to enter Kikuyu country. 
‘The reason is that they should 
not disclose what is happeniog 
here, There are some villages 
in which the population has been 
completely exterminated, Even 
to gather the information which 1 
have given you in this letter is 
ot ea8y+ 

There is another new thing. 
Itis to arrest anybody without 
discrimination, children a5 well 
as women. People are beiog 
arcested in hundreds 20d thou- 
sands without being given any 
reason why. 

Some are beaten, others are 
detained and then given three, 
Five, six or seven years’ imprison~ 
ment. They are sid to be Mau 
Mau. 

‘They are lined up and then 
cut up and told—up to here, one 
year; up to here, two years; and 
so on, and you are not to ask 
why.

So it has become a custom 
with the women to go to the 
market to pick up waste of 
sugarcane and banaga peels to 
at. That is the type of food 
‘which they give to their cbildren, 
‘Another thing is that of people 
who have been detained in camps 
like Githuaguri, Kiamuangi, Up- 
lands Every night two or four 
of them sre tken out by the

People nowadays realise that 
individual can develop 
bis abilities, both physical and 
fatellectual, provided he is 
a suiteble opportunity aod 
help in the shape of education, 
The development of scieace ia 
four times has made it possible 
to ensure such opportunities 
and education to all and now 
there is a0 need (0 contique the 
old division of clnsses and 
caster, 
In the same way, even the 
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wost ordinary man nowaday 
bas some realisation of the 
importance of cleanliness and 
tries to observe it, 
they used to bura ghe 
to purify the air. Now science 
bas discovered amny other 
‘means of doing the same thing 
‘aud made them easily available 
to all, Brahmans in olden 
mes were living for reasons 
of clenoliness in separate mo- 
Jallas, Now this is mebningless 
‘and unecessary.

‘This leads us to the third great 
quality which we urgently need 
today,—that of devotion to 
socioly; that is, our (bought 
and action must be aimed at 
the well-being of the society, 
‘There rust be free scope for 
individual development, m0 
doubt, but the advancement of 
it quite easy for an ind 
to realise all his possibili 
full measure. What therefore 
requires to be stressed is not 
individual development but the 
dedication by every man of hit 
developed abilities to the sec- 
vice of the society. It is not 
enough to develop one's quali: 
ties individually; all those 
Qualities have now to be cull 

vated and firmly implanted io 
theentire society. This canoot 
beuoless one devotes all his 
energy to the betterment of 
society by expanding the scope 
of all those qualities,

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Institute’s Findings On 
Recent Legislation 


HE following were the findings of the South African Institute of Kace 
Relations’ Congress on recent legislation: The Council has taken note ol 
the review of legislation passed in 1953, and, while confirming the actions 

and attitudes adopted by the Executive Committee generally, records in particular 

the following comments upon some of the Acts reviewed:— 

While the more adequate machinery provided under the Native Labour 
(Settlement of Disputes) Act is to be welcomed, it would have been preferable in 
principle, simpler in practice and more conducive to good race relations if the 
definition “employee” in the Industrial Conciliation Act had been extended to in- 
elude all Afr 

The explicit introduction of the principle of inequality in the provision of faci- 
lities in the Reservation of Separate Amenities Act, to be deplored as retro- 
gressive, unjust, and not in accord with accepted democratic principles; 

‘The transfer of African education to the Department of Native Affairs under 
the Bantu Education Act is unsound in principle and undesirable in practice; 

The Separate Representation of Voters Act, which it js now proposed to 
late, is unjust, retrogressive and, in light of experience of the communal fran- 
chise in other countries, likely to increase, rather than diminish, racial friction: 

The Council recognises that law and order must be maintained, but considers 
the Public Safety Act to be objectionable in that it is based on the dangerous 
principle of substituting for the rule of law the virtually uncontrolled supremacy of 
the Executive Government; 

The wide" provisions of the Criminal Law Amendmentact and the harsh 
penalties it imposes curtail democratic rights to full and free criticism of legis- 
Jation. 

The Council considers that the legislation reviewed is not conducive to better 
race relations or to the present and future welfare of the Union, 

This Council, holding that it is the essence of democracy that there should be 
free inter-action of thought and opinion between those who govern and those who 
are governed, considers that it is a primary duty of the citizens of a country to 
maintain constant vigilance over the legislation and work of the government of the 
day. It has'noted with great concern a tendency to regard the rights of citizens 
to full and free discussion and criticism of legislative and administrative Proposals 
put forward by the goverament as having lapsed onee the Bills have become Acts 
and the administrative proposals have been approved by the Government, 

‘The Institute conceives it as its duty to promote the acceptance of the prin- 
ciples upon which it has, after earnest deliberation, agreed. If legislation is intro- 
duced, or measures are proposed which conilict with these principles, the Institute 
must endeavour to bring te te public notice the objections to such proposed 
legislation and measures, paying attention, in particular, to-any derogation from 
basic human rights,

The Mayor of Port Elizabeth, 
Mr. C.F, MeArthur who oprned 
the Congress, seid ove of the 
most important solutions to any 
problem connected with race 
Felations in South Africa was 
the provision of adequate hour 
ng for all mersbers of the com= 
munity, Port Elizabeth brad 
‘always been proud ol its happy 
race relations. Ninny people hnd 
put tbeories about race relntiong 
ia South Africa, but ronr, he 
‘and yet produced a solu- 
tion to the problem, 

Because of the multiplicity of 
racer in the Usion he defied 
fanyoan to produce n solution 
to the “sc-zalled” racial prob- 
Tem, Only by Jenroing more 
about one another's way of life 
could there be the pence, pood= 
‘will and practical co-operation 
which was the ideal of the 
Tostitute, 

"We in Part Elizabeth have 
striven to insteuct the African 
people in the urban way of Tile, 
od we hold ourselves up 5 a 
tximple to the world in the 
provision of Native housing, 
‘and other social services, 
which we claim are second to 
none. Idonot say there is no 
room for improvemeat, but 

3 of the re 
sources of those who have to 
foot the bill—the rate-payer-— 
fan enormous amount bas been 
done to secure peace aud good 
‘rill between the racinl groups,” 
Mr. McArthur said, 

Oring to ill-health, Dr. A.W, 
Hoernle, the President of the 
Institute, was not able to be 
present, Dratbe Hon, Edenr Bs 
Brookes, a past president, there> 
fore delivered the presidential 
address. Dr, Brookes addressed 
‘8 warning not only to support- 
ecsof the apartheid theory but 
to liberal minded people es well 
‘and appealed for a practical 

proach to South Africa's 
social development problem 

It is not easy, perhops not 
postible, he said, “to produce a 
glib) programme of action 
correct in every detail, but 
we nre aware of the facts apd 
Uwe are frank abou: them, the 
victory has potentially bea 
We canaot help but feel that 
there are many upbolders of the 
theory of apartheid who ore 
more concemned to make the life 
of the country and its people fit 
joto their academic ideas than to 
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tne ench quastion as it arises 
and dent with it on its merits ns 
a human question nnd seo where 
that came appronch Tends therm." 

But, hn ssid, even liberals 
might br femoted to exploit the 
‘African for the success of liberal 
to mppease him 
not to bs ap 
pensed in order to bo ood 
Tikernls, That was the 'xploite- 
tion of thenriste. 

He warned ngainst snerificing 

inn watues ta any theory and 
thera was /xslaitation of 
materiniem as weil ns exploita- 
tion of neademic therry in the 
country’s attitude to its socint 
prablems. 

South Aftien had no right to 

ustries and rejoicn 
lly at increased. prot 
perity if all wns built on socint 
fain and moral anarchy, said 
Dr, Reaokes. 

“The starting ond siting of 
new industry must take the 
housing nnd faraily lite of ite 
Inbout force into recount,” be 
said.

Nor should this pelicy be 
sacrificed to an neademie theory 
of integration.

Tromediate and easily traces 
able results of the system were 
the spread of diseases such as 
tu‘ erculosis and venereal dise 
ease and maloutrition among 
women ond cbilecen-eft in the 
Reserver, 

In the urban areas where the 
Alcicaa men crowded to work, 
diseases spread rapidly and weie 
then carried ome to the Re- 
socves when the husbands went 
bach to visit their families,

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A REVIEW OF RECENT LEGISLATION 


ME: Quintin Whyte, the Director 

of the South African Institute 
of Race Relations addressed the 
Congress on recent legislation. 
In view of its importance we give 
the address here in full: 

Ihave been asked to speak on 
recent legislation and particularly 

. that of the past year. (Such legi 
Iation must be seen against the 
background of the policy which. 
our present government has pur- 
ued since its advent to power 

"nd against the events which have 
Yaken place over the last twelve 
months. 

When our present goverament 
came to power, it did so with a 
new symbol and slogan—"apart- 
eid.” Tt was anew word 
specially coioed and designed to 
breathe new life into an old idea 
‘and into an ald policy which 

1d Marshall Smuts rad cour~ 

ogeously stated in 1944 had failed, 

‘At the same time the government 

‘brought to the European elector- 

ate, aud indeed to the country, a 

progeamme to give effect to 

“partheid;" and to this pro~ 

gramme, it has adhered tenacious 

Ty. Since 1948, we have seen a 

series of Acts of Parliament 
carried through to implement this 

‘nw approach to segregation—the 
Population Registration Act, the 
Group Areas Act, the d 
Marriages Act, the Immorality 
‘Act, the Native Building Workers? 
‘Act, the Separate Representation 
of ‘Voters Act (which is still 
under discussion), the repeal of 
the Indian Land Tenure and 
Represzotation Act, the Bantu 
Authorities Act, the abolition of 
the Native Representative Coun- 
cil, and vwany other Acts and 
measures have all aimed at 
achieving “apartheic 

Tor definition of apartheid has 
cased ws all considerable difi- 
culty so I give excerpts of the 
definition a8 recorded in the 
Detionary of the Afrikaans 
Language edited PG 
Schoonees and publised in Pre- 
toria in 1950 

“A political tendency or trend 
in South Africa on the general 
principles (a) of a differentiation 
cstresponding to difierences of 
race, andjer colour, andfor level 
of civil zation; as opposed 10 
assimilation: (b) of the mainten- 
ance and perpetuation of the 
individuality (identity) of the 
Afferent colour groups of which 
the population is composed and 
of the separate development of 
these groups iu accordance with 
their iudividual nature, traditions 
‘aud capabilities as opposed to, 
jucepration......" According to 
jue dictibaary, apartheid means 
to the present Minister of Native 
Affaiss “‘siumply. that exch maa 
should have his proper place,"” 















































While our Government has 
pursued this policy, race relations 
in the country, as the Prime 
‘Minister has admitted, ave 
worsened, The reactions of the 
non-European people and par- 
ticularly of the Aftican and In~ 
dian communities were seen in the 
joauguration of the Campaign to 
defy Unjust Laws and in many 
other protests; and the state of 
tension which was and is the 
product of the historical situation, 
the accelerated process of urbani- 
zation and acculturation, and the 
acts of this and previous govern- 
ments exploded in the riots of 
Port Elisabeth, East London, 
Kimberley and Johannesburg. 
These riots profoundly shocked 
European and non-European alike 
and the reactions of Europeans 
are to be found in the legislstfon 
of this past year. 

Yet, during and subsequent to 
these events there have been 
other changes of attitude, The 
country has accepted that the 
Africans in our cities are per- 
‘manently urbanised aed that their 

ills and aptitudes must be put 
to the best uve in industry. The 
Secretary of the Native Affairs 
hias recently accepted that neither 
the cities nor the country areas 
can develop satisfactorily under a 
system that expects the African 
to be part industrial worker and 
part farmer. Maay municipalities 
hhave taken strenuous measures to 
house theie urban African popu- 
Iation Assystem of labour ex- 
changes has been set up which 
should facilitate the finding of 
‘employment by Africans, The 
Native Education vote bas again 
jincreased—to over £8,000,000 
per anoum, Youth traiving camps 
are being plooned for urban 
African youth, Efforts are being 
made to improve the nutrition of 
the people aad bath the voluatary 
organisations and authorities are 
combining to fight the scourge 
of tuberculosis. Ia particular, 
thoughtful and earnest action haz 
been taken in Port Elizabeth, East 
London and Kimberley to repair 
the damage 10 race relations 
caused by the riots, 

At the same time, much greater 
thought is belog’glren te" the 
racial problems of the country. 
Chambers of Industries and 
Chambers of Commerce through- 
out the country have set them- 
selves to study afresh the racial 
situation in the country, for cos 
tioued industri! and mining’ ex 
pansion demands the continu:d 
influx of no-Europeans (and 
Europeans) into the industry of 
the country, The past year has 
seen the courageous emergence of 
a European political group pledged 
toa common roll for all citizens 
of the country. The Dutch Re~ 
formed Church’ boldly took the 
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initiative in calling a conference 
of Ruropean Christian leaders t0 
study the race problems of this 
country in the light of Christian 
principles and it has pledged 
fiself 1 convene an inter-racial 
conference of Christian leaders 
next year. The Land Tenure 
Advisory Board set up under the 
Group Areas Act has rejected 
unjust schemes of residential and 
business segregation put before 
it, and modifications to the Group 
‘Areas Act are to come before 
Parliament next year. The high 
tradition of our Courts of Law 
has bees maiotained, and one 
Cabinet Minister has declared 
that the expatriation of the In 
ptople is impossible. Events in 
other parts of Africa are also 
having their repercussions on 
thinking within the Union, The 
membership of the Institute of 
Race Relations has never been 50 
large nor the calls upon it 50 
continuous and so great, 

While one may therefore point 
toevenis which show that many 
in the country are more aware of 
the dangers and difficulties in~ 
hereat in the policy of apartheid, 
and more willing to accept the 
logic of events, our government, 
cacouraged by the results of the 
General Election of 1953, is de- 
termined to pursue the pr 
gramme which it laid dows in 
1948, It considers that it received 
a renewed mandate from the 
European electorate to continue 
to do so and one can but expect a 
series of enactments and adminis- 
trative measures aimed at strength- 
ening the pattera which it 
js expected that the peoples of 
the country will continne to 
in the foreseeable future. 

And may I say one word in 
parenthesis, It is of the utmost 
importance that all citizens in a 
country which claims to be 
democracy should carefully con~ 
sider the legislation and work of 
the government of the day fully 
and freely. Democracy does not 
only consist of electing members 
to Parliament every five years and 
leaving them to do what they 
Tike, Te is not sufficient to assiga 
the duty of eriticism and 
s.ructive protest to the opposition 
ja Parliament. Democracy con- 
sists of the feeest expression of 
opinion within and without Par- 
liament compatible with the 
safety of the country and the 
liberty of all within it and it isthe 
duly of the demos, the people, to 
safeguard and advance the pri 
ciples upon which democracy is 
founded, This is more than ever 
necessary in a country where a 
large section of the population is 
under-developed and not ade 
equately represented in Pali 

If, then, we consider the Acts 
which were passed last year, we 
find that they fll foto two eate~ 
goties, The first category con 
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sists of those Acts which are 2 
continuation of the policy of the 
government to secure apartheid 
or partial apartheid, They are: 

The Native Labour (Settlement 
of Disputes) Act No, 48/1953. 
The Reservation of Separate 
Amenities Act No. 49/1953, The 
Bantu Education Act No. 47/1953. 
‘The Separate Representation of 
Vorers Act Validation and Amend- 
mnt Bi 

All these aim at the separating 
of the non-Zuropeans a5 a dis- 
tinct set of human beings with 
different aspirations, and 
abilities and for whom different 
facilities in some form or other 
must be provided in order to 
allow them to realise their reputed 
inherent differences. The other 
two Acts which I wish to con- 
sider are the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act and the Public 
Safety Act, both legislative re- 
actions to the Passive Resistance 
Campaign and the riats of Octo- 
ber-November 1952." 

The Native Labour 
(Settlement Of Disputes) 

Act 














Up to the time of this Act, 
the methods used in the Union 
for the settlement or ob 
of labour disputes have 
isted of three measures, 1: 
(@ the adusteiat Concil 
‘Act of 1936 which lays dowa 
conditions for reaching agree- 
ment between representatives of 
employees and employers for 
enforcing the provisions of any 
agreement. This Act specifically 
excluded pass-bearing Africans; 
(ii) the Wage Act of 1937, 
which does not exclude Africans. 
There is no racial discrimination 
in this Act which is supposed to 
meet the needs of unorganised 
workers; and (iii) War Messure 
No. 145 of 1943 which prohibits 
strikes and lock-outs as a result 
of wage disputes affecting African 
workers and provides for com- 
pulsory arbitration by a govern- 


























In 1948, the present Minister 
of Labour set up the Industrial 
Legislation Commission to study 
the whole field of industrial rela- 
tioos in the Union. This com- 
mission, despite overwhelming 
evidence to the contrary, con- 
cluded that mixed trade unions 
should, within a reasonable time, 
be separated into branches for 
each of their racial groups and 
that no more mixed —ubions 
should be registered, Tt also 
considered that African Trade . 
Unions should be legally re- 
cogaised and be controlled by 
the Department of Labour in 
consultation with the Department 
of Native Affairs. Such recognition 
should take two stages, the first, 
“certification” during a pro 
bationary period and the second, 
full recognition with the right to 
collective bargaining through a 
special concilation board. Strikes 
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and lock-oms would only be 
permissible in certain defined 
circumstances. 

It is against this background 
that the Minister of Labour 
troduced last year the Native 
Labour (Settlement of Disputes) 
Act which largely ignores the 
recommendations of | the In- 
dustrial Legislation Commission. 

The Act applice to African 
employees other than those en= 
gaged in farming operations, in 
domestic service, in governmental 
or educational services, or in the 
gold and coal-mining indus 
According to figures given by the 
Department of Native Affairs, 
this will exelude 1,670,000 Afri 
cao workers of the total Afti- 
ean Iabaur force of 550,000 
workers. 2,220,000 workers in 
secondary industry,commerce and 
in other services are alone 

cluded. It may, however, be 
applied in the future to mining. 

The Act goes on to provide 
for the re-definition of the term 
“ermployee"” ia the Industrial 
Conciliation Act to exclude any 
person who io accepted as a 
member of any aboriginal race 
for tribe of Africa. African wor 
men are thus excluded now from 
the operstion of the Industrial 
Conciliation Act. 

‘The Separate machinery set 
up under the Act consists,, brief 
ly, of Regional Nat 
Committees with African mem- 
bere appoined by the Minister 
sitting under a European, Chair- 
man who will be the 
Labour Officer for the 
These committees will receive 
representations and assist in. the 
settlement of disputes. There 
will also be 2 Ceatral Native 
Labour Board consisting of Euro- 
pean members. Should a labour 
dispute arise, the Regional Com- 
mittee will ‘attempt to act as 
mediator bit if it is unsuccessful, 
the dispute will be referred to the 
Central Board, which, if un- 
successful in its tura, will report 
to the Minister stating whether 
for not the Wag? Board should 
tive a recommendation. 

When an Tadustrial Council 
(all European.) for example, is 
considering ao agreement which 
twill affect oceupations in which 
Africans ate employed, repre 
sentatives of the Central Board 
and the Eusopean chaitmam of 
the Regional Committees will be 
entitled to attend and, if they 
are not satisfied with the agree 
ment reached, they may report 
to the Minister that a Wage 
recommendation should be ob- 
tained. 

‘The Act probibite strikes, lock- 
outs, sympathetic strikes. The 
effect of this Act is that: 

@ the position of African 
Trada Unions is unchanged: 
they aré aot probibited, but will 
not enjoy official recognition: and 
the Minister has sald that he

expects that African Trade 
Unions will-die a natural death; 

(i) registered trade unions 
are prohibited from having mixed 
European and African member- 
ships 











direct bargaining _be- 
tween employers and A\ 
employees is prevented; 

(iv) African Trade Unions are 
excluded from participation in 
Industrial Council and Wage 
Board proceedings. 


While one can welcome the 
more adequate machinery pr 
vided for the settlement of Aft 
can labour disputes, it would 
have been preferable in principle 
and simpler in practice to extend 
the definition of the term “em- 
ployee” under the 
Conciliation Act to include all 
Africans. I regret that our 
government thinks it impossible 
to treat workers as workers with- 
out racial distinction. Tuatead 
we are presented with a com- 
plicated system added to existiog 
machinery, and tke creation of 
more officials and committees. It 
is doubtful whether the system 

endure, whether Africans will 
have confidence ia it, particularly 
ifthe African trade union move- 
ment, which is lamentably weak 
at present, grows in strength. 
Where there are mixed trade 
unions today there is racial co- 
operation, Separation of member- 
ship by race and the establish 
ment of racial branches is likely 
‘to cause racial friction, for, what- 
ever the immediate result, Eurc= 
peans will fear that their position 
and their rates of pay will be 
undermined, while African work- 
‘ers will resent more and more 
this differential treatment. 



































The Reservation Of 
Separate Amenities Act 

The situation which prompted 
the ittreduction of this set arore 
from a number of court carte ia 
which the judgments were that if 
separate facilities are provided for 
vatious groups these facilities must 
‘be substantially equal. In 1934 
in the exze of the Minister of 
Posts and Telegraphs.v. Rasool 

le was first enunciated, 
cuccessive cases, cul: 
‘inating in those associated with 
the Defiance Campaign, this prin- 
ciple has been upheld, | Tt must 
bbe noted that the Courts have not 
ruled that segregation ia itself is 
invalid irrespective of the actual 
testmemt given to the different 
races under segregated conditions. 
Xt had -to be proved in there 
ceases that the discrimination was 
coupled an inequality of 
treatment which was manifestly 
‘unjust or oppressive, 

Tn August, 1953, the Minister 
of the Toteriar said that the Gov- 
feroment was determined to “clear 
up the position now not only for 
dn Beli rae tie for-cuee wiles 
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body that may be endangered.” 
This Act was accordingly intro~ 
duced and became law in October 
1953, 

Put very briefly, the Act _pro- 
vides that any person who 
charge of or has control of any 
public premises or public vehicle 
may, whenever he deems it ex- 
pedient, reserve such premises or 
veniele or any portion thereof for 
the excusive use of persons be- 
longing to a particular race or 
class. Such action, either past or 
future, cannot be ruled invalid on 
the grounds either that provision 
is not made for all races or that 
the separate facilities provided for 
the various races are not snbstan~ 
tially equal, Wilful contravention 

ie measures for separate 
ishable by a fine 
of £50 or three months imprison- 
ment or both, 

The Act is ofa very sweeping 
nature» Tt gives tremendous 
powers to unsympathetic and 
prejudiced persons to provide 
unequal facilities; it provides no 
protection for non-Eurepeans 
such a5 they have in law enjoyed 
until this Act came into being. 
Itdoes away completely with the 
presumption upon which our 
Courts have all acted ep. to 
quote Mr. Justice Centlivres “The 
State has provided a railway eer~ 
vice for all its citizens, irrespec- 
tive of race, and it is unlikely 
that the Regulations intended that 
the users of the railways should, 
according to their race, have 
partial or unequal treatment 
meted out to them." Or to 
quote another case, “It is one 
thing to authorise discrimination, 
er thing to autho- 
rise discrimination coupled with 
partiality and inequality of eeat- 

































of this Act 
are shocking, but it is in keeping 
with the course of apartheid 
legislation which we have seen 
over the past few years, But a 
new factor is deliberately 
duced, Where, in the past, di 
criminatory legislation bas been 
enacted, there has been talk: in 
justifieation of separate 8 but 
equal” facilities either present or 
future or that such and such a 
piece of legislation e.g. the Sepa- 
rate Representation of Voters 
Act, is apartheid for the whites 
‘as well as for the blacks, 
‘Act naw makes provision quite 
unashamedly for “separate and 
unequal treatment.” Tt is one 
‘thing to accept in proctice unequal 
fs in the hope that equal 
ill eventually be pro- 
is an entirely different 
matter when the principle of 
such unequal discrimination is so 
blatantly embodied in the legis 
lation of a democratic country. 


The Bantu Education Act 


‘We now pass to another piece 
of legislation which also inti- 
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nately affects the day to day lives 
of Africans and their hopes and 
ambitions for their children,—the 
Bantu Education Act. ‘This Act 
isthe outcome of the Govern- 
ment’s declared policy and of the 
Eiselen Commission which en- 
quired into Native education, 
This Commission recommended 
inter alia that the administration 
and conttel of Native education 
should be transferred from the 
Provinces to the Union Govern- 
ment and that the Department of 
Native Affairs should administer 
The following are the major 
points of the Act:—

education from the Provinces.

whole variety of subjects, eg. 
discipline of teachers, courees 
of training, medium of instruction, 
subsidies, ete., and generally any 
other raatter relating to Govern- 
‘ment Bantu Schools.

Once more we have legislation 
which separates out the African 
people a8 a group, It is based on 
the assumption that the Africans 
rank today as a separate commu 
nity with interests different from 
those of other citizens, Our 
Goverament considers that there 
is such a thing as “African” edu- 
cation as distinct from "Euro- 
pean” education and the purpose 
of the transfer, to my mind, 
based not on educational ims 
and principles but on govern: 
mental plans for the social and 
economic future being designed 
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for the Aftiean people. Christian 
mission achools sec the danger of 
having their setivities evrtaied in 
the future.

minds of many others too, the need for such san institution had been felt. 
he building was small and beautiful, but inside were things of widest 
ficance to the world, Achuryx Vinoba Bhaye, he said,’ had described Gandhian 
philosophy in his messaye as a synthesis of spiritual and scientific knowledge, Ie 
(Vinobaji) was a great man and whatever he said he did after deep thought 
Science was of great importance in today’s world, Mr. Nehru said, 
‘The Western nations had made considerable advance through st 
they had nd subjugwting other peoples in the 
past. Science hud been used in wrong directions and those who developed it 
themselves became its victims. 
It was a big question before the world, the 1 
science was tb be 
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me Minister said, whether 
fed for the good of humanity or whether it should be allowed to 
pursue its destructive role, 

Mahatma Gandhi had taught them the way of peace ahd non-violence and on 
it would depend much the solution of the problem of diree ce towards. 
peaceful and constructive ends, he added. 

Mr, Nehru said that earlier in the morning he had gone to sce “the sacred 
where Mahatma Gandhi lived. As he sat in his but, all kinds of i 
experience came to him. The whole picture of the world was before him with all 
its good and bad things. “They had to face big problems in this world and how 
were they going to solve them. In India, he said, they were on a pilgrimage, not 
a pilgrimage of 10 or 15 people, but one in which all the people of India were 
partners. = 

‘Mahatma Gandhi had always wanted to rouse the people and make them to 
go aheud in every respect 
life was spent in waking up the slumbering nati He had done tre- 
mendous work but what wi ter was the method he adopted. He fulfilled his 
mission, It was now for the people of India to work steadfastly towards the goal 
of economic progress. They could not forget the ideals that Gandhiji had placed 
before them. Gandhiji, no doubt, concentrated his work for their own country but 
whatever he said was applicable to the whole world, 

Tf, therefore, they worked on those very lines, Mr. Nehru said, it was bound 
to influence the rest of the world, 
he Prime Minister said that with the attainment of freedom, Tudia had be- 
come an equal among nations of the world. ‘The relations with the world had 
become all the more important. ‘They had to give their opinion on various issues 
as no nation in this modern world would isolate itself,

So according to 
the law of God everyone 
and everything that stands 
for untruth and evil must 
and shall perish.

Punishment Does Not Fit 
The Crime 
MR. C.J. Bezuideohout in 
the Matitzburg Magistrate's 
Court on January 6, sentenced 
Berend Hermanus Scholtz (21), 
 stoker on the South African 
Railways, who was charged with 
‘assault with intent to do grievous 
Bodily harea, and also with com- 
mon assault on an African, £5 or 
‘one week on’the first count and 
£20 or a_month on the second 
count, The following is the 
story of the case as reported in 
the ‘Natal Witness’ of January 7 = 

Ameer Singh (19) said that at 
10,30 am, on December 20 he 
was cycliag om the’ Richmond 
Road. A motor vebicle travelling 
from behind passed close to 
him and something struck bim 
onthe shoulder. He then saw 
what appeared to be @ piece of 
fhose-pipe and a cord pulled into 
the vibicle (a station ywagon). It 
was open at the back and two 
men were sitting-inside it. 

The vobicle drove on, and 
about 200 yards further along the 
Singh caw a Native walking. As 
the station wagon pasced'him the 
Native fell tothe ground/and re- 
mained there. 

‘Wheo:the witness reached bim 
the Native was unconscious. 
‘There was a rope around bis neck 
and attached to i¢ was 2 length 
of bosepipe. He remained with 
the Native until some Europeans 
came along and took him away. 

‘Mblauli Sivoli, Native youth, 
said that he was walling “along 
Fox Hill road on December 20 
heard a motor vehicle approach- 
ing and kept well to the left, 

‘As the motor passed him 
he felt a sudden jerk round 
hig occk, be was dragged a few

It is now being made 
worse by the way in which the 
ishaads' white politicians are seek- 
ing to justify what happened, 
The colesy’s population is 40 
per cent White and 60 per cent 
Black and mixed.

Asfaras reports received in- 
dicate, the White answer to this 
charge was twofold: first, that the 
grievance was largely inspired by 
criticism from overseas; secondly, 
that thirty-four was the maximum 
umber of non-Whites whorquali 
fied on their merits for presenta 
tion, The first of these reasons 
is so familiar to South Africans, 
the complaints of whose nom 
Europeans are said to be the 
product of British, Iadian or UN 
incitement (when they are not the 
fault of the U.P., Liberals, Com- 
aunists or the English-language 
press), that it need not detaia us. 


The oecond reason exemplifies 
avery characteristic British fail- 
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ing. Suppose for the sake of 
argument that the figures are 
correct—that only thirty-four 
presentable non-Whites could be 
found—was it either wise or 
Benerous fo say so quite £0 bla! 
antly in tones that will ring round 
the non-White world? The Bri- 
tith bave for go long been secure 
in their international status and 
own self-esteem that they find it 
difficult not only to see them~ 
selves ag others see them; but to 
ut themselves in the other man's 
place and look out on the world 
from his viewpoint. This has 
never been true of the best of the 
Britis who have been among the 
Ereatest interaationalists, foreign 
scholars, linguists, travellers and 
missionaries, But the best are a 
of any race. And the 
average Britisher overseas is only 
too often prone to a fatal insular- 
ity, bordering on snobbery, and 
an unimaginative insensitivity in 
regard to other people's feelings 
and customs, 


‘Thus, while the British are 
probably the most progressive and 
Teast ageressive colonial adminis- 
teators, there is often a serious 
deficiency in their buman rela- 
tions the people they are 
governing. ‘This was probably 
the most justified single indict- 
ment cf their rule in India, It 
accounted, far more than avy 
other factor, for the Abadan im- 
broglio. It has bedevilled Anglo- 
Egyptian relations and is well 
known to Afeikaners in the Union, 
as well a5 to our non-European 
peoples, The shining exceptions 
do not counterbalance the aver- 
age apathy towards crossing racial 
barriers or lowering their own, 

Tn those provinces of British 
India which bad mixed communi 
ties before partition, communal 
representation goveroment, 
official and unofficial life was the 
subject of much thought and ex- 
periment. The Punjab’s popula 
tion was 56 per cent Muslim, 35 
per cent Hindu and nine per cent 
Sikh and others. The rule was 
eventually evolved and opersied 
by the responsible Indian pro- 
vincial government that in par- 
liamentary representation, making 
appointments to the public ser- 
vvices and at public functions, the

INCE the Union 
sion was opened 


last Friday the eyes of the 
non-Europeans are once 
again focussed on it with 
throbbing hearts lest what 
new chains are being forged 
for them. One of the out- 
standing events is the mo- 
tion put by Senator G. H 
Nicholls (Union Federal 
Party) asking fof leave to 
introduce a Bill to amend 
the Representation of Na- 
tives Act of 1936 so as to 
provide that Africans’ Re- 
presentatives in the Senate 
may be Africans. The mo 
tion was rejected by 22 
votes to 15, the Labour 
Party and the United Party 
voting in favour of the 
motion. 

What is of importance is 
the speech made by the 
Minister of Native Affairs 
(De H. F. Verwoerd), 
which reflected the mind of 
the Government, The Min- 
ister is reported to have 
said 

the Government would take 

the wousual course of oppos- 

ing leave to introduce the 

motion. The principle under-

motion, be said, was catieely 
opposed not only to the

ernment. It is utterly futile 
to claim South Africa as 
being a democtatic country 
if its Parliament is to re- 
main perpetually for Euro- 
peans only, particularly 
when they are outnumbered 
by the Africans by four to 
one, The policy of the 
Government is quite clearly 
not to enhance the status 
of the African but to reduce 
it to that of “hewers of 
wood and drawers of water.” 
No matier how high he 
may be intellectually he 
may not sit in the Legis- 
lative Assembly, beside a 
European, even to serve the 
interests of his own people. 
The position is simply 
untenable and no thinking 
European can, and, we have 
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no doubt, will tolerate for 
‘one minute, 

Unless this mental atti- 
tude of the Govern: it 
changes we are convinced 
that it will not be the path 
implied in Senator ¥ icholls’ 
motion but the path pursued 
by the Government that 
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will not lead to racial peace 
or a solution of the Union's 
problems. On the contrary, 
wwe fear, that will eventually 
lead to racial strife of the 
worst kind. Dr, Verwoerd 
and his type of men are 
precipitating it instead of 
preventing it.

Empire, Some of the money 
came feom industrialists who 
fioanced Mr. Gandhi’s Congress 
Party (ow dominated by Mr. 
Nebru) in his war to turn the 
British out of India (as Hitler 
‘was financed by rich people to 
prepare for bis war) and yesterday 
came news tbat India is likely to 
take over Kashmir whether its 
4,000,000 people like it or not. 
"We have come upon a much 
greater story.

Mr. Eric Louw’s New 
Challenge To Bishops 
‘The Minister of Economic 
Affairs, Mr. Eric Louw, in an 
interview on Monday, January 19, 
crossed swords with the Bishop 
of Johannesburg, the Rt. Rey. 
Ambrose Reeves, over colour di 
ctimiaation in schools and uni 
versities, The Bishop, whom Mr, 
Louw called "one of the political 
predikants,” bad launched another 
attack on the Goveroment’s apart- 
heid policy ima sermon on Sun- 
day. Mr, Louw challeaged the 
‘Anglican Church to practise what 
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it preached. “On several occa~ 
sions Ihave tested the sincerity 
of the bishops by asking that the 
children of well-to-do non-Euro- 
peans be admitted to well-known 
‘hoglican Church schools,” Mr. 
Louw said. “At first the bishops 
tried to evade the issue, but in a 
special statement last year it was 
frankly admitted that colour 

crimination is practised in such 
chools, and certain excuses were 
ven for pursuing such 2 policy. 
"i bis latest attack Bishop Reeves 
uowisely directs attention to ‘the 
receot threat to exclude non 
European students’ from univer- 
sities where they lave hitherto 
been admitted. “If Bishop Reeves 
is really sincere, will he apply to 
the Anglican Church schools of 
his diocese the policy which he 
advorates for other educational 
institutions? Will be take steps: 
for removing the ban on the ad- 
mision of non-European students 

















Peaceful Economic Boycott 
Successful In P.E. 
After a three day boycott by 
Native customers, the directors 
fof two butcheries in the Port 
Elizabeth Native townships of 
New Brighton and Korsten have 
met demands by the African 
National Congress and have 
agreed to raise the standard of 
employment of their Native staffs 
The boycott was called off on 
Friday, January 29 and trade was 
described as normal. An official 
of the butcheries said an agree- 
ment bad been reached with the 
Congress that Natives would be 
wained as ausistants in the two 
butchers’ shops and also in a 
Arapery store in New Brighton. 
The boycott was instituted as part 
or a National Congress campaign, 
sehea it was alleged that Natives 
had been treated discourteously 
in the shop.—Saps. 


A White Farmer Leaves 
Estate For Upliftment 

Of Coloureds 
Mr. Joho Bisset, 2 former 
NLP.C. for Queenstown and a 
‘well-known local farmer, who 
died Iast October, has left the 
‘whole of his landed property, the 
Bridge Farm Estate of more than 
2,000 morgen, to the Educational 
Administration of the Cage Pro- 
vince. In bis will, published last 
‘Monday, Mr. Bisset said the land 
should be uced to establish an 
agricultural school. Mr. Bisset 
bequeathed the residue of 
estate (o the Provincial Admivis- 
tuation in trust for the betterment 
‘and uplift of the Coloured people.

feeling of horror I felt. 
However I was locked up with 
the inmates of the hospital 
at about five after being handed 
adirty dish of mealie tice and 
beans and a piece of three or 
four days’ stale bread weighiog. 
about four fo six ounces; all my 
lbunger had disappeared and £0 T 
had nothiog to eat. In the cell 
Tacqusinted myself with the other 
prisoners, I was the oaly prisot 
ex who had come in for a poli 
tical offence. ‘The rest of them 
all were in for some criminal 
offences, such as robbery, drunk 
enness, assault, murder, house- 
breaking, theft, violation of the 
pass laws ete. “They were mostly 
African prisoners and just a few 
Coloured. Twas kept and treated 
exactly like the other ordinary 
criminals, 
Next Morning 

The following morning T was 
given my tooth brush, tooth 
Paste, soap and my shaving things 
and was told to keep the latter 
in the hospital; I could make use 
of them on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays after working hours. 
‘Av about ten o'clock that morning 
the doctor come. The first thing 
which horrified me was the sight, 
which I have now seen for the 
first time ia my life, of lashes 
being given to prisoners who were 
sentenced to receive them. All 
these prisoners were stripped 
naked. One by one they were 
hurriedly examined by the doctor, 
laid on a stand with their face 
downward. Then a hefty Zul 
the presence of the doctor and the 
head warder, who acted as the 
chief warder, the latter being 
absent owing to ill-health, struck 
the convict on the buttocks with 
all his strength, swinging a heavy 
cane which had been previously 
ipped in salt water for a con- 
siderable time in order to make it 
heavier and stinging. After the 
first steoke the convict screamed 
pathetically at every stroke, It 
Seemed to be a most cruel ‘kind 
of punishment, T sweated at the 
sight of i¢ and would have fainted 
if T had had to wateh it for long. 

But worse than that was the 
Punishment with a cat-o-nine. 
tails, where the convict received 
the beating on the whole of his 
back and which affected bis whole 
system internally. Iwas told by 
8 prisoner who had received that 
Punishment what effect it had on

him. Ido feel that if the public 
‘were to witness this cruel ight 
they would certainly work with 
much more zeal for the aboliti 
of corporal punishment. In # 
civilised age it should never be 
allowed to exist. 

This is by the way. 

T was then examined by 
the doctor. I told him I was 
61, that Twas not fit for 
very bard manual work and 
said that, since, owing to my age 
and mode of living I was not 
able to digest heavy food, such as, 
mealie rice and beans, which T 
usually avoided evea in my diet 
outside, and that as T was religious 
Jy a vegetarian by birth, I should 
be obliged if he could prescribe 
vegetables and some substitute 
for meat and fat. The reply T 
got was: “You, who are fighting 
against apartheid outside, how 
30 you ask for apartheid here? 
‘You must live as other pris 
do and eat what they eat, No 
religious sentiments are respected 
bere." I will not say that the 
doctor was altogether unkind to 
me. only pitied his ignorance. 
He said he had geeat respect for 
my father but not for his pa 
resistance! And he expressed his 
dislike and disapproval of our 
activities against the Govermnent. 
‘The only concession 1 was able 
to get from him was that of being 
put on Tight labour, 

In The General Yard 

After being examined by the 
doctor my spectacles were given 
back tome and I was made to 
quit the bospital and to go into 
the general yard, 

The diet I was getting, I was 
told by the bead warder, was "D"* 
diet. Ie consisted of a breakfast 
of mealiesmeal portidge with a 
litte salt in it, served in a dirty, 
tusty tin dish. The same thing 
for lunch and mealie rice and 
beans and about four to six 
ounces of very stale bread for the 
evening meal. Iyas hordly able 
to cat anything for about five 
days, Tate two or three spoons- 
ful of porridge in the moraing 
and at noon and a litle of the top 
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ctust of the bread itt the evening. 

Another shock eame to me 
when on the second day I was 
locked up for the night in a cell, 
which measured about 16 by 21, 
overcrowded with hardened cri- 
minal Africans, We were tweaty- 
four in all and had to sleep almost 
on top of one another. Thera 
was a sanitary bucket and 9 
bucket of drinking water. 

Tfound that none of the pri- 
sonera were given an opportunity 
to wash ia the morning, They 
‘were supposed to do that while 
they were in their cells with that 
fone bucket of water and in the 
sanitary bucket which by the 
morning was almost full up to 
the brim with night soil, The 
moment the cells were opened 
they had immediately to line up 
for breakfast. 

Later I was put in a cell of the 
same size a mentioned above in 
which there were only eight in- 

1g myself. This cell we 
occupied by prisoners who were 
working in the kitchen and they 
were talren out before dawn which 























opportuaity as soon’ as the cells 
were opened in the mornings, to 
fun across to clean my teeth 
and wach my face as hurriedly as 
Teould. By the ime T returned 
to my yard, T found the ather 
prisoners had almost completed 


their breakfast. Thar did not 
distunb me, however, for T hardly 
took any breakfast anda fecling 
of cleanliness was more valu be 
to me than eating with 3 foul 
mouth,

And, if 
itis not the whole truth, will not 
the true parts of Mc. Meicing's 
picture seem distorted in the eyes 
of overseas by what has 
not been recorded in the official 
portrait? Might not the lealth 
ness of our climate for both 
European and non-European 
children have to be qualified by 
some deseription of the unbealthi- 
fess of the conditions in which 
many of the latter are brought up, 
especially ia the towns? 

‘We do not share the opinions 
of those who assert that our non- 
Europeans are more repressed, 
more homeless, more frustrated, 
more poverty-stricken and worse 
educated than the poor of many 
other countries ia Africa and 
beyond. The allegation is ms 
festly wotrue, But we must also 
recall that, alone of African coun- 
tries south of the Sabara, “South 
Africa is a rich industrial state 
with tremendous mineral re- 
rources sought by the whole 
world, Whea we say that we 
spend more peg bead on educa- 
tion and welfare services for our 
‘Africans than any British: colony 
in Africa, we do not lie. But it 

also true that, kaving much 
more to spend thao those colonies, 
we do not give as much as they 
in proportion to our means. For 

1 country which aspires to be the 

leader of white civilisation in a 

datk continent, this will aot do. 
‘And, although our expenditure 

on non-European is rising an~ 

‘ually, there is aa ominous tend- 

ency on the part of some mem- 

bers of our governing party to 
uggest limiting expenditure on 

Native welfare and development 

rot only to suit “their future role 

ina White economy," but accord- 
jag to what the Natives cao them 
selves contribute, It is a sound

rely always on free gifts, though 
to do this they must be allowed 
to carn a living wage. Buty 
further than this, ia a0 country 
today that hopes to avert revolue 
tion, can the wealthier classes 
disclaim all responsibility for up-

the Welfare State has come to 
stay. Let us look, therefore, to 
the facts judged by the western 
standards we profess; not to the 
shortcomings of others of the 
progress we have made 
belatedly, we began to recog 
our responsibilities towards cur 
non-White fellow-citizens, For 
in the last resort our owe self 

rest ix closely involved; their 
squalor, poverty, disease rootless- 
ness and lack of expandiog op- 
portunities threaten our health 
and tranquillity as much as they 
degrade the victims, 

Can we be satisfied that there 
ate schools only for one-third of 
the African elildren and less than 
two-thirds of the Indians? Do 
we accept an infant__mortality 
rate of 250 per 1000 in the 
Moroka (Emergency Camp out- 

ide Jobannesburg or a 70 per 
cent incidence of eye disease, 
due to maloutstion, io Sehukuni- 
aod? Can wwe regard with com 
pliceney a TB rate among Tn- 
fiaos five time our European 
rate and a possibly even bigher 
rate among the urbaa Africans? 
Dare we leave a VD incidence 
of lage but unknown magaitude 
to ply havoc with our nox- 
European people? Can we watch 
without indignation the recent 
apathy of the Johannesburg City 
Council in face of the 50,000 
Inouses needed for 250,000 non- 
Europeans, sow living in petrol 
drums or squalid shacke sixty 10 
ssitary pail spilling its refuse 
down the streets and el 
playgeounds? Can we read wi 
equanimity the report of 2 Natal 
University survey which found 
71 per cent of Durban's Indians 
living below the poverty line and 
1,255 out of 1,442 Indians at 
Springfield seriously undernour- 
ished? Can we really justify to 
four consciences a European 
‘municipal expenditure of about 
£40 million annually against 
£1.8 million for the same oumber 
of non-Europeans? And shall 
wwe say that the overcrowding and 
overgrazing of the reserves is 
entirely the foult of those who 
live there? 







































Certainly, these are among the 
darkest shadows of our sceng; but 
Mr. Meiriog's picture would be 
incomplete without them. Many 
of these conditions were parallel- 
Jed in the European industrial 


revolution a hundred years ago, 
But the world has moved on 
sinee then and we must move 
with it, Te will compare our 
conditions not with its own of 3 
century ago or those of more 
impoverished countries today;

C¢YVE must assure the Euro 

‘peans opportunity to 
survive and give 1he| non-Euro- 
‘peans an opportunity to develop.” 
said the Admiaistrator of the 
Free State, Mr. J. J. Fouche, 
‘when be opened the fifth anaval 
meeting of the South African 
Bureau of Racial Affairs (Sabra) 
in Bloemfontein on June 19. 
Mr. Fouche said the on-Euro- 
pean had acquired a place in 
South Africa with which no 
ivilieed individual would be 
satisfied 

Particularly among the 
veloped" non- Europeans, 
caused a feeling of frustration, 
swith which the European must 
sympathise and of which he must 
fake account, 

The less-favourable position of 
the non-European was a result of 
his backwardness aud not of op~ 
pression by the Europeans, Tt 
fwas a natural development 

But it was apartheid of this 
sort which naturally shocked edu 
cated non-Europeans ta their 
depths and turned them into 
agitators. 

‘This sort of apartheid also 
conflicted with the Christian and 
‘human feelings of the Europeans 
and [aid an intolerable burden on 
the Europeans’ shoulders. 

‘This apartheid might be kept 
going for many yeats by means 
Of a degenerate diplomacy, which 
‘wat nothing but civilised fraud, 
and by concessions here and 
there, and concealed promises, 

‘But with that no honourable 
citizen of South Africa can be 
satisfied, We must assure the 
Europeans opportunity to survive, 
and we must give the non Euro- 
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peans an opportunity to develop," 
said Mr. Fouche. 

‘Today many Europeans reclized 
that the solution lay in separate 
development of the non-Euro- 
prans, and it wos pleasing that 
non-Europesns were also begin~ 
ing to realize what grect ad- 
vantages they could find in such 
a policy. 

[Educated Natives felt hobbled 
today beesuse there were not 
‘enough economic and spiritual 
opportunities for them. 

‘The Europeans’ economic 
strucrure was becoming more and 
more dependent on the services of 
the non Europeans. 

‘A poliey of gradual integration

Sy things are happening these days. One is the fear that gaaws 





of fallible men, which can blow our entire civilization to rubble at a single blast? 
This is a terrible possibility to think of. For the first time in human history upon 
this planet, man stands face to face with his own complete and instant death. 

On the other hand, there is the normaley which seems to prevail among us at 
hour. One would give way to some kind of universal panic. But if we started 
out to find this panic, we would travel many miles, 
continents, and find not a trace of what we were seeking. People everywhere 
would be calm and busy, They would each one of them be doing what it was his 
duty or pleasure to do, The farmer would be plowing his acres as though there 
would always be harvests, ‘The banker would be counting his gold-pieces against 
the debts which must be paid on some future day. Contracts would be signed and 
sealed in anticipation of work not yet begun. Students would be taking college 
courses, to be prepared years hence for their professional careers. Mothers would 
be bringing children into the world, to keep the population up for at least another 
generation, This panic over the doom now impending seems simply not to exist. 
‘Men reuse to surrender, or to be afraid. They may feel fear which shakes them to 
their very boot-top. But to drop tools, stop machines, close books, silence music, 
we'll attend to these things tomorrow. “Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.”

Such is the inconsistency which besets us. Wracked with terror, we yet 
from day to day as though nothing unusual were to be expected. How may we 
explain such apparent contradiction? 














Well, first of all there is the fact that we are all slaves of habit. We keep on 
doing what it is our routine to do. Getting up in the morning, dressing and pre- 
paring breakfast, going off to work, returning home in the evening—these thi 
we have been doing for thirty years and more, What less than an earthquake, or 
a global war, can shake us loose from this rut that runs deeper every hour?

his disparity not only calls 
for very strict control of all armed 
forces, 1t requites an imaginative 
response by the settler minority 
to the diminution of bittercess 
and the rebuilding of inter-racial 
goodwill a3 soon as the active 
emergency is over and terrorism 
eradicated. Ia October Sir Evelyn 
Baring, the Governor of Kenya, 
outlined plans for 2 constructive 
approach (0 the deep-seated 
causes of the Mau Mau rebellion. 
But within the framework of bis 
otherwise excellent proposals, 
which are backed by the settler: 
one thing was significantly lack- 
ing. Quite a lot of bis speech 
was devoted to the need for a 
change in African mentality; 
nothing at all was said about the 
equally urgent need for a simul- 
taneous change in the miod and 
hhearts of the European popula- 
tion. 

Yet Europeans have built and 
led the colony. Settler and offi- 
cial alike, they must, therefore, 
take the credit and the blame for 
the state of affairs that developed. 
If Whiteball made its mistakes, 
to too—but more obviously to 
African eyes—did the settlers, If 
they say, a3some do, that Afti- 
canz are ignorant, uateachable 
and uagrateful, they condemn 
themselves more than the Afri- 
cans, Leadership based on race 
demands forethought, moral in- 
tegeity and infinite patience from 
all members of that race, ‘There 
was failure here by Europeans, 
As the Londen ‘Economist’ wrote 
(end there is a lesson for us in its 
words) 

































jecause the Kikuyu reserve” 
abuts on the White highlands, 
the conteast between the two 
areas made that failure visible 
to Africans, The immense 
dificulty of the race problem 
in not an excuse. Settlers and 
officials took it om, of their own 
free will, by the act of going to 
Kenya.’ 4 
No one—not even Africans— 
really doubts that the best interest 
of East, Ceatral and Southern 
requires the reteation of a 
ical and economic cadre of 
Europeans for a long time yet. 
But Africans and other non- 
‘Whites expect, and will increas- 
ingly demand, the progressive 
implementation of partnership a9 
they, individually, prove their 
ability and civic capacity. There 
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can be no thwarting that I 
timate aspiration without 
gravest peril to the White minoti. 
ties. A few South African Euro: 
peans have long kaown this; there 
are signs that Keaya is beginning 
to realize it. But it was disturb- 
ing to read that during the recent 
unrest in Myasaland, where pro- 
perty was destroyed but no white 
attacked, the settler community 
immediately urged “shooting 
them down and. buiniog their 
villages,"" as it the only possible 
answer (o the “insolence"” of the 
African National Congress there 
wwas its supprension, if necessary 
by force. This is assuredly cot 
the way forviaed for Central Aft 
can Federation, any more than 
‘Mr. Swart and his sjambok policy 
provide a helpful solution of our 
tensions. 

These sort of things and the 
shocking disclosures of the Kenya 
court martial justify—at least 
part—African talk of a White 
‘Mau Mau. As an eminent British 
author, recently in Kenya, wisely 
remarked: "There is no room in 
Africa for those who do not love 
the African.” Aad that affection 
and sense of buman solidarity is 
nowhere more urgently nceded 
and nowhere harder to attain thas 
in the areas where race tensions 
have spilled over into bloodshed. 
But without them the whole 
future of the buman race is ia 
jeopardy.

put me oa light Iabour, the gaol 
suthoritce presumably desired to 
give me a taste of the roughness 
of life and decided to send me 
cut to work in the field. Twas 
rot given very hard work but T 
had to do weeding for eight hours 
in the scorching suo, which was 
strenuous enough for me, parti~ 
cularly, when T bad nonourishing 
food for five days. 


‘At night I was fagged out, 
My whole body was paining and, 
ia addition, T contracted a severe 
cough which gave me a terrible 
pain in one side of my abdomen, 
reported the matter to the head 
warder on Wednesday, who said T 
thould see the doctor, who was 
due to come on Friday, On 
Friday I fee a litte better but T 
told the doctor that the work was 
renuous for me aod asked him 
if T could not remain in the 
yard and do light work, He 
said that be had put me on 
light labour and that he could do 
nothing more. But he asked me 
wherher I was given a hat. T 
raid Twas not and so be pre 
seribed a hat for me, 


A few days before this T had 
occasion to report to the Superin= 
Sent that T was not getting any 
vegeiable ia my food. The 
hhead warder, who could not see the 
distinction ‘between dry beans 
and vegetable said: “Are you 
rot getting beans? Isn't that 
vegetable?” Treplied, “no, that 
‘was not vegetable." The Super 
intendent-made inquiries and 
‘when he found tbat Iwas not get+ 
ting vegetable gave instructions 
that I should be provided with 
the same, The vegetable T got 
consisted of carrots or horse beet. 
Thad to eat a little of that and 
a lite bread crust ia the evening. 
‘Talso made a request for a little 
sugar, which I soid was am essen 
tial stimulaot for the human 
body. But my request was turaed 
dowa, To my surprise, however, 
the following morning I found 
shat all the prisoners were given a 
Aine sugar in their porsidge. But 
the next day it disappeared agai 
Thus 1 spent fifteen days in 
Grrmiston. 














Transferred 

On the sixteenth day, which 
was a Saturday, we bad been 
Kept.in the yacd owing to insuf- 
fidency of African warders. I 
tock the opportunity of having a 
shave and a bath and a change of 
clothes and was resting and 
counting the days I bad to 
pass, acd praying (0 God 
that He may give me the 





strength to do so, when, to’ my 
surprise, at about eleven. a.m, I 
‘was called at the office, where T 
found my clothes and’ other be- 
Jongings being checked up. My 
finger prints were token, all the 
marks on my body were noted 
down, from ‘which T gathered 
that T was to be transferred to 
some other place. I wondered 
which other hell I was going to. 
Tried to ascertain from 8 warder 
who was known to be kindly to 
other prisoners but who had made 
no secret of his dislike for me, for 
hhe bad told me in clear terms: 
"It you bad come for apy otber 
crime it was a different thing, 
but we have no sympathy for 
people who allow themselves to 
be led by the nose by people like 
Patrick Duncan." He was not at 
sll responsive. Both my bands 
were jointly handcuffed. I was 
made (0 carry my kit and was 
takea in a car to the station, 
There, Iwas marched from one 
cod of the platform to the other 
and made to wait for the train 
for about twenty minutes, I 
could not see where the train 
wos going to. I was put in 
the Guard's van and the Afrikaner 
warder who evidently could not 
speak English told me ia Zulu to 
sit down on a box lying nearby. 
It was only when we alighted 
that T came to know that we bad 
come to Pretoria 








Pretoria Gaol 

Twas taken before the Super- 
intendent who said: “You are the 
son of the Mahatma? You re 
semble from the picture. 
You understand that you are not 
to carry on your propaganda 
here?" I said: "I am fully aware 
of that and Iam going to abide 
strietly by the gaol discipline. 












When Iwai taken ia the yard 
I fousd a number of Indian 
prisoners with shoes and socks 
and hats besides the ordinary 
jackets, red shirts and shorts, 
They greeted me and expressed 
their delight to see me. It being 
a Ssturday the prisoners were 
locked up at about four o'clock 
Uill the next morning, after feed 
jing them, The evening food 
wwe got there, to my surprise, was 
good brown’ bread with a lite 
ghee (butter far) anda mug. fall 
of coffee with sugar in it. T found 
that T wis not entitled to the 
eveoing coffee until T had co 
pleted a mooth, The other pi 
sonets, however, were generous 
enough to Gill my mug and I was 
never left without coffee, In the 
morning all were served with 
coffee and mealie meal porridge 
and for luach tbe Africans were 











given dry mealies boiled and 
Indians and Coloureds were given 
meatie rice and beans with a litle 
vegetable. The latter seemed to be 
in name only as it consisted either 
of two earrotsor sometimes a beet- 
root, At times these were too old 
and stringy and often had to be 
thrown away. If it happened to 
be good it was just our good 
Tuck, 








(On my arrival in Pretoria gaol I 
vwas locked up ia the evening in a 
cell with four other Indian pri- 
sonert. Comfortably only three 
could sleep in these cells with 
enough place for the sanitary 
bucket anda bucket of drinking 
water. But usually six were 
packed in them, Tn the morniog, 
all six bad to wash themselves in 
that one bucket. Whilst the 
others bad their wash, I besitated. 
Tasked them if there were any 
facilities for washing outside and 
whether I would bave an oppor- 
tunity to do so, They said, 
“ihere in a tap outside but 
you won't have any time to 
vwash because, immediately we 
get out, we must take our dish of 
porridge and coffee and sit in 
Tine to eat our breakfast."” So in 
the end with the little water that 
remained in the bucket T had a 
wash as best Icould. But it was 
revolting because, however car 

ful you tried to be, it war im- 
possible to avoid the filtby water 
from the sanitary bucket splash- 
ing on you. 











Treated Like Animals 


‘The cells opened on Sundays 
at about 6.30, an heur later 
than usual. They opened with 
shouts and yells from the African 
warders a5 though animals were 
being taken out of the stables. 
Feeling most uncomfortable with 
not having had a proper wash and 
not baving been able to relieve 
myself, I hardly ate any break 
fast. Tjust had a few sips of 
black coffee, 


On Sundays, after breakfast, the 
prisoners were free for an hour 
for two to wash themselves and 
their clothes. Thad a wash at 
the tap with a little soap borrowed 
from another prisoner. Prisoners 
have to stand in parade at about 
10 o'clock, when the Superintend- 
ent comes for inspection and to 
listen to any complaints or re 
quests, Imade a request to the 
Superintendent co be allowed to 
ieeep my shaving things (which 
mesot_ a razor, shaving brush, 
and shaving cream) and my 
tooth paste, tooth brush, and a 
roller soap, all of which I bad 
cartied with me and were in my 
kit bag, and I also asked if T could 
be locked up aloe in a separate 
cell, and if I could be allowed to 
{inform my wife that T bad been 
transferred to Pretoria, ‘The last 
two requests were granted, As 
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for the soap T was told that 1 
would not be allowed to keep my 
wa soap as prisoners were stip- 
plied with soap. T was allowed 
to keep my tooth paste, perhaps 
asa special favour, since no other 
non-white prisoners were allowed 
to do 0, since they were sup 
plied with tooth powder, which 
consisted of ordinary powde 
chalk or some such thing. which 
nobody seemed to like. 1 was 
given my safety razor very re~ 
Iuctantly from my kit (but not 
my shaving brush or shaving 
cream) with strict instructions 
that it was to be kept by the 
warder in charge and g'vzn to me 
on non-working days, which were 

day on Wednesday and 
day on Saturday, 





















In Pretoria T had no com- 
plaints to make with regard to 
my work, since T was put on very 
light labour under a warder who 
was one of the very few warders 
who were kindly to all the prl- 
sovers. The work I had to do 
‘was to sit either indoor or in the 
shade putting on buttons or darn- 
ing tora jerseys. I spent twenty 
three days like this ia. Pretoria 
and owing to somewhat improved 

T was able to regain five 
pounds of the fifteen pounds of 
weight Ibad lost in fifteen days 
in Germiston. 











Senseless Ordeal 


‘Then [had to unndergo another 
senseless ordeal on the morning 
of my release, One would bave 
thought that at least on the morne 
ing the prisozers were to be te 
leased they would be afforded an 
opportunity to wash and clean 
themselves, But instead, as coon 
as breakfast was over, those of us 
who were to be released were 
hurried to the hospital. The 
reason, T ascertained, was that the 
doctor was to examine us before 
our release. We were made to 
stand in parade there for over aa 
hour aad a half with a very nasty 
African warder who continuously 
motested us by knocking us and 
ordering us about just to exercise 
bis auttority, Whilst we wert 
‘waiting, several European prison 
ers were brought in and I was 
able to see the contrast benveea 
the way they were treated and the 
decency with which they were 
examined and the indecent and 
inhuman way in which the none 
White prisoners were being treat- 
ed and examined. The White 
warder spoke’ to them gently, 
each one was separately taken for 
medical examination in a room, 
the door was closed when he was 
undressed and examiaed and the 
others were called 1n one by one. 
Soon after they were disposed of 
thenon-Whites were ordered in 
an offensive manner 10 strip 
themselves naked in the open 
yard and shouted at and hustled 
about like animals, 
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Atlast when our (urn eamey 
thore wa no medical examination, 
The only thing we heard was a 
shout from the African warder— 
‘Any complaints, no com- 
plaints, all well.” And we were: 
Tushad off to the adjoining yard 
‘where the officer were, Here our 
hhithags were handed to us and 
we were ordered to remove our 
prison garb and put on our ova 
Clothes, We were lined up outside 
the chief warder's office until the 
arrival of the Superintendent. 
One or two white prisoners who 
were to he released wera taken ia 
the office and were given their 
discharge certificates and let out 
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of the gate, Then the Super 
intendent came out and asked 
‘whether we had any complaints. 
‘All murmured, “no.” He gave us 
fatherly advice not to come in 
again and went away, We thought 
we would now be let out, But 
that wes not to be. We were 
taken out in the yard once again 
and made to wait another half an 
hour unnccesearily. Then we were 
allowed to go out of the gate. What 
feemed to be very unusual was 
that we were not given any dite 
charge certificates. Thus ended 
my inearceration. But my story 
dors not end there,

NEW BILL TO AMEND RED ACT 


HE Riotows Assemblies and 
Suppression of Communism 
Amendinent Bill is anew Bill 
introduerd by the Minister of 
Justice, Mr C. R. Swart in the 
House of Assembly. 

The Bill amends the provision 
in the Suppression of Commun 
ism Act under which persons 
“oomed" Communists under the 
‘Act can be prevented from taking 
part in elections for Parliament, 
the Provincial Councils and the 
Legislative Acsembly of South- 
West Africa. 

In terms of the existing law, a 
person whio ins been “named” is 
not automatically barred from 
taking part in elections. The bar 
becomes operative only if the 
fer serves 2 notice on him 
prohibiting him from taking part 
ican election 

‘The section as amended by the 
Bill says that a person will be 
incapable of being elected if a 
notice has been served on him in 
terms of the Act or if his name 
appests 'n the list of the liqui 
itor, or if he has bees convicted 
fof an offence under the Sup- 
pression of Communism Act or if 
he is a Communist, untess, be- 
fore his election, he has’ the 
written approval of the Minister 
‘9f Seuate or the House of Assem- 
bly. 

The Bill provides that a person 
who is incapable of sitting az a 
member of Parliament or of 2 
Provincial Council or of the 
Legislative Assembly of South- 
‘West Afriea will not be entitled 
to the allowanees-payable, 

Tt provides that in any prose- 
ution under the Suppression of 
Communism Act, or ia any civil 
proceedings arising from the ap- 
plication of the Act, it will be 
presumed until the contrary ix 
proved that the nam: of any per- 
son appearing on the liquidator's 
list has bea coreectly included

A person who is incapable of 
becoming a member of Parli 
ment or of a Provincial Council 
or the Legislative Assembly of 
South-West Africa who accepis 
nomination for election will be 
guilty of an offence and liable on 
conviction to a term of impri- 
sonment not exceeding three 
years, 

The Bill provides that if any 
person on whom 2 notice has 
been served in terms of the Act 
acksthe Minister ia writing to 
give him the reasons for the 
notice, the Minister must give 
him a statement ia writing setting 
out his reasons and so much of 
the information which induced 
hhim to issue the notice as cao, 

his opinion, be disclosed 
without detriment to public 
policy. 

The Bill forbids the playing at 
gatherings of recordings of 
speeches of baoned people, 

Thece is also a clause whose 
effect is 10 widen the laws of 
evidence in prosecutions under 
the Suppression of Communism 
Act. The law at present insists 
‘on the production in court of 
original documents, 

‘When documents have been 
destcoyed it has bea found next 
to impossible t0 prove by the 
ordinary laws of evidence that 
people whose names were known 
to bave beea on membership lists 
were communists.

African Not White Man’s Burden— 
He Carries Country On His Back 


R.A, B. Xuma, an ex-president of the African National Con- 
D gress, is reported by Sapa to have said at the Capetown 

University Summer School last Monday that there was 
nothing more disconcerting than to see apparently intelligent people 
trying to translate their day dreams into reality, when the facts against 
their fulfilment were staring them in the face. 





‘The reserves, he sai 





were already overcrowded. Plots were too 
small for satisfactory farming, and crops too exposed to drought. 
Wages earned outside the reserves were the only means of 
subsistence for the majority of families there, 

Dr, Xuma said that the African denied that he was the “White 
man's burden,” who had to be supported by the taxes paid by the 
White man, “He, the African, considered that he carried the country 
on his back. ‘The farms, the industries and the mines could not be 
run for one month without the African workers. 











European taxpayers could make profits and pay income tax 
because of the low wages they paid the African. 

Dr, Xuma gave a resume of the old tribal system of the Bantu 
and said that the chief had always had to be accessible to all bi 
people. 





‘The Bantu could not understand it today when they were not 
allowed to see the Minister or others in authority supposed to be in 
charge of their affairs. 


‘Dr, Xuma said that when Bantu and White men had first met 


each othe 
apartheid. 

When the war was over and the European had asked them to 
come and help with the development of the country, they had hoped 
that their former enemies were entering into partnership with them 
for the advancement of all peoples in South Africa, 

But they had found instead that an undeclared bloodless war 
was to continue—a war of attrition, of economic strangulation, denial 
of free access to land and an exclusion from political power.

parade, ‘The chief warder,withe

ordered that he should have his 
two meals cut, which meant that 
hie was to be locked up for tweaty- 
four hours aod given only one 
meal and besides he would et a 
black mark oa bis teket. "The 
prisoner in question of course 
fd no opportuity to tell the 
chief warder that he had already 
Yad bis punishment from the 
wwarder. 




























































‘There was another instance 
when an African prisoner was 
badly beaten up by a White 
warder while working outside in 
a epan, He was given 2 severe 
puch on his mouth and hic top 

was swollen which made it 
difficult for him 10 eat his food 
for two or tree days, When he 
‘wanted to complain about this to 
the Superintendent, he was pre- 
vented from doing 20 by the 
wwarder in charge, Such instances 
can be multiplied scores of times. 
The term commonly used for 
Indians, Coloureds and Africans 
is respectively “eoolie," “Bush- 
man" and "Kaffe." 

While Twas in Germiston, 1 
was horrified ta sen one morning 
an African warder withia. less 
than a minute strike three African 
prisoners on their heads with a 
stick, making their heads bleed 
just ‘becsuse uokaowingly they 
‘vere standing in the wrong queue. 
This happened while the head 
warder, who was acting as the

Ruthless And Dictatorial Legislation

‘The Natal Witness’ writes the following leading article in its is 
February 17 under the caption “Blind Obstinacy Wins The Day": 


D* VERWOERD'S Bill for the removal of the Native townships from the 





Western Areas of Johsnnesburg will no doubt prove to be important to 

the political parties, for it seems likely that counsels within the United 

Party will once again be divided. But the real importance of the measure lies in 

the effect it is likely to have on Native opinion, and particularly on the attitudes of 

those Natives who have achieved some measure of security and family stability 
within the industrial society of the Reef, 

The Western Areas removal scheme is not new, nor was it 














nvented by mem- 
bers of the present Government, It provides, as did the original scheme devised 
by the Johannesburg City Council, for the acquiring at a greater distance from the 
city ofa new and larger area to which the present inhabitants of Sophiatown, 
Newelare and Martindale are to be removed. It should be noted that the reason 
for this removal is not any encroachment by Natives on European areas. On the 
contrary, it isthe growth and spread of the European suburbs until they now 
almost engulf the Native townships, that has led to the present situation, 








“Slum Clearance” 

The official reason given for the scheme is the need to provide better housing 
for che inhabitants of these townships. But there are many Native areas where 
slum conditions are to be found, and few where there is such a large proportion of 
well-built houses, where there are macadamised roads, electric light, a reticulated 
sewerage system, piped water, and casy access to the industries of Johannesburg. 
A slum-clearance plan of the ordinary kind would arrange for the demolition of 
the bad properties and the provision of new areas for settlement; it would not 
deprive the occupants of the better houses in the townships of their property rights 
and their established homes. 

We should be under no illusions about the way in which this scheme is 
regarded by the increasingly articulate Native middle class. For them, the 
abolition of their freehold rights in one of the very few areas in the whole of the 
Union in which they enjoyed them, and the flat refusal to offer alternative freehold 
rights elsewhere, is more than a breach of faith; it is a denial of their most cherish- 
‘ed hopes for the future. They fear that whenever by their own efforts they achieve 
‘some measure of prosperity and stability, the fruits of their Inbour are to be snatch- 
ed from them not by economic competition, but by the intervention of the White 
man’s law, It is hard to deny that the situation offers some justification for their 
fears. 

Destroying A Symbol 

‘The Western Areas removal scheme provides for the removal of these long- 
established inhabitants of a well-developed township as though they were primitive 
Natives living on a farm, to be moved from one kraal to another. It fails entirely 
to take into account the enormous importance of these townships to the Native as 
symbols of a new status and as a pledge for the future, There can be no more

‘The point I wish to stress isthat 
prisoners who are serving loog 
terms snd indeterminate sentences 
cught to Ye given certain privileges 
which would make their lives 3 
Tide kappier. After they have 
served, #2, about 2 year, surely 
they cao be given at least the 
privilege of baviog two visits and 
Filing and receiviag two letters 
pee mosth.

Prisoners are being searched ia 
indecent and degrading

complafat which cannot be re- 
medied.

The wite thing to do 
would be to give those who 
amoke a weelly ration of tobacco. 
Itix being done in the care of 
certain class of Coloured prisa 
ers, Why should the same 
vilege not be extended to Indians 
and Africans? They are just az 
buman, 


As rerardy labour today 
the prisoners are made to do 
senseless drudgery. Why can- 
not the long term prisoners be 
taught some sort of useful trade 
‘which would enable them to lead 
2 useful life sod earn an honest 
living when ‘they are released? 
Instead the prisoners are either 
given work, just for the sake of 
work, or used as slave labour, for 
White farmers and others. 














Recently there was a report in 
the Press that certain reforms 

roduced in prisons, Most 
of these reforma are only meant 
for European prisoners, The 
condition of non-European pri- 








soners remain practically un 
changed, 
In regard to literature even 


on Saturdays and Sundays the 
prisoners have no healthy litera- 
ture er any sort of amusements. 
Tostead, for the convenience of 
the warders, they are locked up 
in their cells an hour or two 
earlier. i 

T found that it was a distivet 
disadvantage not to know the 
Afrikaans language. Both the 
jails T had been to were fully 
manned by Afrikaners, with the 
exception of the African warders, 
who were mostly Zulus. Many 
of these Aftikaners hardly kaew 3 
word of Eoglish and very little 
Zulu, Some young Aftikaners in 
their twenties have been intto- 
duced as warders who kaow prac- 
tically nothing of worldly affairs. 
Many of the Afticans were more 
intelligeot than they were, They 
did oot kaow why I was in jails 
‘They took it that Iwas there for 
some street fighting, theft or 
some such crime, Twas fortunate 
that they did not kaow. For if 
they did, they would have been 
very angry with me and would 
have caused me a great des! of 
trouble. They were callous about 
their duties. They cracked vulgar 
and eruel practical jokes with the 
prisoners and, if a prisoner tock a 
litte liberty with them, they. lost 
their temper and did not hesitate 
to beat them up. 








The general impression is chat 
the type of Afikaner in the jail 
service is very cruel towards and 
hater of black men. Inevitably, all 
Afrikaners become suspeet in the 
eyes of non:Whites, Twas, how- 
ever, imamensely happy to fiod that, 
even in that vicious atmosphere, 
there were at least a few who 
were humane and did not molest 
the prisoners and always gave 
them a sympathetic and favour- 
able hearing. On the other 
band, there were many who were 
tyrants and made life in priton a 
hell, 

Latrongly feel that if we eh 
to be living in a civilised age the 
conditions prevailing in our pri- 
sons in this country are a sad 
Feficction on the publle who 
murt be held respensible for 
them Much is being dene to 
improve these conditions but T 
‘am afraid the reformists are work- 
ing ata snail's pace. In order ta 
remedy this state of affsits the 
public will have to take a more 
Personal interest. T suggest that 
there should be independent com- 
mites composed of influent 
men and women. ‘These com- 
mittees should visit the prisons 
occasionally unawares and see 
things for themselves and speak 
fo the prisoners individually or 

groups unaccompanied by py 
n officials. Te will be 2 great 
revelation ta them, and that wi L 
be a greater blessing than the 
priests who go on Sundays and

"This does not meso, 
that the Chinese Goverament 
likes everything we do or thar we 
like everything the Chinese Gov- 
croment docs in its own country. 
We carry oo in our own way 
trying to leata, if we can, from 
Chios or Rustia or America, and 
they want to learn anything 
from us; they may or they may 
not.” How far Iodia is from 
communism may be seen by com- 
paring the very diferent manuer 
fo which Todia and China ate 
tackling the very similar problems 
cof over-population, under develop- 
ment, rural poverty, a low and 
falliog standard of living.

HE Prime Minister, Mr. Jawaharlal Nehru, speaking ia Delhi on January 30. 
‘on the occasion of Mahatma.Gandhi’s sixth Death Anniversary said, “The 
Sime has come when the world must chose between war and peace," "The 
latter way, he said, was Mahatma Gandhi's way and he always advised nations to 
follow it, Mr. Nehru ealled upon the people desiring to preserve poate in the 
reoeld te understand clearly that the American Military aid to Pakistan would not 
bring peace to the world but disrupt peace and ‘bring another Wat nearer.” He 
said, “The military aid by the United States to Pakistan would reverse the pro- 
se i colonialism in Asia, Military interference by European and American 
powers in Asia would entrench colonialism and check the growth of freedom move- 
rents in those Asian countries who ‘vere still fighting against colonial domination 
of one kind or the other.” Mr, Nehru added, "We have expressed our opinion 
very strongly over the proposed military aid tie-up Bewween Pakistan and the 
Unned States, In my opinion this aid is fundamentally an utterly wrong thing. 
Tt hae been said that this aid is a symbol of peace and will strengthen. Pract the 
Norld, This is an absolutely fantastic proposition, The American aid to Pakistan 
Will eertainly bring world war near in matter of time and also nearer India’s 
orders. “Apart from the effect which this aid will have on hot war, it will bring 
cold war here at once.” 7

A company is now under 
fovation whose capital. will be 
subscribed by the Pak’staa I 
dustrial Dzvelzpmeat Corpora- 
tion, the Burmah O1 Company 
and the Commonwealth Develop- 
ment Fiosace Company.

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LABOUR’S NEW FRANCHISE POLICY 


By C W.M. GELL. 


LTHOUGH the new franchise 

policy for non-Europeans re~ 
cently announced by the Labour 
Party will wia few immediate 
supporters. among _ politically 
jc.lte Whites of non-Whi 
it ia nevertheless an encouraging 
document. Not only does it 
suad four-equare against any 
diminution of existing franchive 
rights—here it has the threatened 
Cape Coloured vote and African 
reptescotation ia mind—but it is 
the fitet statement by any Euro- 
pean party which publicly accepts 
the ultimate goal of uaiversal 
adtult suffrage. 

“The Labour Party declares 
that as a matter of principle it 
accepts the universal franchise for 
all adult Iterate iobabitants."” 
‘This bistoric affirmation of human 
{faith ought to have been made by 
the Liberal Party, since adult 
suffrage is implicit ia its twin 
policies of a common qualified 
franchise and universal compul- 
sory education, But, having gont 
a> much further than any other 
White pity before them, the 
Liberals seemed to lose their 
hnerye at the logical implication of 
their programme. Perhaps they 
will “now take courage from 
Labour's public stand, 


Nationalists and conservatives 
wahia the U.P. will doubtless 
rejoice that this skeleton in the 
cupboard bas now been bared, 
Tacessantly they have claimed 
that any breach ia the barrier of 
White picacriptive rights must 
lead to universal suffrage and “the 
swamping of Whites by the over- 
whelmiog non-White majority.” 
But ths argument, although i 
thas enormous, immediate electoral 
appeal to 2 viewally all-White 
electorate is embarrassing to. pro- 
‘gressive opiaion only as long as 
itu logic is denied. Oace it i 
freely admitted as a9 inevitable 
goal and the ualy alternative co 
creating a siege-economy t0 pr 
erve our present privileges, it 
will eventually recoil upoa the 
heats of those who uow exploit 
it electorally. And, among the 
eormous majority of South 
Afneans who reject the siege 
thedebate becomes a 
question of time and pace on the 
path to 4 common goal, These 
matters can be ducussed among 
Europeans and non-European, 
heatedly and passionately at times, 
but withour that desperate sense 
of hopelessoess which clouds a 
South African horizon ovesbuag 
by the “permanent apd not man~ 
made differences” postulated by

In addition to deBaiog our 
goal, Labour bas performed « 
reat service in offering its actual 
proporals for exteading the non- 
European franchise as merely the 
firat steps io a “transitionary pro- 
gramme which will be subject to 
such revision az the progress of 
the non-European ia the cultural 
and industrial spheres. may 
Just.” Tein as well to face the 
fact right away that politics knows 
no “final solution.” We need to 
shed the ostrich attitude of 1936 
which still seems to dominate 
certain sections of the U.P. 

However, Labour's actuil pro- 
posals—the extension of the Cape 
Coloured and Asiatic vote to the 
three notthera provinces, 3 I~ 
dian Representatives for Natal 
and 7 African Representatves for 
the northera provinces, ext:nsion 
of elected Senate representation, 
removal of the disqualification 
seainst non-European becoming 
‘M.P.'s and Provincial Councillors, 
limited counicipal representation 
ate mote complicated and less 
advanced than the Liberals’ com- 
mon roll.

UNION AFRICAN’S VIEW OF 
RACE CONFLICT 


HE letter quoted below was 

not seat direct to the Editor, 
‘but was respectfully address 10 
leading Bulawayo resident, who 
ss made it available. For ob 
vious reasons the name and 
address of the writer cannot be 
riven, but his comments of the 
outlook of an educated African 
in the Union are worthy of re- 
production. 

“Here in the Union there is 
teasion between the Nationalist 
Government and the African 
(Native) people. Ihave just re- 
turned from 2 copgtess, and 
during its deliberations it became 
clear to me that if the present 
situation of mistrust acd mis 
understanding is allowed to con- 
tinue, it will have catastrophic 
reaulis for us all, Ia Jobannes- 
‘burg there are large native areas 
called the Western Areas, com- 
prising Sophiatown, Martindale 
and Newclare, where African 
people bave lived for many years 
aod where they have freehold 
ute to plots or stands. Now 
the Duteb, throug’ the adamant 
and unrealistic Minister of Native 
Affairs, Dr. Verwoerd, say these 
people must sbift, aod that ia 
the new area where they will be 
setded (Meadowlands) they will 
have a 30-year lease; because, in 
the opinion of the Union Govern- 
ment, urban ative people-are 
only in the towns as guests.” 

But, strangely enough, the de- 
mand for native labour, ‘brought 
about by the constant ‘establish 
ment of new industties (face 
tories) makes it crystal clear 
that the only resonable policy 
in South Africa is one of econ- 
omie integration. And in aoy 
opinion, and tbat of informed 
people, to prevent a further de- 
terioration of race relations, 
turban native people ought to be 
given security of tenure ia the 
towns.

NE of the results of the 
Mau Mau movement has 
been the constitutional changes 
made ia the Keoya Government 
by the Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
Oliver Lyttelton. Hitherto 0 
non-European in Kenya held a 
nisterial post. Now according 
to the new constitution the Cabi 
net will include six unofficial 
members—three Europeans, two 
Asians and one African. These 
changes will be regatded a5 ex- 
perimental until after “the next 
General Election to be held six 
months after the Governor pro 
claims the end of the emergency, 
foro June 13. next year, which 
ever is the later, 
‘We do not look to these changes 
with enthusiasm, Firstly we are 











at a Joss to know how the Indians 
could submit toonly one seat being 
given to the Africans when the 
late are ia the bigesst majority. 
Secondly we have all along op 
posed communal franchise, The 
non-Europeans in Kenya, we do 
not think, can honestly say that 
that bas been a success, It does 
not tend to unite people but to 
disunite them. And we do aot 
know that the non-Earopeans 
have succeeded in staying 2 single 
piece of legislation directed against 
them — Excepting for the honour 
of being known as a Minister or 
an M.L.A., we hardly think it 
bas been of any practical ad- 
vantage. 

We believe common roll fran- 
chise to be in the best interests of 
all, ‘The time may come—of 
course not under the present 
Government—when the n0n- 
Europeans in South Africa may 
be offered communal franchise 
We hope they will not be 
tempted to copy their brethren in 
Kenya, 

‘The direct result of the change 
in the Kenya constitution wall be 
to commit non-Europeans 10 
policies of the Government 
though they will have only a 
nominal say in it. We are by 00 
means whole hoggers. We always 
favour a compromise on an hen- 
curable basis, We do not think 
there is anything honourable in 
the changes effected in the Kenya 
Government. We of course be 
mean the fact that tbe Iodians ia 
that country cannot stand united 
as Indians They cao be on asset 
{o that couotry and render effec- 
tive belp to the oppressed people 
only if they were themselves 
united.

Deutsch and Collins studied 
housing projects of two types 
New York and Newark, One 
type, in New York, was com- 
pletely integrated, that is to say 
American whites and negroes 
‘were intermingled and shared the 
same community facilitie In 
the second type, at Newark, 
residents lived in the same pro- 
ject, but there wos racial sepa 
ration, The social scientists com: 
pared the race attitudes of the 
residents in these two types of 
project. They found that ia the 
integrated projects, white resi- 
dents were more favourably dis 
posed to negrots, and that indeed 
2 substantial proportion had es 
tablished cordial relations, 38 
shown in home vi 
pation in club activities, and such 
recreaticnal activities a5. cinema 
shows. Since there was an acute 
housing shortage so that many 
people could not choose where 
they wer: going to live, and since 
the system of allocating houses 
was the same in the two types of 
project, the au:hors, cfter exsmin~ 
ing and rejectiog other explanx 
tions, concluded that the experi- 
ence’ of living together had 
ameliorated race attitudes Cou- 
fact, in other words, bred com 
operation. An interesting result 
of this research is that Newark 
City has now introdveed the 
integrated type of housing pro- 
ject, apparently with success. 



























These findings, reported by 
Deutsch and Collins in their 
book, “Interracial Housing," are 
supported by evidence in the 
Lavanburg Columbia Research 
Project, carried out under the 
direction of the distinguished 
American sociologlst, Professor, 
RK Matton of Columbia Uni- 
versity. Todeed, we can find 
further corroboration of the gen 
caal principle that contact ameli- 
crates race attitudes in. investige~ 
tions of the effects of other types 
of race contact than residential 
living.

African Education 


On the question of African 
education Mr. Havengs stated in 
his Budget speech: Expenditure 
on Bantu education, which is at 
Present being financed from the 
Revenue account in the ordinary

£8,500,000 in 1954/55. It is felt 
that the Bantu should make a 
Jeger contribution to mect the 
everincreasing demands for edu- 
cation facilities for their own 
people.

More Indian Girls Taking 
Up Nursing 

‘There has been a cemprkuble 
Improvement in the number of In- 
dian gitls coming forward to take 
up nursing profession in Natal. 
Mr. E, C, Wilks, M.E.C,, told 
the ‘Natal Witness’ that not only

R. OLIVER LYTTELTON

Before dissecting this specious 
attempt to confuse the issues, we 
in fines admit that sub- 
ly the same argument was 
tused by the leaders of the U.P.

The disquietingly large measure 
of agreement between the Min 
ister and the Council was dis- 
cussed ia a recent article in 
these columas, 

Now, even if all what has been 
aid about the exploitation of the 
tenants were true—and some of 
itis, since anything as scarce a3 
‘Native housing io relation to the 
demand lends itself to human 
cupidity—it still does not justify 
the wholesale removal of the 
explited and the unexploited, 
Such vast and indiscriminate ex- 
propriation iz only explicable by 
the pressure from White voters 
in Westdene aud Newlands who, 
having built up to the edges of 
the Native townships, now find 
their presence there inconvenient 
and in.the light of the National 
determination to deprive all A\ 
cans of freehold tenure outside 
the Reserves. About the im- 
morality of subordinating African 
rights to such motives civilised 
men and Christians can be in no. 
doubt whatever; nor that the loss 
of freehold held for nearly 50 
years will bz a breach of White 
fpood faith. 

Secondly, if slum clearance is 
the real and only motive, why 
ot start with areas containing 
slums far worse than anything in 
the Western Areas? The Pim- 
ville taaks est. 1904), the Orlando 
reexe-block shelters (ext, 1946) 
‘and the Morolia Squatters Camp 
(eat, 1947)—all three “emergency 
‘and temporary" schemes—require 
23,000 houses to rehouse their in- 
habitants, Another 13,000 houses 
are needed for other noa-Euro- 
pean slums or squatters camps in 
Johannesburg, Certainly, there 
fare slums in the Western Areas, 
But 14,000 of their houses could 
be used to house half the preseat 
population of 60,000 in conform- 
ity with Public Health bye-laws 
and the Slums Act. What honest 
attack on slum clearance could 
justify the gratuitous addition of 



































these good homes to the 50,000 
houses already required by Johan- 
nesburg's non Europeans? 


The City Council has now 
promised to build 5,000 houses 2 
year, Competent critics have 
objzcted that this would take up 
the whole Union's annual allot- 
ment for Native housing (over 
£2 millions) at a time when capital 
is scarcer than ever befor> and 
would necessitate a 50 per cent 
increase in the City Engineer's 
authorised staff which is already 
only 40 per cent of establishment. 
‘They also note that the Council's 
settal performance has been 
at the rate of 2,000 houses 
fa year for 1944-47, nil for 1948- 
51 and 1,000 for 1952, 

Dr, Verwoerd bas painted a 
bright picture of the prospects 
at the new site, Meadowlands. 
Although twice as far out of 
Jobannesburg as the Western 
Areas, the railways will provide 
“adequate rolling stock" and "pay 
special attention to still further 
development of facilities,” so that 
transport will in fact be easier 
than to the present, nearer loca 
ties. No Native will be moved 
‘“guitable alternative housing 
exists," though no mention was 
made’ of the Churches, halls, 
schools, missions, swimming bath 
ete, which make the Western 
Areas more complete residential 
areas than any other Johannes: 
burg location or camp. Finally, 
whereas the Western Areas 
occupy 209 morgen, thelr 
habitants are to be moved ‘(0 an 
area where the State has bought 
862 morgea"’—though there was 
no explicit promise that the 
whole area would be theirs for

In 
fact the higher they are the

country. The story related 
tous about Dr. V.G. Patel, 
who has just last week sail- 
ed for India is really a 
pathetic ong, and it is 
typical of the mental strain 
wehave to suffer. Dr. V. 
G. Patel has all these de- 
grees attached to his name: 
LRP, MRCS, 
M.B.B.S. (Lon.), D.O.M.S, 
(Eng), M.D. (Lon), 
FRCS. (Eng.) No In- 
dian in South Africa is yet 
known to have acquired 
the medical qualifications 
that Dr, Patel has acquired. 
But they have proved so 
cumbersome to him in 
practice in the Union that 
he has eventually had to 
decide to leave for India. 
Dr, Patel, we are told, had 
difficulties in carrying on his

practice in the ‘Transvaal 
where he 1. Bee 
ing domiciled in the ‘Trans- 
vaal of course he is for- 
bidden to enter any other 
Province of the Union ex- 
cept on a temporary visi 
for which he has to acquire 
a permit from the Immigra- 
tion Department, Dr, Patel 
had many patients whom he 
had to send to the General 
Hospital for tréatment un- 
der his supervision. But 
he was told by the authori 
ties concerned that the 
White nurses would not 
take Dr. Patel's instructions 
because of his race and 
colour and that his prescrip- 
tions would have to be 
counter-signed by a White 
doctor however low the 
qualifications of the latter 
may be than those of Dr. 
Patel, This naturally hurt 
the dignity and. self-respect 
of the Doctor and he even- 
tually decided to leave for 
India. We do not blame 
Dr. Patel for the step he 
has taken. We sympathise 
with him and wish him well. 
This practice of Apartheid 
which has been introduced 
in almost every field by the 
present Government isu 
doubtedly making life i 
tolerable for all self-respect: 
ing people. It i 
how the White man who 
enjoys full freedom can 
coolly wate this without his 
heart being stirred. But 
pethaps it is not stirred 
because we who aredireelly § 
concerned do not show any 
mark of discomfort. From 
Dr, Patel’s instance it would 
beclearly seen that there are 
only wo alternatives for us 
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amazing 











in this country—either to 
quictly leave the country or 
to fight the evil to the bit- 
ter end, in which case, we. 
would have to renounce 
everything, even our near 
and dear ones, facing even 
death, It is a difficult 
choice but we have to 
make it once for all, The 
third alternative is to re- 
main here as we are allowed 
to by the Government 
swallowing all insults, in 
which case, we shall have 
renounced the right to be 
treated as human be- 
ings. 

While discussing Dr. 
Patel’s incident we have a 
Sapa report from Pretoria 
that a request from an In-

homes. The maia lesson fof Dr. 
‘Murphy's carefully documented 
inquiries in both bigh and low 
tension areas is how few gencrali- 
sations can be sustained. There 
is some residual arrogance among 
some Muslims about tbeir record 
of historical conquest or the 
superiority of their incorruptible 
and exclusive religious tradition, 
which is matched by some Hindu 
emphasis on their superior con- 
tribution to the strupgle for in~ 
dependence and the greater age 
and breadth of their cultural 
tradition, But these attitudes do 
ot juanify the twe-nation theory 
of separate and distinct races and 
civilisations. Indeed, most Mus- 
lis left in India are not descend- 
ed from the original Muslim in- 
vaders, but from Hindu converts. 
(This applies also to most of our 
Gujerati Muslims in South Atri- 
ca) Again, there are minor 
tations about visible differences 
of religious customs, There is 
often economic competition which, 
in any country where economic 
iasccurity is the rule, is liable to 
result in discrimination against 
any ideotifiable minority. There 
is also the minority psychosis 
‘which exaggerates trivial incidents, 
fics rumours and perceives 
evil intentions where none were, 
in fact, intended. ‘The fear com- 
plex, as an country, bath 
leads to social segregation and is 
iu quen furthee aggravated by it 
Dr. Murphy's cautious verdict is 
that actual hostilities, group con- 
flicts and economic’ competition 
are probably more to blame than 
cultural diversity.

For apart from education much 
done for the physical rebabi 
tation of the Bantu in his own 
reserves—in many cases the best 
agricultural Iaadavailable in our 
comparatively poor couatry.

this field by the quadrupling of 
four industrial production since 
the war, Ta this way £18) mil 
ions have been granted by way 
of loans for Bantu housing since 
1945 and 40,000 sub-economic 
houses have ‘been erected for 
Bantu workers since 1935, 


Nor does most of our industrial 
legislation make any distinction 
fon the grouads of colour. Work: 
ersof all races enjoy the same 
protection under our factory and 
labour legisiation; and Wope 
Boards, in determining wages, 
are forbidden by law to discei- 
minate on the grouads of race. 

Furthermore the non-Whites 
fof South Africa have full access 
to all health services. These 
services have done much to im- 
prove their peneral health. In 
All major centree well equipped 
clinics, with properly trained 
purges and dactors in atteadance, 
ater for their needs, In addi- 
tion, they normally receive free 
hospital treatment.

But, however heavy the burden, 
White South Africa is committed 
to a policy of Bantu development, 
in Keeping with the positive 
tenets of apartheid, which T would 
summarise as follo 

1. Bnergetically to develop 
the Bantu reserves, both agricul 
tually and industrially. In in~ 
dusteles within the reserves 
Bantus are to be trained eventually 
to Gill all positions. At the mo- 
ment a Commission is investi« 
gating methods to foster this in 
dustrial development. 

2, Gradually 10 extend the 
powers and functions of local 
goverament within the reserves, 
cither through the Jocal councils 
where these exist, or by adapting 
and modernising the traditional 
Bantu form of government by 
chiefs and counsellors.

Long Policy - 
Theoretically the object of the 
policy of Apartheid could be fully 
acheicved by dividing the country 
into two staies, with all the 
‘Whites io one, all the Blacks ia 
the other. For the foreseeable 
future, however, thi imp 
iowever, this is simply 
not practical politics. Whether in 
time to come we shall reach a 
stage where some such division, 
say on a federal basis, will be 
possible, isa matter we must 
leave to the future, 
ce any et the full implemen 
ation of the policy of separate 
racial development will take’ very 
many years, Call it an experi- 
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ment, if you like, and one could 
aay it isan experiment which is 
an yet only in its initial stapes.

Colonialism In Africa 


By WILFRED WELLOCK 


ODAY we speak freely of the passing of Colonialism. — It is passing, but let 
us beware, lest there be a halt, subtle backward turning. Events in Central 
Africa and in Guiana offer a timely warning. 





The new era is appearing at a time when the economic system out of which 
modern Colonialism sprang is crumbling. 





That system has brought fabulous wealth toa few Western countries at the 
cost of semi-starvation and appalling conditions to vast coloured populations. The 
ending of the policy of exploiting human and natural resources 
profits and living standards for many Western nations. 

‘The coloured world has awakened and is coalescing for the purpose of com- 
mon action, It demands political and economic independence, and to this end an 
agro-industrial economy with maximum self-sufficiency in all its parts. Commu: 
nism has come to its assistance, with. the result that two huge power-blocs are 
clamouring for its friendship and co-operation, for its trade and its natural 
resources.

Another consequence of this conflict is that trade between these two power: 
blocs is scant.and uncertain, Indeed, all the above-mentioned tendencies are 
causing a restriction of markets all round, and a growing fear in the countries 
which have developed lopsided, over ed economics, of losing important 
economic and strategie footholds in Colonial territories. In consequence, most 
Western nations are frantically trying to hold on to every particle of economic 
power they possess in any part of the world, and to make numerous concessions to 
this end. 
Colonialism is now a delicate art.

The problem of Africa is unique in that, as a tropical country, it includes wide 
areas in which Europeans cannot permanently settle, and areas such ax the Nosth, 
the South and South Central, and the Kenya Highlands, where they can settle 
permanently. The latter are the tension areas, whereas in the Tropical Gold 
Const, Nigeria, Uganda, Tanganyika, etc., peasant proprietorship, with co-opera- 
tive marketing and processing, such as the ginning of cotton, and progressive 
participation in local and national government, are normal practice. 





In the tension areas, such as Kenya a few thousand Europeans own vast 
acreages of the finest growing land in the country, the Highlands, and dominate its 
political life. 

That land has been taken from Africans in forced exchanges for inferior 
land.

The Protectorates 
HE Prime Minister, Dr. D. 
F. Malan has once spain 
raised the istue of transferring to 
the Usion of the Government of 
the Bssutolaad and the Bechuaoa- 
land and Sw silsnd Protectorates. 
The question is similar to the one 
raised in India of the foreign 
Possessions being banded over to 
India. Nobody questions the 
justification of the demands in 
both the cases. But the differ 
ence betweea the two is that 
while in the ease of foreign 
possessions ia India both the vast 
majority of the people ia India 
and the vast “majority of the 
people in the respective foreign 
postessions are of one mind, ie, 
that the possessions must be 
transferred to India, in the case 
of the Caion the thinking Euro- 
pean opinion and the almost 
‘unanimous opision of the non- 
Europeans within the Union 
in the preseat circumstances, 
strongly opposed to the Protec- 
torates being transferred to tbe 
Union, while the vast majority of 
the people in the Protectorates 
have not bees st all consulted in 
the matter, It is true that pr 
gress has nor been made in the 
Protectorates to the extent that 
fone would expect it to be made 
but today the people whose 
destiny is ia the melting pot 
have at least mot lost their 
soul. ‘They have at least some 
hope of their voices being 
hncard. But once they came under 
the administration of the Usion 
they bow full well that their fate 
‘would be completely sealed. No 
body today would under any 
circumstances Tike 1© be under 
the administration of the Union 
Goveroment. They would like 
to get out of it to save both their 
bodies and their souls. The 
Union Government has therefore 
fo legs to stand. The British 
Government would be commit- 
ting the biggest Blunder and bope- 
lessly failing in its duty were it to 
hand over the administration of 
the Proteciorates to the Union 
without consulting and ceeciviog

But 
as soon as social exclusiveness oF 
economic opportunities are in- 
volved, the distinction betweco 
one” and they" is fraught with 
peril aud leads to group stereo- 
types living by supposedly differ- 
‘ent standards and values. Com~ 
menting on this, Dr. Murphy 
quotes an opinion intensely r 
evant to South Africa: “It isn't 
‘enough that peoples should know 
‘one another; they should kaow one 
another on terms of equal status.” 
Prejudice is diminished by the 
removal of ignorance and the 
correction of misinformation, = 
task at which the Institute of 
Race Relations so sincerely 
labours; but ‘the really big re- 
sults have come from working 
together on common projects.” 
This is the irrefutable’ condemaa- 
tion of the theory of separate but 
equal facilities. Even if true 
equality were in fact provided, 
‘and it never yet bas been, it still 
perpetuates group distinctions 
and, by preventing men and 
women of all groups working 
together simply as buman beings, 
obscures from their immediate 
sight the essential fact of thei 
common bumanity.

Dr. Murpliy’s admirable final 
chapters offer some very #0 
advice ato how the West can 
most helpfully approach India to 
learn from hee and to teach, 
India does not wisb to be “saved” 
either from her own faults or 
from Communism, both of which 
she is quite capable of recognising 
for herself for what they are. In 
working out her destiny, sbe 
does with to share in internation 
al loans (who doesa't?), trade, the 
intercommunication of ideas and 
scientific methods, choosing for 
these which she thinks can most 
help her to draw on the best from 
Bast and West, 


Like Europe and America, In- 
too often faila to distinguish 
between what is socially ideal and 
what is politically expedient. But 
‘Dr. Murphy's tentative review of 
India's own capacity to solve ber 
tensions is definitely optimistic 
thatshe will succeed—not perhaps 
today, nor tomorrow, but success 
is within the eventual grasp of 
hher talents and her will. And we 
who exclude foreiga counsel and 
have now set out towards the 
wilderness of separate and un- 
equal treatment—will anyone dare 
predict with confidence that we 
will solve our daily sharpening 
tensions?

“Last Saturday he took us out 
to his village. We saw the green 
fields of paddy and the men 
and women working in them. 
This is the first time for seven 
years that he has really worked 
hhis land and these men and wo- 
mon had employment as a re- 
sult. His wife told us that now 
she looks after the farm work 
when Ananda is away and 
teaches the childcen of the farm 
workers also, 


“One of the most significant 
things is his agreement with his 
three neighbouring farmers to 
work their land co-operatively 
when this year's harvest is in. 
Under the old family system 
each has his own small pieces 
of Innd scattered here and there 
ut now they will pool all their 
Jand and work it together, there- 
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by cutting out wasted cnengy 
and water. The local member of 
the Legislative Assembly way 
much impressed by Ananda's 
plan and his conviction to eamy 
it through, and said, ‘This ix 
just what is needed. Legislation 
has failed so for to achieve co. 
operative farming which is ex. 
sential in -the villages if food 
production is to he raised.’ 











“Other men have gone back 
to work their farms because of 
‘Ananda’s example. Besides hely- 
ing to fill the nation’s rice-bag, 
this means that many family 
are being provided with 
source of livelihood. In view 
the Prime Minister's consistat 
call for increased production, 
an answer to unemploymet 
and his Iatest stress on village 
initiative, here is a working ex. 
ample of all that is being ach. 
ieved through change and guid- 
ance.”

THE FOLLY OF RACIAL STEREOTYPES 


I—“THE AFRICAN” 
By Cc, W.M GELL 


(From ‘The Forum" Johannesburg) 





HE miserly Scotsman, the fet 
Jess Irishmaa, the brash Ameri- 
can, the amorous Latin, the 
phlegmatic Anglo-Saxon — these 
are examples of racial stereotypes 
which do no great harm because 
they are not made tbe basis of 
‘Yet a 
19, tubing over 
Scottish, French or American 
friends in our minds, should con- 
vince us how few individuals can 
be classified, and thus contained, 
within any racial categories. 
Human variety simply defies any 
stereotyped generalisation, 

There is, therefore, good reason 
to scrutinise very carefully indeed 
any racial stereotypes which do 
become the basic assumptions of 
national policy, particularly in a 
multi-racial society like our own, 
Our Afrikaans and British-des- 
cended citizens complicate their 
relations with far too much stereo- 
typed thinking. What is even 
more harmful, beeause it affects 
the four-fifths non-White majority 
over whom we Europeans rule, is 
our generalised thinking about 
non-Europeans, ‘Naturally, Afti- 
cans, Indians and Coloureds, too, 
sin in this respect. Some of them 
think in racial stereotypes not 
‘only about each other, but about 
usalso. But since they do not 
yet have power and responsibility, 
‘we have hardly begun to reap the 
fruits of these misconceptions. 
Daily, however, n0n-Europeans 
suffer, both individually and a2 
groups and races, for the illusions 
about them which we seek to 




















enforce, sometimes in all good 
faith, often with more question- 
able motives. A particularly ob- 
vious’ recent example was the 
argument in support of the Bantu 
Education Act, But the evil is 
very widespread among us—from 
Dr. Malan’s assertion that the 
(aot merely biological) differences 
between Europeans and Bantu 
“are permanent and not man- 
made.” to the assurance of a 
friend that the stupidity of two 
Tndiae lorry drivers proved tbat 
Jndiaas (all Indians) are incapable 
of civilised conduct. Would we 
Europeans care to be judged en 
boc by the behaviour of some of 
ur owa road hogs or the appar- 
ently increasing hooliganism of 
European louts who specialise in 
attacks on inoffensive non-Whites? 
Several friends have told me 
that some of what I write is 
logically and morally incostrover- 
tible, but inapplicable-ia practice 
because I lack experience of “the 
Native." The charge bas some 
truth. Owing to physical reasons 
beyond by contrél, T have litde 
opportunity of mectiog Africans. 
But I am inclined to doubt 
whether my critics are in much 
better case, T recall Kenneth 
Kitkwood’s BBC broadcast of 
some eighteea-monts ago: 
“Although all Europeans in 
Africa tend to regard them- 











selves as experts on Native 


airs or in the stock term, 
claim that they “kaow the Na- 
tive," very few of them do, in 
fact, koow aoything at all and, 
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on the whole, tend to be blag

LIBERAL

HOPE that the Opposition i 

peneral—and the U.P. in pa 
ticular, now that it is bending 
mind to the economic and 
political realities of our multi- 
facial eociery—will not be scared 
to acknowledge itself liberal. In 
the recent past Mr. Strauss 
tas hotly denied that he is either 
a contervative of a liberal. Since 
be ig clearly not 2 communist, 
fescist or socialist, it has been 
ificult ro establish what exactly 
beis. But, in fact, all the, fuss 
-sremt to be over some very simple 
Eplish usages which ace widely 
accepted throughout the civilised 
wrotld. Everywhere, outside tora- 
‘arian countries and South Afri- 
«2, itis something of an honour, 
sot an insult, (0 be known a3 
Nberal-minded. Itis a pity to allow 
purselves to be deprived of the 
proper use of simple and con- 
venient words, merely because 
they are misused as terms of 
abuse by a small group of fana- 
tical reactionaries. 




















Before turning to the more 
‘peneral meaning of the word, let 
us concede that Liberal (with 3 
‘apital) should now be confined 
in South Africa to members of 
the Liberal Party. Although not 
yet fully formulated, the policy of 
that party includes equal economic 
opportunities. universal compul- 
sory education, the abolition of 
discrimination on grounds of race 
or colour, and a limited common 
Franchise open to all qualified 
adults irrespective of race or class. 
Anyone subscribing to these 
policies may be called Liberal. 
"The Federal, Labour and United 
Panties may stl be liberal, though 
hey are not Liberal. 


‘The Liberal Party should be 
exonerated from one use of 
“Tiberat”™ peculiar to South Attica. 
Reference is often—too oftea— 
amide to “a debased sense of 
‘iberalisrn' “advocates 
radial inter-marriage. The Liberal 
Party does not advocate any type 
the 
stitisties before the Mixed Mar- 
riages Act came into feree, it sees 

st only 0.13 per cent of the 
marriages registered in the Union 
were mixed. This figure would 
beeven more infinitesimal if it 
could be expressed as a propor- 
tioa of ali South African mar- 
rapes, since the great majority of 
African martipes were not at 
tat time registered. And of this 
unerly trivial number over 90 
‘PEt ceat concerned so-called Euro 
rans and so-called Coloureds in 
‘he twilight zone between these 
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two race proups where distinctions 
are bard to make. The Liberal 
Party, therefore, says that there 
is icant desire on the 
patt of either Whites or non~ 
Whites for inter-marriages and 
ts prohibition by law is a gross 
interference with the rights of 
those very few individuals who 
do wish to exercise their discre- 
on in so essentially personal and 
private a matter. In this and in 
adding that there is no scientific 
justification for the belief that 
‘miscegenation is biologically harm- 
ful, the Liberal Party as the 
support of the civilised world. 

One other meaning of the word 
‘niberst" has not yet become 
current in South Africa, even in 
regard (0 the Liberal Party—i.e. 
that of one who stands for free 
trade and completely laissez faire 
economy. It seems inconceivable 
that Liberals do not now recog- 
ise some form of the Welfare 
State as baving come to sty. Let 
them heed the warning contained 

an obituary of the Enplish 
liberal, Lord Simon: “The Lib- 
eral Party declined because the 
wz that could have been most 
progressive clung to the one 
principle that was most outdated, 
while those that were wise enough 
to compromise with this principle 
‘were usually weal: enough to com- 
promise with other forces as 
well, 


























Turniog to the more general 
ceases of the word, Professor I. 
S. Fourie recently’ distinguished 
between lideral, who sought sea- 
timeatally to give fell rights to 
non-Europeans without regard te 
their ability to Shoulder respon 
sibility, and a conservative who 
sought to keep the best of the 
past by adaptiog it and himself 
to changing circumstances. These 
Aefoitions must be a matter of 
opition as well as a bit of a 
quibble over words. The differ- 
ence between a reforming. con- 
servative like Professor Fourie 
and a conserving liberal must be 
‘light indeed. The dictionary 
definition of a liberal is one who 
is favourable to democratic 1e- 
forms and the abolition of ‘pri 
vilege.” Nothing ia this definition 
obliges lilberal to proceed 
sponmibly or to attempt all neces. 
sary reforms atone fel swoop. 
Now that the U.P. has, how- 
ever eautioutly, apparently joined 
the Féderal and Labour Parties 
fon the side of progress, is it not 
time to admit opealy that the 
Choice before South Aftica is 
cither Wberaliom whieh ackaow- 
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Jedges that our future and that 
of the non-Europeans are 
s0 indissolubly joined that 
we must gradually share our 
present powers and_ privileges; 
or Nationalism which clings 
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to a long outdated _ patri~ 
archa ethic, now expressed by 
De, Verwoerd as definite repres~ 
* sion of non-European aspirations 
and a vain delusion of ultimate, 
total partition of our country? 








NATIVES (URBAN AREAS) AMENDMENT 


BILL, 


"HE following Press statement 
thas been issued by the S.A, 
Institute of Race Relations:— 


‘The South African Institute of 
Race Relations views with the 
gravest apxicty the proposed 
amendment to the Natives (Urban 
Areas) Act, under which the defi 
nition of “to accommodate” will 
be extended to include “co make 
available fer occupation any land 
or premists.”” Under the existing 
‘Act “accommodate” means “to 
house oF to provide with lodg- 
ings.” If the definition is altered, 
the Minister will be empowered 
to order the transfer of any Afri- 
cans from existing houses or 
lodgings to an open piece of 
ground (the provision or non- 
provision of services being ap- 
parently at the entire discretion 
of the Minister.) ‘This would 
mean that, for example, Africans 
removed from “location? ia the 
sky" could be ordered to live on 
the open veld Likewise, Afr 
cans ordered from Pimville or 
Alexandra Township, Johannes- 
burg, at is proposed under the 
Ment= report, may find them- 
selves homeless. All this is ap- 
parcatly to proceed without any 
reference to the African's own 
wish or capacity to build himself 
a home on such prescribed ground, 

The further danger arises th 
the alteration of the law in this 
manner may also be used a3 a 
precedent for a similar definition 
of "accommodation" in any Act 
providing for the removal of the 
Africans from the Western Areas, 



































While the Institute cannot 
believe thar it would be the ia~ 
tention of this or any-other Mis 
ister of Native Affairs to order 
Africans to live ia the open veld, 
nevertheless, it strongly objects 
to the power that is given in this 
Bill to enable the Minister to do 
so, The Institute considers it 
imperative that provision be 
made in the Bill to compel the 
appropriate authority to provide 
alternative housing before any 
removal of persons from existing 
accommodation, Only ie thie 
way can the indefinite extension 
of emergency camps such as 
Moroka, Johaanesburg, be halted, 

‘The Institute considers that the 
power ro remove people from 
their homes is one that should 
oly be exercised under condi- 
tions of grave emergency and for 
the most compelliog reasons of 
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the public good and proper 
judicial safeguards. The power 
which is to be given to the Min- 
ister under Section 3 of the 
‘Amendment Bill to order the e~ 
moval, curtailment or abolition 
of any location, Native village or 
hhostel, subject only to a public 
enquity presided over by a nomi- 
nee of the Minister, is therefore 
eotirely alien to the basic prin- 
iples of justice and democratic 
government.

port says, would include the 
banning of Springboks from 
competing for the Davie 
Cup and possibly refusing 
to accept South African en- 
tries at Wimbledon and in 
verseas tournaments held 





















under the auspices of the 
International Federation, 
For two years now, it is 
stated, representations have 
been made co the Interna 
tional Federation by several 
member nucions against 
what is described as South 
Africa's “discriminatory 
policy wgainst all but play- 
es of European origin.” 

Itis practical steps such 
as this taken by influenti 
International organisations 
against South Africa's apart- 
heid policy, which is daily 
growing from bad to worse, 
that will have a salutory 
effect. Mere verbal pro- 
testations will not work. 
White South Africa must 
be made to feel what we 
* non-Europeans are having 
to put up with in our daily 
life, 

In August the Common- 
wealth Parliamentary Asso- 
ciation will hold its confer- 
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Kenya instead of 
the Union just because of 
South Africa's apartheid 
policy. About 6s delegates, 
from different countries, we 
understand, will visit the 
Union after the Conference, 
by invitation, We do not 
think this invitation should 
be accepted unless members 
of the non-European dele- 
gations were also invited 
and assured equal treatment 
with the European mem- 
bers in the — Union. 
There are various other 
ways in which the folly 
of South Africa could be 
brought home to her by 
practical steps. If this 
is done soon and matters 
are allowed to drift it is 
difficult to tell what the 
fature of South Africa and 
the world will be, because 
the feelings of the _non- 
White world, which is far 
larger than the White, are 
being strained to their utmost 
limit. To take just one of 





the many instances affecting 
the Indian section of the 
South Africa’s non-White 
population, the marriage act 
of Dr, Donges which denies 
Indians in South Africa the 
right to get married outside 
the Union and to introduce 
their wives into the Union 
is not an insignificant thing. 
It is a thing which the 
White people would not 
tolerate for one moment 





were it to be imposed on 
them, ‘The Union Govern- 
ment has been “gracious” 
enough to allow certain 
wives, who have been thus 
Introduced, 16 remain in 
the Union afer making 
sure that the marriages had 
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taken place after the date 
from which the law came 
into force not in defiance 
of the law but owing to 
unavoidable circumstances. 
What is to be 
than those wives who are 
married and are with their 
husbands in this country. 
Either the husbands have 
to leave the country which 
for all practical purposes 
they cannot do or the wives 
have to be divorced and sent 
back to where they came 
from. The lives of both 
the husbands and wives are 
ruined, Then what is to be- 
come of the unmarried men 
in this country? Will Dr. 
Malan or Dr. Donges take 
the responsibility of finding 
brides for them? There are 
various sects among In 
who do not intermarry. For 
instance the Parsee com- 
munity in South Africa is 
the smallest. Hardly a 
hundred throughout the 
Union. ‘They do not marry 
outside their own commu- 
nity. They cannot il they 
wished to, What are they 
todo? Are they to wind 
up all their affairs and leave 
the country just because 
they want to get married? 
‘Must the sons be divorced 
from the parents and leave 
the Union just because they 
have to be married and 
suitable brides connot be 
found here? is it not an 
untenable thing in this so- 
called civilised aye?

Here is another instance 
of the insults hurled upon 
Indians, There are persons 
coming from outside the 
Union to get iarried to 
suitable brides. Some come 
from the Portuguese terri- 
tory, some from Rhodesia 
or East Aftica, When they 
apply for permits to enter 
the Union, with very great 
difficulty the bridegroom 
alone manages to acquire 
one, In rare cases are more 
permits than one granted, 
‘This was not the ease under 
the previous Government. 
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It is invariably the case 
under the present Govern- 
ment. Now surely the 
parents and other relatives 
would be anxious to attend 
the marriages of their kith 
and kin, In fact according 
to our religious rites the 
parents of both the marry- 
ing parties are supposed to 
be present for the purpose 
of giving away the bride 
and for receiving the bride. 
Even this religious custom 
is not respected by the 
present Union Government. 
‘These are distinct hard- 
ships and an affront to the 
manhood and womanhood 
of the Indian community. 

Is the civilised world 
yoing to tolerate all this? 
Then what hope is there 
for humanity? Days of 
slavery are no more, it is 
said. But to enshive the 
spirit of man is the worst 
form of slavery. It is for 
this reason that we very 
heertily welcome practical 
steps of protestation against

Verulam Hawkers Get A 
Respite 

HE Rural Licsosing Board, 
which met at Verulam last 
week, gave the bawkers and ped- 
lars of Inands and Ndwedwe 
Districts time until the end of 
June to comply with the req 
ments of the Inspectors in respect 
of storage accommodation fer 
their feuits aod vegetables, Io 
January this year the Board had 
‘ruled that hawkers and pedlars 
dealing in foodstuffs should erect 
storerooms costing approximately 
£100 cach by the end of March, 
1954 but they were unable to do 
so owing ( financial reatons, 
‘Mr. I. C. Meer, counsel repre= 
seatiog applicants, told the Board 
thatthe hawkers hid made re- 
presentations to the Adminis- 
teator-in-Executive to repeal or 
amend the regulations under 
which the Board lsd. givea its 
ruling: and that teir cepeeseata- 
tious were under consideration. 
jue investigations have shows 
added Mr. Blset, that the only 
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Licensing Board in the rural 
‘areas of Natal which had condi- 
Sonally renewed hawkers and 
pedlars licences for the current 
year was the Board i 
Verulam. If the Board 
‘ou the erection of the store-rooms 
it will create serious hardship. 
Mr. Meer said an extension of 
time until June this year would 
enable the newly formed Asso- 
Giation to obtaia relief from the 
Provincial Administration. Mrv 
C, Ormonde Burne, appearing 
for other applicants, supported 
Mr. Meer, Subsequent to the 
mecting of the Board the Asso- 
ciation received a reply from the 
Private Secretary of the Ad- 
ministrator stating that investi 
gations were being carried out by 
the Administration io regard to 
the representatons made by the 
bawwkers and pedlars and in the end 
of these jovestigations the Ad- 
ministration will make it decision, 
‘Among the organisations which 
aye addressed communications 
fo the Administrator in support of 
the Association are the Natal 
Indio Congecss and the Liberal 
Party. 














Mau Mau Incident In Kenya— 
“Troops Raid Indian Com- 
missioner’s Office 
According to a Sapa-Reuter's 
report from New Delhi troops 
entered the Indio —Commis- 
sioner’s office ia Nairobi on Satur 
day, April 25, during a mass 
round up of Mau Mau suspects. 
The Acting Commissioner was 
not in the office at the time. 
‘Some members of the staff were 
manhandled, one or two cup- 
board doors were brokea and all 
<be African members of the staff 
were arrested and taken away. 
‘The normal proceedings of the 
Lower House in New Delhi were 
interrupted so that the Prime 
‘Minister Mr. Nebru could make 
a formal statement on the in- 
cident which he said was of a 
very grave nature, He told the 
“House of the People (Lower 
House) that the Acting Governor 
of Kenya, Sir Frederick Crawford, 
bad offered ‘most bumble apolo- 
gics"and promised that an imme- 
diate inquiry would be held, The 
Acting Governor, he said, stated 
at the jncident occurred because 
of a “serious omission" in the 
instructions of the military force 
ehat Consulate premises should 
be respected, “This is being 
cectified."” Me. Nebru quoted the 
Acting Governor as saying, Mir. 
NNebru soid the Commander-in- 
Chief, General Sir George 
Erskine, called on the Iodian 
Acting Commissioner, Raj Keish= 
‘aa Tandon, and promised to take 
the necessary action, 
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‘Racialism Alien To Gospel 
Ina policy statement issued in 
London, the 250.year-old British 
Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel ia foreiga countr 
deplores the "progress" towards 
apartheid in South Afrcia. The 
Society bas watched the “deter 
amined progress" of the Govern- 
ment of the Unoin of South 
Aftica with anxi i 
such discrimination was aliea to 
the Gospel, the statement adds, 
Tt calls attention to the stand 
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taken by the Synod of Bishops of 
the Anglican Province of South 
‘Africa last year and says that the 
Society's policy will be to publi 
cive their stand against apartheid 
as it is opposed to basic Christian 
ways, The Society will continue 
to grant aid 10 African schools 
though they are not attended by 
White children. The Society also 
supports the condemnatiun by the 
Church ia South Africa of laws 
which it has judged to be unjust 
and discriminatory.

distinguished Afrikaner, born and 
brought up here though Istely 
widely travelled, bas just written:

fon the brink of civil war. But 

Hots and wars are started, and 

won or lost, in the bearts and 
13s of people long before the 

first stones are thrown at shop 
windows or the first shots fired 
in battle. None of us who 
kaow and love Aftica can do it, 
or the world, any service by 
pretending that war of the most 
deadly potential bas mot been 
joined ia the hearts and minds 
of the black and coloured 
people on one side, and on the 
other of those Europeans of the 

Union who deoy those races 

the right to be their changing 

selves, 

What can we now say in self 
defence when our traducess cite 
the Western Areas Scheme; the 
Group Area plans for our Indian 
communities; those annoying cases 
of manbandied jail and contract 
Iabour which keep recurring in 
the east central Transvaal; the 
nation of the Mineworkers 
Usion over the punishment of 
Europeans for assaulting Africans 
in the Free State mines; the en- 
couragement of the police to bit 
and shoot first rather than cua the 
least risk of casualties and che 
mipisterial guarantee that there 
will be no ‘please explain” de- 
mands after, such action, the 
Swart Acts, the bannings, the 
Reservation of Separate Amenities 
‘Act, the Bantu Education Act and 
Schoeman's two-pronged attack 
fon the trade unions? All these 
bave a wide measure of bipartien 
support among Eutopeans, far 
exceeding the limits of any one 
party. 















































If, as I believe, these deeds, 
intentions and Jaws are retrogres- 
sive, forcing us alone back against 
the stream of current world bis- 
tory, will they not look more like 
oppression than repre: 
only to foreigners but 
emerging intelligentzia and leader- 
ship of our urban non-Whites 
against whom they are principally 
directed? We may temporarily 
prop up the tottering remnants of 
the African teibal system by et- 
‘ablishiog Banta Authorities in 
scattered country districts. But 
rural Afficans are aot under the 
severe pressure of modern events 
ay are their urban cousins. And 
if, to the stresses and strains of 
2 rapidly changing cavironment 
which already bear bard upon 
urban Africans, we deliberately 
add the further vexation of man 
made restrictions and man-im- 
posed inequalities, will we not be 
Sowing a quite predictable barves: 
on ground most likely to yield 
quick and heavy returns? It 
hardly needs experience of “the 
African” to foresee the harvest 
‘ve shall reap. 

















For “the African" who iz un- 
dergoing this whole process of 
economic metamorphosis and 
human experiment is not the ua- 
changing, undeveloped, primitive 
savage of our imagination; but a 
great variety of human’ types, 
bound ever closer together by the 
uniformity of subordization we 
seek to impose upon them, comp- 
acted geographically (and likely 
to become more 40, if the Na~ 
ioalists have their way), sbar- 
pened and toughened by the 
rough and tumble of urban life. 
‘Wich these mien and their leaders 
only a handful of Europeans have 
aay contact. We read of them as 
‘sgorle shy “wotsia and “‘Com- 
‘munistic agitators.” ‘Those who 
koow them well speak of- them 
very differeatly—oftea unbeliev- 
ably patient and courteous ‘amid 
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the degrading squalor ia which 
many live, stubboraly ‘couragecs 
and endutiag in the demoralisa, 
and brutaliing conditions, wig 
turo a minority into erimien's 
And their leaders? Communi, 
some of them, liberals mont 4 
them, nationalists all of thee 
But what would we expect wtp 
deny them on grounds 
place in our mestera civilisa 
Spiritually and mentally, many f 
them are already by any’ standeg 
much more westera and civlied 
thaa our weaker White brett, 
But the latea are admitted to fal 
citizenship uncballenged and the 
former are kept physically beyced 
the pale.

Therefore we are now 
negotiating with them and I 
hope these negoviations will 
lead to satisfactory results, 


Referring to Goa, Mr. Nehru 
hoped that this problem would 
become easier of solution be 
cause of other developments, 
Todin was told about an alliance 
concluded between Britain and 
Portugal six or seven huadred 
years ngo, abotit the issue of a 
“pull” by His Holiness the Pope 
309 years ago giviog bal! the 
world to Portugal, about the 
moro recent N.A-T.0. alliance 
and agreements Indin was told 
that Goa hnd become an ‘ategeal 
part of Portugal. The ruliog 
authorities of Portugal still 
lived in the mental climate of 
tho time when the island of 
Rombay was given as a dowry. 
But this reference to the Anglo- 
Portuguese alliance and.N.A.1.0 
had no relevance obviously to 
Goa. In apy caso India was 
not bound by any treaty whi 
ever to which she was not a 
purty. Nevertheless India bas 
addressed some of the Govern 
ments concerned ond drawa 
their atteotion to Prime Minister 
Salnzar’s statement and pointed 
‘out that we do oot recognise 
this (the relevance of N.A.7,0, 
to Goa) and we hope that they 
also do not recogaise that (the 
Portuguese Prime Minister's 
statement) to be the correct 
position.

all the law and all the prophets.” 1 ean think of nothing more universal and 
comprehensive in their sweep than these two great twin-principles. Indeed the 
whole of the Sermon on the Mount and our Lord's Kingdom-of-God teaching, 























may be described us the superstructure, with these principles as the basie founda. 
“To what extent have we succeeded in applying these principles in our 
racial land with special reference to the non-European people of South Africa? 
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T cannot find any degree of s 
ways in which we have succeeded in applying these fundamental Christian prin- 
ciples within the framework 9f our multi-racial society. We certainly have broughe 
the Gospel to this sub-continent, and missionary endeavour has gonis on [or more 
than three hundred years. We have also brought all the divisiveness and the 
fissiparious tendencies of Protestantism with us, and these the African section of 
the community have not been slow to imitate and carry to their logical—or 
iMogical—absurdisies so that today there are well over 1,000 Christian sects in 
existence among the African people, apart from the major denominations that enjoy 
Siate recognition, We have preached all this time the essential oneness of be- 
lievers in the Cross of Christ, We have quoted again and again the so-called 
High-priestly prayer of Christ, as recorded in John’s Gospel, Chapter 17..."That 
they may all be one as Thou, Father, art in me and | in Thee, that they also may 
be one in us...that they may be ove even as we are one. Vin them and Thow in 
me, that they may be one, even as we are one." And how many times have we 
referred to the teaching of Paul in this regard? “For ye are all children of God 
by faith in Christ Jesus.

We think that there is much 
wrong with this country at the 
moment, But we think you can 
eave that to us.

Outside Johannesburg, you will 
find most Korrible slums, 

Can you truthfully say that you 
spill not find horrible slums i 
side Liverpool? Do you remem 
ter the stench of the Under 
ground Station st the Elephant 
Sod Castle ia London during the 
jar? Do you realise that 180- 
million families world lack 
housing, some liviog in caves and 
growioes or just under the open 
shy? 

‘We are not proud of our slums 
‘but we are doing something about 
them, Remember we are not 
alone. 

‘Seven out of ten non-Whites can 
not read or write and only about 
O third of the African children are 
attending school, 

We are not proud of these 
figures, but in the past five years

We are not very proud of that, 
but before you criticie om that 
score, remember the queues at 
London Bridge or the queues for 
buses going to those places.

HAT is the basic interna 

tional policy of India? We 
want to be friendly with all 
countries, We work for peace in 
sofaras we can, We have no 
pretensions about our strength to 
do this or that, We are strug- 
Bling to consolidate ourselves, to 
strengthen ourselves, economic- 
ally and politically, We are not 
strong enough lke other countries, 
‘When we say we work for peace, 
we donot make mighty difference 
in the world, It is not in a 
spirit of boastfulness that we 
work for peace, We work fer 
peace because it is essential for 
the world, 

Therefore, in so far as we can, 
we have thrown our weight for 
the avoidance of war and in search 
of peace. Because of that we 
want other countries to follow 
that idea, more espetially our 
neighbouring countries, In many 
matters, we have co-operated 
with them either here or in the 
ULN., and aking of group arose” 
there called the /r-b Asan 
group, where there is no com 
pulsion, but there is a good deal 
of co operation, We welcome 
that and we welcome co-opera- 
jon in other ways too.

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LIBERAL PARTY’S NON-EUROPEAN 
EDUCATION POLICY 


HE Liberal Party of South 

Africa has issued a Press 
statement declaring its non- 
European education policy. The 
statement state 

The Party accepts the principle 
of ftee, compulsory education for 
all chiléren and aims to bring it 
into efitct up to Standard VI as 
soon a5 possible 

It believes that education i 
indivisible and that its aim is (0 
introduce all persons to the 
cultural heritage of mankind, 

It is intended that the sug- 
gestions contained in the above 
two paragraphs should apply to all 
sections of the people of Natal, 
without discriminstion, Unfor- 
tunately, however, the provision 
of education for non-Europeans 
in the Province lags ar behind the 
provision for Europeans and it is 
therefore necessary for the Liber- 
alParty 0 make specific recom 
‘mendations conceraing non-Euro- 
pean education, 

At present approximately £40 
per aonum is spent on each 
Europetn child in the Province, 
approximately £30 on each 
Coloured child and only £17 on 
each Indian child, 

‘There is no serious shortage of 
schools for European or Coloured 
children ia the Province, but 
some 10,000 Indian children are 
without schoo! accommodation. 

Of 248 European scheols in 
the Province, 176 or some 70 per 
eat. have been built and are 
majotained by the State, 

0f256 Indian schools in the 
Province 36 or some 14 per cent. 















ate Province-built and main- 
tained, 

‘There is a serious discrepancy 
in salary scales. Non-European 
eachers in some eases earning 
Jess than 50 per cent. of the salary, 
paid (oa European teacher with 
the same qualifications, Under 
the existing scales it ia’ possible 
for the non-European Principal of 
a school of 500 chi with a 
degree and over 25 years" service, 
to esr less than 2 European 
teacher with the lowest possible 
qualification of Matric plus one 
year. 

The Liberal Party believes that 
te most urgent single 
facing the Natal Edueation De- 
partment is to provide school 
accommodation for those children 
not at present in school. 

To 1941 the Teachers’ Salaries 
Enquiry Commission recom 
mended that Indian and Col- 
oured teachers in Natal. should 
receive 70 percent. of the sala~ 
ties paid to European teachers. of 
the same qualifications, This 
recommendation shouldbe put 
into effect immediately and should 
‘mark the first step towards equal 
pay for equal qualieations 

The Liberal Party believes 
that the quality of non-Eucopean 
education must be. improved. 
Non-Europeans are‘ asked to 
comply with the standards of 
Western democracy and only a 
sound education can make this 
possible. 

‘The Liberal Party will press 
for the introduction of free and 
compulsory education for Indian 
childcen ia Natal as schools be- 
come ‘available,

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FUTURE OF AFRICAN COLLEGES 


By JORDAN K, NGUBANE 


ROM recent speeches by the 

Minister of Native Agaits in 
Parliament it is clear that the 
Government does not want to 
‘waste much time before it re- 
moves missionary influences by 
the roots in the sphere of African 
ediestion. The Minister has 
‘made it plaid that in the future 
African Colleges will very largely 
be controlled by non missionary 
bands, Either they will be con- 
trolled largely by the Africans 
Ahetaselves or they will be con 
‘verted ioto Government institu- 
tions. . This raises 2 challenge 
hich the Africans, a the 
threatened community, must 
up their minds to acce 
a challenge which the white 
missionary must also accept be~ 
cause it attacks, right at the roots, 
the work he has given his life 
todo, 


















Trwant to make it clear in all 
these discussions that I do not 
think che white~smissionaries in 
this country are ail paragons of 
Christian virtue, ‘There are some 
fof them whose services we can 
very well dispense with, For- 
‘nately for us and the name of 
the missionaries as a group, these 
are in the minority and we should 
not allow ourselves a5 2 com- 
“munity to be swayed by the 
populas fashion of maligning the 
missionary, into not secicg who 
our real enemies are and who our 
Stiends. 





In the controversy over African 
veducation the apartheiders are our 
avowed enemies. They timper 
with our education for sivister 
political ends, 1 bave beard 
otherwise intelligent people say- 
‘ing that we should not worry too 
much because for the present 
‘African education will remain 
‘hat we have known it to be for 
gome time. Quite frankly this 
sounds stupid tome, If T shall 
‘be killed to-morrow, itis no con- 
solation to kaow that I am still 
alive to-day. 

Because apartheid seeks ul 
mately to destroy the African 
people, we must start now pre- 
paring our defences in depth. 
‘Ox the political rot our leaders 
have gone quite a long way 10 
‘ensure the defeat, of apartheid 
siben the time is opportune. On 
the edueational side very liile bas 
‘been done. Our trouble is, we— 
‘the Afticans.and tHe missionaries 
are a divided army. The 
ordinary African judges the white 
missionary against bis record of 
bebaviour in the past, when he 
‘ore himeclf in 2 manner sug- 





gesting that be was also, like the 
Malans and the Verwoerds of the 
past, conscious of bis racial 
superiority. 

‘We mnt face this painful fact 
in the face and realise that the 
envoys of Christ xinned very bad- 
ly against the African in this ce~ 
gard. The belated appointment 
of African bishops to the parte 
hheid dioceses of Leribe and Um- 
zimkulu are so real atonement 
for these wrong. Very much 
‘more will have to be done, quick= 
ly and on a scale to convince 
very many Afticanr tbat the white 
Christians have seen the error of 
their ways and have returned to 
Christ's teachings in their attitude 
to the race question. 

But while the white mission- 
aries are repentiog of their own 
brand of the sin of racial arco- 
gance, they and ourselves must 
waste no time laying down the 
foundations for our defences 
against apartheid ia the field of 
education. 

‘As the Government has in- 
dicated, the intention now is to 
take over African colleges be- 
cause, among other things, they 
do not lay the requisite emphasis 
on the teaching of Afrikaans to 
the African. The political in- 
tention behind this is explicit. 

Some of the colleges will be- 
come State schools while others 
will, ifthe Africans so desire, be 
controlled by the community. 
From this it ie clear tbat there 
will be little room for the white 
missionary. But as a controlling 
authority, the African will be 
free to choose the people with 
whom he shall work to administer 
his colleges, To me, we sball be 
very wise a5 2 community if we 
find in the administration of these 
establishments a new basis for 2 
new form of Christian co-opera~ 
‘between the African and the 
missionary. i 

Tn atking the missionary to 
have a band in helping us run 
these institutions we shall not 
only be showing our appreciation 
of the good missionaries have 
already dose, we shall be giviog 
them the opportunity to show the 
world the extent to which they 
ate prepared to teead the thorny 
path by the side of the African, 

‘The examples of Ohlange and 
‘Adams point the way along which 
we should travel when the time 
comes for us to take over the 
administration of African colleges, 
Tam particularly impressed with

children who would otherwise 
pot be at school, The sugges 
tion that there should be parallel 
schools with reduced curricula 
bas uot met with approval, 
primarily because it would be 
Unfair to reduce standards for

66,000 children inorder to_ pro 
vide accommodation for 7,000 
‘The remedy, as 1 see it, lies in 
further building expansion. 

Tunderstand that the members 
of the Natal Indian Teachers’ 
Society have created a Trust 
Fand, to which teachers contri 
bute ‘by regular monthly pay- 
ments, in order to have money 
available for the building of more 
schools, This is a most praise 
worthy effort and further proof, 
if any were needed, of the teach: 
era’ idealism and altruism, ¢s- 
pecially when I remember how 
hhacd they have tried €o convince 
me that they are underpaid and 
overworked. 

‘The indications are that before 
many years have passed we shall 
bbe able to accommodate all chil 
dren seeking admission, save ia 
the most, thickly populatsd areas 
where suitable sites are extremely 
difficult to obtain. 

tis easy to find much to cavil 
at—it is equally easy, though 
perbaps aoc so likely to. produce 
headlines, to find much to be 
grateful for, much encouragement 
and much to inspire faith in the 
future. I am therefore all the 
more pleased to Jeara that the 
vision of the Phoenix Settlement 
Trust extends beyond what has 
already been achieved. Today 
we bave this primary school 
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built o accommodate some 276 
children, The Administration 
has already contributed £4.000 
towards the building cost and 
£340 towards the purchase of 
desks. A further grant of £1,000 
towards the cost of aeptic sewer- 
age is now under consideration, 

In the future the Trust envi- 
sages the establishment of a high 
school with boarding facilities 
and eventually 3 vast cultural 
and educational centre providing 
Primary, secondary, technical 
and university training. 

L wish you, all of you, the joy 
of achieving your aim’ acd of 
living up to the ideals of that 
great apostle of simple living aad 
lofty thought who founded this 
Settlement.

FAILURE to fare harsh reality 

is a common weakness of 
South African politicians, But 
the Nationalists have lately been 
less guilty than tbeie opponents 
‘who, hard driven om the tactical 
defensive these last three turbu- 
leat years, seem to bave neither 
the time nor inclination—nor, 
indeed, the mental resilience and 
fortitude—to undertake a frank 
reappraisal of a very grim situa- 
tioa. As one who is compelled 
by physical circumstances beyond

of our political warfare, I am sure 
that thi fight from realise. will 
have quite fatal consequences not

Malan, history is anticipated and 
the Protectorate: added to the 
“Native areas," brioging them up 
15 45 per cent of the area of the 
Union and the Protectorates; for 
the main acreage of the latter 
coasists of the arid steppes of the 
Kalahari and the mountains of 
Basutoland, both of which are 
alceady overpopulated in terms of 
carrying capacity. If the pro- 
agonists of partition would claim 
only so much of the Union as is 
commeasurate with their num: 
bees (even if, as is improbable, 
all Whites wished to join them ia

Both notices were signed by the Minister at Pretoria on July 9, - 

‘The meeting passed a resolution condemning the Minister's action. 

The resolution said that the Minister's allegation that ex-Chief Luthull was 
creating feelings of hostility Letween White and non-White was ontrue, The 
allegation had been deliberately invented by the Government to stille those who

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LIBERAL PARTY CONFERENCE 


HE ficst annual conference of 

the South African Liberal 
Party took place during the last 
week-end at the Kajee Hall, 
Durban, The leader of the Party, 
‘Mes, Balliager, being unfortu- 
ately laid up owing to the very 
heavy rain on her, was not able 
to attend, Her weitten speech 
‘was read which was as follows:— 
The Liberal Party bas now 
completed the first year of its 
esistence, The first year—I 
might say the first years—of any 
new political movement ate

commanding the loyalty of all. 


Indeed without doubt, the 
most significant development of

Luthuli, President-General of the 
African’ National Congress on 
Friday night, July 9 and the 
remaining sessions were held at 
the Madressa Hall, Pine Street,.

and groaned under abject poverty 
resulting from the crushing bur- 
dea of the bigh cost of living.

Lake io Durban, aad Winder- 
mere Road and District Ste ia 
Capetown So it was that the 
children from these slums formed 
the mjority of the delioqueac 
you who finally swelled the 
prisco population of the Usion. 
‘Aad 30 it was that manifestations 
of maladjustment aad anti social 
tendeacies were 30. rife among 
the sium dwellers.

Referring to non-Whites who 
were labour tenants in farms, ex 
Chief Luthuli s3id, for three 
quarters of the year these people 
gave service to their masters for 
10 pay save the allocation of a 
garden and kroal-site and the 
sigbt to graze limited stock, 
Some masters voluntarily paid 
‘wages iu addition but never more 
than £1 or £1—10—0 3 month. 
Te was no exaggeration to say, he 
said, that these people lived 
under conditions of semi slavery. 

“Throughout history the task 
of liberatiog people bas ‘always 
been a dificult one. In the Na- 
iovaliat Party and Goverament 
of Dr. Mala we are facing 
people determined to keep us in 
subjection that they will stop at 
nothing to gain the 
Minister of Justice, Mr. Swart, 
was expressing the mind of bis 
Party and the Government when 
he said chat if oe wants to keep 
Power ia one’s bands one must 
Keep it by force of legislation.

ANON 1. J. COLLINS, Precentor of St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
e completed his five-week tour of the Union, carried out at the request of a 

Durban businessman, to sce conditions for hiinself, and has returned to 
London on Tuesday. 

Canon Collins in an interview with the ‘Sunday ‘Tribune’ s Ly tur of the 
Union has not changed my views on the non-European situation. " In fact, as 
result of the conditions I have seen, and the people I have talked to, they have 
been strengthened,” 

South Africa had three choices, he said: Either the domination of the Natives 
by the Europeans; the domination of the European by the Native, or for the races 
of the Union to work harid in hand, as equals. 

"It is just not too late for the third choice,” he said. “It will be a risk, but 
we must all take risks sometimes, and it is not only a matter of Christian principles 
that the races should treat each other as equals, but sound common sense. 

‘The real crux of the situation is that everyone is afraid, and as an outsider 
I think their fears are at ptesent unfounded, though, ifthe present racial pol 
are continued, it may well be that resentment will be created among the Natives, 

“The fact is that the Natives will gain their freedom sooner or later, and the 
question is whether they will at that time be friends of the Europeans, or enemies. 

“The racial attitude I see out here at the moment must eventually break 
down the natural friendship of the Native peoples.

Even the Unieed States, whose 
relations with India have for 
some time been poor, is anxious 
for a better understanding. In- 
dis's importaace in the world 
scheme of things is so obviously 
auch geeater than. outh Africa's, 
that we are not likely to get much 
sympathy should we persist io 2 
petsonsl quarcel_ which is only 
making thiags more difficult for 
tbe other Western countries 

‘White, therefore, Dr. Malaa’s 
repeated avracks om India may be 
good local politics, i that they 
raight appeal to Whites io this 
coustey who feat india, sod even 
wia the sympathy of some White 
lees ia other parts of Africa, 
they are not likely to do us muck 
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good in our relations with the big 
powers of the West, 

In fact, if we puch ovr quarrel 
with India to the point at which 
the big powers—the powers that 
make the tanks, the planes, the 
guns and other weapons of war— 
hnave to make a choice of friends 
between the two couttries, we 
my find ourselves abandoned. 
Of what benefit, thea, would be 
the moral support of the handful 
of Portuguese settlers, and the 
antiJodian groups ia Kenya and 
the Rhodesias, who might be 
prepared to applaud our belli 
gereace? 

And are we really so gravely 
threatened by India? If s0, what 
is the nature of the thesat? Arm- 
ed angression? Tuvasion? Noge 
fof the South African politicians 
who have dwelt on the "menace 
feom the East” has ever explained 
dust what it 1s we bave to fear. If 
there are good grounds for such 
feat stioulé they aot be brought 
‘out into the open, and not just 
hinted at? Should they not be 
examined ia consultation with the 
other Camvonwealth countries?

Op this particular night os 
wwe were about to board the 
train, we were told by an To 
dina’ railway worker that it 
wrould not be leaving because of 
a derailment neat Grevville 
statios. He asked us all to go 
to the mais eatrance in Pine 
Btzeet apd wait there until on 











inspector arranged for a railway 
bus totake ushome, 

Exactly at 8.300 bus pulled 
vp and we made to board it, but 
were told that it was for tke 
Europeans only. There were 
cooly sx European passeogers 
for Verulam. Just before the 
bus departed we heard a Euro- 
pean pasitoger ask the driver 
whether be would leave him at 
Phoenix which is about nine 
miles off the North Coast road, 

While we were st og 
for our bus we beard that all 
the passeogers for Dolls Rosd 
(which is on the same road as 
Phoenix but only five miles off 
the North Coast road) would 
have to olight at Avoca ond 
vwalk from there; s0 about 15 of 
us who were going to Dulls 
Road marched up to the ia- 
spector’s offze to protest. We 
were turned away before wo 
could state our case, 

We waited till g15 pm. and 
still there was no sigo of a bus. 
All of uz weat back to the 
inspector's office, but before we 
could soy anytbiog be called the 
police who caught several of us 
by the coat and told us to “get 
out” belore we were “locked 
ip." 

Fipally a bus came at 10.15, 
but eccordiog to a railway 
worker it would not kave come 
were it not for the fact that 9 
new inspector bad coms on duty.

1—NOT KNOWING HOW OTHERS LIVE

ORT ELIZABETH, as the 

plane lifts one away, is a very 
beautiful sight, ringed om two 
sides by the surf, Height soon 
hides the uglier details of slum 
districts and the town glows in 
the mellow afternoon sunlight 
which obliterates human squalor 
Thea aver to Jobsonesburg after 
dark~a simmering man-made 
fairylaad of lights io the black- 
ness of the veld.

Tris not the fight and the death 
that causes anxiety, These things, 
though regretiable, happen in all 
societies.

The 
Council might consider whethie 
ic should not keep its bands clean 
by adbering to town planning and 
eefusing to play with group areas, 
IC all municipalities that regard 
compulsory racial zoning under

Further, itis insufficiently 
realised what very real hardships 
the Act is already imposing on 
non-Europeaas.

Why should we be upset when children or young men or old men die? Not a 
moment passes when some one is not born or is not dead in this world, We should 
feel the stupidity of rejoicing in a birth and lamenting a death. Those who believe 
in che Soul—and what Hindu, Musalman, or Parsee is there who does not—know 
that the soul never dies. The souls of the living as well as of the dead ar

AS.» liberal freecance, sym 
pathetic to but not uncritical 
of the liberal Party, 1 should like 
to comment on Mr. Ngubane’s 
two recent atticles criticising the 
Party's recent policy decisions.

tion makes it impossible fér any 
new Asian settlers except priests, 
teachers and wives, Thus, the 
Asiatic population will become 
static. We feel that member 
states of the Federation have 2 
moral obligation not to impose 
any hardships against lawful in- 
Babitants already seuled within 
the Federation. Asians in all 
three states have made a direct, 
conttibution to the prosperity of 
the Federation as a whole.

MI-THE FRANCHISE AND THE CONGRESS 


OF THE

IM the second of his articles, 
published on August 13, 
Me Ngubane welcomes the newly 
declared Liberal Party goat of 
cusequivocal, universal adult 
suffrage. Here, I entirely agree 
‘with bim. This frank statement 
ef full democratic goal is sheer 
aio, Last year, I consistently 
criticised the Liberals for puttiog 
forward their qualified common 
franchise 25, apparently, 2. goal 
and ‘a prisk whereas. it 
clearly casnot be more (if a5 
mock) than “a first step" and an 
interim device. Now, at le 
the Liberals have made expli 
what was aftays implicit in their 
franchise policy; for once the 
barriers of prescriptive white 
political privilege are beeached, 
there is no feasible stopping 
place short of adult siffrage.

If either the ANC ot the Liberals 
wwere likely to form a government 
in the near future, even the 
preseat flexible formula might 
justify some of Me. Ngubane’s 
strictures, As neither have any 
sich immediate prospects, T ean 
see no need today for any ser‘ous 
disagreement over this difference 
of method, But now that a de- 
sirable element of fexiblity bas 
appeared in the Liberal policy, 
L strongly commend Mr, Ngu- 
bane’s suggestion that the ANC.

mivorities, Even on its old Std, 
VI feanchise, the Liberal Party, 
which also stands for universal 
compulsory education, was quite 
defigitely committed to an elec 
orate in which Africans srould 
eventually he the great majority.

“swamping"’—fears not held hy 
the Liberal Party, but by the

Bishop OF Johannesburg 
Condemns Apartheid 

The Bishop of Jobannesburg, 
the Rt. Rev. Richard Reeves is 
reported by Sopa-Reuter from 
New York to have said last 
Sunday there were sigos that the 
racial sepregation policy ia. South 
‘Africa was beginaing to under- 
mine the values of cwlisation 
and might well effect the White 
people more adversely than the 
no-Europeans. "This must be 
40," he added, “ora policy which 
assumes that civilisation ea only 
be preserved by continually rei« 
mentiag and restricting this o 
that ethnic group is bound seonee 
orlater to sap the courage and 
the vitality of these who have (0 
inaplement such a policy." The 
Bishop was speaking ina sermon 
prepared for delivery at a seevice 
in New York Cathedral. He ssid 
that the prevention of such things 
as riots could be accomplished 
sot by repressive legislation such 
as the Public Safety Act and the 
Criminal Amendment Act, ‘ but 
by constructive action to alleviate 
the ills of the uoder-privileged, 
and to help them enjoy the riches 
of civilisation as sapidly 25 they 
areable to do so" The Bishop 
said that there was no justification 
for Christiaas in the twentieth 
century to select certain passages 
from the Old Testament in order 
to get Biblicslsupport for theit 
racialistic auitudes. The truth 
of the matter is that while the 
ible speaks of the chosen sation, 
kaows nothing of this modera 
doctrine of ‘pure race,’ which hos 
bedevilled so much of men's 
thinking upon racial matters i 
our own time." The Bishop said; 
‘Regardless of the calout of their 
skin, regardless of the tribe to 
which they belonged, regaedless 
of the race cut of ‘whied they 
came, in Christ Jesus they were 
‘no more strangets and sojourcers, 
but fellow citizens with the s:

Bur when citisensbip standards 
were Iaid down, they would be 
‘Standards which Natives could 
aim ac Sir Godfeey said he 
believed the majority of the 
Federal electorate was fundamen- 
tally Ievel-minded Some ground 
could wodoubtedly be lost by 
Native leaders who were caucing 
2 Reeat deal of resentment, and 
setting back their own cause. 
Certain Native agitator resented 
European immigration and were 
constantly reiterating the Iie that 
the Native landholdings were in 
danger in spite of the prohibition 
fn the Cocstiturioa against Euro 
settlement oo Native laad, 
they were being aided and 
abetted by certain people ia Bri- 
tain. But the Federal Party must 
‘keep its eyes on the ultimate goal 
and not be deflected from the

CANON COLLINS’ VISIT TO SOUTH AFRICA 


THE following tetter by Me. C: 

W. M, Gell was published 
by ‘The Times’ (London) on 
August 19:— 

Sit,—May 1, as a resident of 
South Africa’ these last seven 
years and a South Afcican by 
adoption, reply to Mr. Taylor's 
recent sm of Canon Collins’ 
visit? 

Bight weeks is neither too long 
nor too short a period ia which 
to form a reasonable estimate of 
our affairs, provided the inquirer 
stacts with a good knowledge of 
the background and a list of 
questions he wishes to ask people 
6f all sbades of opinion, Canon 
Collins satisfied both these pro- 
visios. Most white South Afri 
cans spend a lifetime here with- 
outever learning an Afeican 
Iaaguage or acquiring more thaa 
a superficial acquaintance of, 
those Africans they employ io 
their homes or on their farms, 
‘Yet, on this inadequate basis of 
“experience,” they are convinced 
“ihey know the Native;" and 
their wildly inaccurate and ec- 
centric views on this subject 
probably constitute the greatest 
single bacrier (oa more ratioval 
race policy. 

It is true thata few special 
laws for Africans do work to 
their advantage. Many more 
obviously do not. Granting that 
at this sage of history most 
Africans are culturally backward, 
the real test of white afacerity 
how far it is prepared to advance 
the status and opportunities in 
our irretrievably mixed society of 
that growing minority of Afei- 
csus—already aumnbering tens of 
thoussads—who, by any stand- 
acd Weare to choose, are today 
civilised aad responsible citizens. 
Tae bulk of those whites who 
either support of oppose the 



























Goverament agree in evading 
this issue, Many are wholly 
iggorant of its existence. 

‘The chief local criticism of 
Canon Collins’ visit—~apart from 
the downright hostility whieh, 
perbaps, predominated—is that 
his views bave “dismayed those 
‘who are doing the spade work in 
this country,"” either ia the 
(Churches or ia secular affairs, I 
cannot here adequately discuss 
the position of the Churches. 
But, despite its admirable theo- 
retical attitude towards colour, T 
belive the Anglican Church is 
generally failing to practise what 
it preaches of to testify in its 
worship and pastoral work to the 
uolty of all Christians in Cb 
Attempts by some of our le: 
clergy, when overseas, to mini- 
mise the extent of this failure are 
a grave disservice to the Church 
in that they help t0 soothe con- 
sciences here which are ooly too 
readily quietened, 


Ia the secular sphere, it is aot 
our genuine liberals who have 
smayed"; but, rather, 
those who seck to extend the 
area of benevolent paternalism

A few hours after the publica- 
tion of the Ministers's statement, 
the Press announced plans to 
form a new conservative political 
White Party. The people bebind 
this move are, of course, the balf- 
dozen geatlemen or s0 who broke 
away from the United Party. If 
their pronouacements are any 
ide, they are the vanguard of 
a movement to get on the Ver 
soerd bandwagon before it is too 
tate, 

‘These eveots necessitate a dis- 
passionate examination of come 
of the tactics we ate using To 
arrive at correct assessments of 
our position, we have to start by 
“appreciating” the situation we 
arein. That means seeing our 
goal against the background of 
those factors which might hasten 
or delay our march 10 it in the 
‘resent circumstances. 

‘The reat significance of the 
proviccial elections lies, not in

torians will record that the Afci- 
kkaner fell—for there is no doubt 
whatsoever that be will fall—at 
the tour of bis greatest victory. 
But just now we are net concern 
ed with seeing the Malanite vice 
tory from the perspective of his- 
tory, We are concerned with the 
way io which the Matanite victory 
complicates the tayk ef our 
emancipation. 

‘We must admit that the apart- 
bbeiders.bave got themselves in 
the position where a0 White 
political force, anywhere on the 
otizen can unseat them.

overibrow is impossible now, ex- 
cept on the basis of civil war. 
But civil war is so much out of 
the question that we need not 
waste too much time on it—save 
focast 9 glane: at the especial 
factors which militate against it 
ater, 

T said the overtbrow of the 
apatheiders by aay political force 
ation of forces on the 
White side is now, for all prac- 
tical purposes impossible. Firstly, 
the Afcikaner stands to the other 
White races in the ratio of about 
3:2, This sumecical superiority 
must be seen against two more 
potent factors The birth-rateof the 
Alcikaner is reported to be slightly 
bbigher thaw that of the English 
speaking. There is notbing r: 
in this; the bitth-rate merely re~ 
fects social or economic tcends in 
either community. The Afrikaans 
side of the ratio has the prospect 
of increasing, Aiding and abet- 
ting this process is the fact that 
the English-speaking South Afri- 
can shows the greater proclivity 
to cum away from facing the threat 
of apartheid. Emigration Gguees 
show that more English-speaking 
people leave South Africa for 
other parts of the Commonwealth 
than the Afrikaners. This weak 
ens the English side of the 
ratio 

The differeoce hetween the 
numbers of Afrikaners and En~ 
plish-speatin, people is not a 
constant one. It luctuatee with a 
downward trend confirming te 
view that the Afrikaner has every 
reason 10 look forward to accre~ 
tions of strength in the future, 
white the English can very largely 
expect the opposite, At least the 
immigration policy of the Gavern- 
‘ment will see to it that the fluc- 
twation remains dowawar 

‘Add (o this the fact that Chris- 
tian Natiooat Education on the 
White side (widens the gap bee 
tween the English and the Afr 
haner (and gives the Afrikaans 
child an outlock on life which 
makes it 2 virtually ready-made 
Malanite voter when it reaches 
the age of eighteen. Then you 
only bave to remember that it is 
jn the power of the Goverament 
to change electoral laws to suit 
its plans for the longest time pos 
sible, to realise that the Malanites 
are in a very strong position, 
Besides, there are very many 
English-speaking people who 
‘ould sooner come to terms with 
‘Malan than with the aon-Whites, 

Pethaps if civil war were any 
‘here on the horizon, the Malan= 















































ites would not be as strong. The 
factors which dispel notions of 
civil war in the White community 
are thot nobody on the White 
side would gain by ir. The White 
Sarmers, ts and workers 
are not doing badly. In fact the 
first two, while not swimming ia 
Prosperity in every case, have, 
considering the troubles of their 
like in other lands, every reason 
to consider themselves very lucky. 
Food prices still rise. In spite of 
Soreign criticisms of apartheid the 
fact remains that South Africa is 
today one of the safest places 
where the foreiga investor can 
gomble with bis money. (Io a 
subsequent article ia another 
series T shall show how this is (2 
passing advantage.) The White 
workers now and then become 
restive, They are silenced by 
the simple technique of ising 
their salaries while lowering the 
pay of the African. 

















cidentally these factors, which 
roilitate agsinst civil war on the 
White side, are the very factors 
which—putting aside for the 
‘moment the herd instincts of the 
Malanite voting cattle—play an 
important role in keeping the 
apartheiders togetlier just now. 
Talk of a split in the ranks of 
Attikasos nationalism, in this 
light, is 50 much wishful thinking. 
Defections do not occur in a 
political army winning victories it 
every direction. The Maiaoi 
managers always present political 
balance sheets and statements of 
accounts which show bandsome 
iofts for their politcal share 
holders. On the aon-European 
uestion, for example, all Swart 
needs to do to the leaders of the 
African National Congress is to 
say: "SHUT UP!" and they go 
skulliog into their potitieal fuok:- 
holes. That steenathens his Party 
in the eyes of the Afrikaner: 
The. same story can be told of 
their Waite oppanents, too, The 
Torch Commando stages spect 
cular nocturnal demonstestions. 
All Malaa has to do is to 
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“ttut” and the eotire display of 
torches vanishes like mist. 

Ofcourse the wine ef victory 
might also go into the hearts of 
the spartbeiders, At Sophiatown, 
it might go, But fear of external 
danger militates against too much 
druakenness with power ia a com 
munity. The Afrikaner has been 
brought up ia the tradition of 
feeling that everybody is against 
hhim.

Unless the evidence for this 
reaurkable conclusion be pro- 
duced, itis impossible to take it 
seriously. For all the koowa 
Lbutorieal evidence shows that the 
Indians fest came to this country 
in 1250 at the very deGinite in 
Vitanon of the overwbel 
majacity of the White population 
of Natal, as expressed through 
the colony's elected Legislative 
Couscil. | Natal Law 14 of 1859,

142,000 indentured labourers 
were imported from India, 2c- 
counting for 81 per ceat. of the 
total Indian immigration into the 
Union. Ia the light of these 
it is impossible to challenge the 
verdict of the late J. Hofmeye 
concerning at least four-fifths of 
our present Indian population:

eis these free Indian imi 
grants with whom we are primarily 
concerned ia the Transvaal, In 
his speech in October 1953 on 
bebalf of the Nylstroom munici- 
pality—a speech that set the tone 
for many of these Group Aceas 
hearings—Mr. V. G. Hiemstra 
said there was ao animosity against 
the Chinese shopkeepers be- 
cause Chinese “does not obtrude 
bimself on the Waite population 
by bis aumbers and his omni- 
presence in the sphere of trade.

coolies; and their continued 
iramigration, even after some 
Europeans bad begun to protest, 
was permitted because disers 
minatory immigration laws might 
have prejudiced India's consent 
to further indentured recruitment. 
Within two years of India's stop- 
ping the latter, South Africa 
finally closed ber borders to free 
Tndian immigration and at the 
same time (1913) prohibited all 
further inter-provincial movement 
of Indians. 








At the census of 1911 there 
were 1,276,242 Europeans io the 
Union and 152,203 Asiatics; (99.5, 
per cent. of whom were and are 
Indians).

His 
statements, however, have 
done South Africa some 
good since they had made 
it easier for the United 
‘Party friends to leave a

tionalist Government is per- 
haps justified in saying this 
ince it has won the Pro- 
vincial elections, inspite 
of what Canon Col- 
ins had to say about the 
situation the country.

Replying to a resolution 
asting that apartheid should 
be explained more clearly 
overseas, Mr. N.C. Haven- 
ga, Minister of Finance and 
leader of the Nationalist 
Party in Natal, said that the 
main difficulty arose over 
whether there should be 
discrimination whether 
there should be equality. [2 
was difficule to make other 
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countries understand South” 


Africa's position. 
‘The faet, however, is that 





they understand the pos- 
ition well enough but they 
cannot appreciate the atti. 
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tude of the Government 
however much the Govern- 
ment may try to pursuade 
them to do so. 


Among the resolutions 
adopted by the Congress 
was one expressing whole- 
hearted support of the Gov- 
ernment’s apartheid policy 
including the Coloured 
Franchise Bill, and another 
expressing the hope that 
“with the help and guidance 
of the Almighty, South 
Africa will be kept White 
and eventually become a 
Republic.” To seek God's 
guidance is indeed a good 
thing. The non-Europeans 
pray that God may give 
wisdom to the rulers to 
treatall His creatures equal- 
ly as human beings and that 
we may all be able to live 
together in amity sharing

ask no more than that they

day living, Race relations, 
if they are to be harmoni- 
ous, depeiid upoa mutual 
respect and the realisation 
that the burden and the 
troubles of everyday living 
are the overbearing worries 
of most non-Europexns to- 
day.

all tie.” 

‘The Nasionale Party's propa- 
ganda machine, said Mr. Strauss, 
bad made noD-European affairs 
“political dynamite.” But the U.P. 
would not be afraid to deal with 
this matter at the forthcoming 
congresses “to artive at what is 
best for us and our children in 
South Africa," 

The people of South Africa 
were entitled to kaow what to

Following are the six poiats on 
which, Mr. Steauss said, there 
‘was general agreement:— 


1, The Native population great- 
ly outaumbered the Whites. Here- 
in lies the fundamental difference 
between us and other countries 
with a Black-White problem, 

L, While steady progress is being 
made towards the acquisition of 
‘Western civilisation, the vast bulk 
of the Native population is still in 
a primitive stage of development. 








3, The tribal organisation of the 
Bantu peoples is rapidly breaking 
down under the impact of our 
Western way of life, 

> 4. The whole question of Black- 
‘White relationships has changed 
in recent years as a result of 
nupid industeiatisation in which 
‘the non-Europeans are playing an 
essential role, 


5. Asa result of this indust 
isation, a large ond permanently 
detribalised Native population bas 
become integrated into the South 
African eeonomy, and thit popu- 
tation will continue to geow. 

It is inevitable that new situa- 
tions will emerge from time to 
time, and provision will have to 
bbe made for the better co-ordiaa- 
tion of Native asd European in- 
tereats in the social, economic and 
political spheres. 

6. Throughout the world a 
spin of militant Nationalism is 
developing among the Coloured 
races which may, in the absence 
of ‘wise statesmansbip, develop 











into 2a anti-Westeea crusade, 
possible in allisnce with Com- 
tuunisio, 

“From these facts, one inevit- 
able conclusion follows: Leader- 
sbip and the authority of the 
White man, wise and enlightened, 
is essential to the well-being of 
all the races of Southern Africa." 

‘Mr. Strauss then declared it 
was necessary to: Encourage the 
progressive development of the 
country, and at the same time 
protect and enbance the civilised 
standard of living of the Euro- 
peans, 

Protect South Africa from the 
ravages of racial unrest and the 
influence of Communism by re- 
cognising the permanence of the 
deteibalised Native in towns and 
on farms. 

Encourage immigration and 
apply other measures to decrease 
the disparity in numbers between 
the European and non-European 
races and remove any sense of 
insecurity among the European 
minority ia South Africa, 

To put these “aims of wise 
statesmanshi practice, the 
United Party would take the 
following steps: 

Social sphere: Promote sociat 
and residential separation of the 
races as an essential feature of 
race relations, 

















Further, a0 indispensable con- 
dition for the acceptance of the 
urbanised Native as a permanent 
member of the community was 
vigorous, far sighted town plan- 
ning to make just resideatiat 
separation a reality. 

Economic sphere (outside ce- 
serves): The U.P. accepted that 
improved standards of living for 
all were dependent on economic 
progress It would ensure there- 
fore that in the interests of all 
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efficient use was made of the 
Native labour force in agricul- 
tural, iodustrial, mining and 
counmerciat expansion, wherever 
this took place as a result of 
normal economic influences. 

In the Reserves: ‘The U.P, re- 
copoised that co-operation, good 
will and. friendly relations be- 
tween the races depended largely 
on the progressive improvement 
in the standoed of living of all 
sections of the prople.—'Natal 
Mercury.”

(Il) HOW THE INDIANS SETTLED IN THE TRANSVAAL AND THEIR PLACE IN TRADE 


THIS article will discuss two 
more of Mr. Hitmstra’s 
charges made at the Nylstroom 
Group Areas beating in October, 
1953—that our tiny Transvaal 
Tadian community settled here 
azainst the 
pean population and that they 
“dominate a patt of the prov 
fessional life of the country” 

‘The bistorieal evidence oo the 
€rst point is conflicting. Me. 
iemstra roundly asserted that 
ithe Indians slipped like eels 
theough all the loopholes in the 
laws and proceeded to penetrate 
as fist as possible iato the basi 
ness areas of the towns, knowing 
fell well they were not wanted 
there and they formed there a 
foreiga and alien elemect against 
the wishes of the established 
population of the country.”* 
Certainly, there was an outcry 
aenaag the Boer and British in 
the Transvaal io the middle 
1850's against Indians catering 
the republic and against their 
commercial competition. Indeed, 
oz Afrikaans ‘historian in a local 
paper (Rustenburg Herald, De- 
Gecaber 11, 1953) maintaioed that 
the outery originated mainly 
among British traders 10 Pretoria, 

cit also alleged that the bands 
of the South African Republic 
weie tied by the Landon Con- 
vention of 1884, article 14 of 
bich entitled “all persons other 
thas Natives" to enter, tade and 
‘wa property in the “Transvaal 
This arucle 14 was, io fact, in- 
tended to apply to uitlanders. But 
dia incideatally cover Indians 
who were thea just begiosing 

to eoterthe republic in fair num 

bers, However, Law3 of 1885, 

which was agreed to by Britain 3 

year Later as being necessary 
on grounds of bealth, exchided 

Tadiaas in the Transvaal from 

citieaship rights and provided 

for their residential segregation 
because of “ebeir ceglect of sani 
tary measures and loathsome 
mode of living." A further law 
probibited them from owniag 
land in the republic as indivi 
dual It was never challeaged 
by Britain as @ contravention of

the London Convention, though 
it uodoubtedly was. 

But these laws, the opision of 
Milser in 1903 that “the Todians 
ace steangers forcing themselves 
upon a community reluctant to 
receive them" and tbe vatious 
provincial ordinances between 
1903and 1907 desigaed to limit 
Indian eatry into the province, 
culmicating in the first passive 
resistance campaign and the 
Smuts-Gandbi agreement of 
1913 with i:s complete ban on 
any further Todian immigeation 
into the Transvaal—all th 
may be cited as evidence of Euro- 
pean wishes to keep the Indians 
out. 

On the other hand, the nominee 
sales by which Indisas acquired 
Property in the Transvaal, io 
spite of the law probibiting it, 
required a European seller and a 
European nominee as well as an 
Tadiae buyer. It is all very 
well to eastigate the European 
sellers aod nominees as ‘'sbort- 














and other uncompli- 
mentary terms. The fact remains 
that many well-koowa Boer and 
British families all over the 
Transvaal collaborated ia these 
traosactions. Certain Boers found 
Indian traders and money-lenders 
helpful in tbeie struggle agatast 
the wealthier and more business 
minded uitlander, 20d some of 
these deliberately encouraged the 
establishment of Indian firms as 
trade rivals to the British, Fur~ 
ther, there is the undeniable fact 
that the Goverament of the Re: 
Public made trade licences avail- 
able to Tadiaas, In ose of bis 
purple passages at Nylstroom 
Me, Hiemstra suggested that, 
hhaviog broken the laws and pene- 
trated where they were not want 
ed, the outlook for tbe Todians 
was dark today because the sky 
was clouded with the wings of 
chickens coming home to rcost, 
He even meationed the sins of 
tbeit fatbers. But itis not clear 
xo the impartial historian what the 
fathers of many people sinned 
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and that the fowls io the air are 
of a very mixed breed, some 
Indian, some Afrikaner and some 
British? 


To sum‘up this period of our 
history, it is a fair conclusion 
that, while there was considerable 
theoretical opposition to Indians 
among Europeans io general and 
particular opposition from the 
European commercial classes, 
there was also coasiderable prac- 
tical assistance given to their 
catry and establishment io the 
proviace. This view is confirmed 
by the very fitful and lax applica 
tion of Law 3 of 1835 and other 
disctiminatory measures of this, 
period, as well as by the wide- 
spread sales or lease of land to 
Indians outside segregated areas, 
even where these were actually 
proclaimed. The Indians were, 
no doubt, ingesious and per 
ent ia theie attempts to enter and 
setile in the Tranrvaal with its 
ich economic possibilities; but 
many Europeans in various walks 
of life encouraged or condoned 
their efforts, and others in official 
positions were unconcerned to 
caforce the existing regulations 
against them. 

Europeans cannot escape the 
esponsibility of baving brought 
the Indians into this country and 
allowed a small number ¢o settle 
in the Transvaal, where their 
nominee holdings and company 
rights have long been fully 
legalised. The Indians may be an 
walien element ia the popula- 
ios,” but they are one which 
Wwe introduced into the couatry 
and at whose eatry in the Trans- 
vaal many of us or our aacestors 
connived. We cannot, therefore, 
now deprive them arbitrarily of 
loog established rights without 
vety geave injustice. 


As to their “domination of our 
economic life," we are dealing in 
the Transvaal with 2 community 
which reached 15,000 just. before 
ths war of 1599 At the ceasuses 
of 1904.and 1911 che provincia! 
Indian population was just over 



























11,000 (oF tess than one-thictiet® 
of the European population) 
The Indians who came to the 
Transvaal and the Cape were 
mostly traders and this accounts 
for their heavy representation ia 
the trade of those provinces ia 
proportion to their aumbers. 
About 50 per cent of the Traas- 
vaal and Cape Indians belong to 
families who run shops, com- 
pated ¢o only 9 per cent. io Natal. 
Overall, about 15 per cent. of our 
total Indian population belong to 
merchant families. It is often 
asked why Indians cannot work 
with their hands, why they claim 
2 sort of divine right to trade. 
The answer is, of course, that 
they make no such claim. The 
Breat majority of them in Natal 
(2nd in India) do work with their 
hands, But it so happeas that 
entcy ioto the Teansvasl was 
closed when only 2 few of the 
better-to-do bad been able to 
afford the journey, Thus we are 
left bere with a predominantly 
middle clsss Indiza community 
whose only profitable outlets, 
owing to our economic colour 
bar, are in commerce or the pro- 
fessions. Ask any middle class 
‘Afrikaner or Britishee if be would 
like bis children to revert to 
manual labour aad see if his reply 
differs from that of the Tras- 
vaal Iadiaas. 





But when all this 1s said, Indian 
commercial “dominance” is still a 
myth, Particular instances can 
be cited to prove anytning at all. 
Mr. Hiernstea eather extravagantly 
described Indian possession of 
14 trade Icences against 13 Euro- 
pean ones at Nylstroom as “‘com- 
plete Asiatic domination of the 
trade of a White town.” In the 
recent provincial election cam- 
paign io Natal Mr. T. Gerdener, 
leader of the Nationalists ia the 
Natal Proviacial Council, quoted 
the following examples: Daon- 
hauser 8 White traders against 
69 Indisn; Waschbank 2 Wi 
toll Indian; Glenzo 49 White 
to 72; Newcastle 72 Waite to 9:

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Mahatma Gandhi’s Birthday 


MATMA GANDHI'S 

cighty-filth birthday ae- 
cording to the Iindu calen- 
dar is on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 23, and according to 
the English calendar it is 
on October 2. Since there 
is a difference of about a 
week between the two dates 
Mahatma Gandhi's followers 
usually celebrate the whole 
period, Mahatma Gandhi 
never liked his birthday to 
be celebrated in the! man- 
ner’ in which birthdays 
are usually celebrated. 
He wished the occasion 
to be spent in some 
useful work which would 
benefit the masses. In 
India the greatest prob- 
Jem was to bring food and 
clothes to the ns who 
were half starved and half 
naked, That problem was 
solved by introducing the 
hand-spinning wheel in 
every home, which gave 
work to evéty mari, women 
and child and served to feed 
and clothe them. So it was 
decided that during Mabat- 
ma Gandhi's birthday cele- 
bration week as much time 
as possible was to 
be devoted to producing 
hand-spun cloth, Now the 
great problem is to satisfy 
the land hunger of the 
landless and as much 
time as possible is being 
devoted under the leader- 
ship of Vinoba Bhave to 
land distribution, 

In South Africa certain 
organisations have arranged 
to devate some time during 
the day to prayer and read- 
ing of Gandhian litersve: 
Both are no doubt good 
their own way. But Mab 
ma Gandhi was a man of 


























action, And that action was 
to be not for self-interests 
but for the interests of 
humanity. If there was one 
thing he hated it was inae- 
tion. He believed that every 
minute of the life of a human 
being should be usefully 
spent and he was very par 
cular in putting that into 
practice. 

Another thing he was 
most particular about was 
Truth. Truth and God to 
him were synonimous. His 
whole life was based on 
‘Truth, Practice of untruth 
in the slightest degree in 
any shape or form was a 
death blow to him. He was 
a particular about adhering 
to Truth both in word and 
deed in his private as well 
as public life, 

Before Mahatma Gandhi 
entered poli in India 
there was a great deal of 
secrecy going on in the 
political activities of the 
country due to terrorism 
of the then Government. 
When “he took — control, 
he brought about a revolu- 
tion, He taught people to 
fear God and shed all fear 
of man, From that moment 
even a child of six went 
about the streets waving 
the national flag having” no 
fear either of the police or 
his gun, What happened 
later was that the police 
began to fear the people 
instead of the people tear- 
ing the police snd the 
mighty British Government 
had to admit that even their 
“guns were muzzled before 
the migitier force of Satya- 
graha 

‘These are qualities that 
we in South Africa in our 
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fight with the present Gov- 
ernment have to cultivate. 
Unless we can shed all fear 
of man and begin to lear 
only God we do not think 
we can make much head- 
way in our struggle, We 
must confess we do not 





approve of the present 
policy of the Congress lead- 
crs meckly submitting to 
the bans imposed on them, 
If we have accepted the 
non-violent way of fighting 
against the ills we are sub- 
jected to, even as a policy, 
as we claim to have done, 
we must study its technique 
and try to put it into prac- 
tice implicitly, Let the 
Government be completely 
at case in regard to our 
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integrity. Ours should be 
an absolutely open book, 
Theo we shall lint the 
Government feari 
though we shall have given 
them no cause for it, 
instead of we fearing the 
Government. 

‘The greatest tribute we 
can pay to the revered 
name of Mahatma Gandhi 
on the occasion of his birth- 
day would be not to sin 
his praises but to make 
deeper study of the great 
weapon of Satyagraha he 
has given us so that we ci 
make proper use of it. If 
properly used we have no 
doubt even hydrogen bomb 
will melt away int insigni-

at least one U.P. candidate asked 
the voters to keep the {Coloureds 
90 the common roll "Co help us 
fight the Natives” a0 argument 
hardly distinguishable from Mec, 
Strijdom’s latest exhortation to 
‘Afrikaans schoolchildren that 
“Boglish-speaking children are 
not the enemy but the Whites ia 
South Africa must stand together 
to fight the common enemy.”

It 
is therefore with hesitation that 
weaddcest you, since we speak 
not for the exclusive ruling caste, 
but for all the racial groups—the 
majority of them non-white—wbo 
make up the people of this land, 
It would be rash (o add 2 bope 
that your stay be pleasant in a 
land where the worth of mea 
measured by the colour of their 
king, and where all social life 
and institutions are deformed by 
embracing racial dizer 
sation, Some reflection of the 
daily bucsiliation which South 
Africa visita on its citizeus bas 
already fallea on your delegation, 
Yout fellow parliamentarians 
from the Gold Coast and else 
where have been debarred from 
visiting here by the travsparent 
device of inviting “self-governing 


























territories,’ 
mentarians have stayed away 
from all your activities in protest 





at South Afeican racial intolerance, 
Your Pakistani and Siobalese col- 
leagues bave had to suffer the 
bumiliating Government “privi- 
lege'*of being kindly permitted 
tocater where all their countey- 
men are rigidly debarred. These 
are scarcely the conditions for 
pleasant touring. 

Jo the circumstances, there 
fore, may we extend the wish 
that your visiting proves ine 
formative. 

If time permitted, we would 
slike to have the oppottunity of 
towing you sometbiog of our 
South Africa, the common 
people's South Africa, Tt would 
no doubt be differeat from the 
official South Africa of mi 
ments and game reserves which 
you will see; and it would per- 
hhaps tell you something of this 
controversial land which you will 
not bear at all at the official bat 
quets and gatherings. 

We would tke, for iastan 
to take you through the musici- 
pal atrests of Moroka, where 
- $5,000 people live in home made 
hhovels of hessian and. cardboard; 
and perhaps to tell you how this 
teratwhile “emergency camp" has 
now become a model for a so- 
called “site and service” scheme, 
by which South Africa's housing 
ahottage is co be conquered. We 
‘would like you to meet the Super- 
intendent, living’ like some 
Sanders of the-River, white man

boss in a black man’s territory; 
and thee to meet some of the 
mothers of the area, who bring 
up children who run wild in the 
streets for lack of schooling and 
recreation and who drift into 
Bavgsterim for lack of opportu 
nity. 

From this gateway to South 
Aftica, we would like to move on 
to Johannesburg's Western Areas, 
where 58,000 people live under 
the shadow of iraminent forcible 
deportation from their traditional 
freehold homes, to 2 municipal 
cantonment miles away from the 
city where they work, We would 
like to give you an opportunity 
to talk with them and. hear thei 
opinions of the “black spots" re- 
moval scheme, which makes of 
them pawas in the creation of 
race-colour pattera plans devised 
by back-room boys of South 
African cacialism, 








Perhaps bere, or in any of our 
couotry’s towas and villages, we 
could meet some of tbe African 
boys and girls who struggle each 
year to be in that one-third for 
whom there is aay place ia our 
schools, We could hear from 
them of the new South Aftican 
educational policy, which will 
cut their daily schooling to a 
maxinum of three hours, with 
Standatd Two as the general, 
almost universal, summit. And 
petbaps, (00, of the cutting off of 
State subsidies from Mission 
schools who do not adopt “Bantu 
Education” and refuse to teach 
the Airicaa child that “there is 
no place for bim ia the Euro 
pean commuity above the level 
of certain forms of labout 











Possibly we could take in a 
visit of Nylstroom or Lydenbueg, 
erany ove of a hundred small 
towns, and gaze upon the rocky 
outcrops of waste lands to which 
the local town council andthe 
Goveroment planning and Re- 
ference Committee propose to 
relegate the local Indian com: 
munity. We could meet the 
eo or fifteen Iadian families, 
most of them small traders, who 
ate the “problem” with which 
these towas and Government 
grapple, We would discuss 
gravely, as the Land Tenure 
Board does, the serious problem 
of whether their trade and fiveli- 
hhood will not, perhaps, be affect- 
ed when all are settled cheek by 
jowl, outcasts in an out of-town 
fihette, And perhaps we could 
meet a focal councillor of Na- 
Aionalist politcian—or even one 
of those who liopes to take over 
the best situated Indian pro- 
perty—and hear how the Group 








Areas Act is necessary in the 
national interest, and how 
“equality of sacrifice" will be its 
keynote. 


We could scarcely miss 2 visit 
to the local pass office, where we 
could mingle with the brow- 
beaten, despised waiters, if the 
apartheid regulations did not 
whisk us into a separate, shorter, 
‘more courteously received queue, 
There, we. would have time to 
study and observe the shouting 
and cursing of petty officials, 
banging their rubber stamps like 
micor Mussolinis, and condemn- 
ing 3,000 men each month oo 
paio of arrest and imprisonment 
to leave the town, his home and 
perbaps his family. If you are 
sensitive to atmosphere, you 
‘would feel something of the bitter 
nnesé and hatred which is manu- 
factured here, on both sides of 
the counter, officials and appli 
cants alike degraded by the sordid 
traffic ia bodies. If you could 
break through the intolerant ine 
difference of the official, you 
could learn that, like the theu- 
sands badgered from queue to 
queue, he knows not what be 
does, except that it is in terms of 
the Abolition of Passes Act. 


From here, it is but a short 
step to the Court, where daily. 
hundreds of pass offenders are 
tried, conv'cted and dispatched to 
serve their sentence with a speed 
that many an abbatoir would 
envy. We could meet some of 
the thousands who are jailed each 
Year for failure to have right pass 
at the right time—the most 
prevalent South African offence 
the much discussed “rime 
We could, perbaps, fol- 
ow them to one of the private 
jails which. are being built by 
local farmers in many rural areas 
at their own expense; and we 
could see how Influx Control 
regulations and Urban Areas Acts 
and Master and Servant Acts 
kkcep these jails conveniently aad 
permanently filled with convict 
labourers, workiog on private 
farms to which free labour would 
never be attracted without, sub- 
stantial iroprovement in wages 
and conditions of work. 














For an adventurous evening

A SENSE OF HISTORY 


By JULIUS LEWIN 





is a keea student of the racial problem in South Africa and is one of the few true and 
pean friends the non-Europeans are fortunate to have. We are deeply indebted (0 Mr. Lewin for 
the personal interest he has been taking in this paper. The following article by Mr. Julius Lewia, 
webave nadoubs, will be, aot only of great interest to our readers but a source of hope, courage and 
confidence so necesssary in these dark days —Ed. 1 0.) 

TT arse is no reason why pessimism should take root in the hearts and minds 








of South African Indians. It is, of course, true that these are days, that 

persecution by a hostile Government has never been more heartless or more 
determined than it is today. None the less, it would be a mistake to see only the 
gloomy side of things. There are a number of solid grounds for believing that 
the future is not as dark as it may sometimes seem. 

In the first place, the situation in South Africa cannot be isolited from the 
state of the world as a whole. And in the world at large the racialists are fighting 
alosing batde, In the United States, in Asia, in West and North Africa—to name 
only four areas—racial discrimination is steadily yielding ground as the forces of 
human progress advance. One colour bar alter another has first been lowered and 
then abolished by the British and the French in their dependencies. The campaign 
has by no means reached its conclusion yet, but no one who is able to see this 
great question in its trae historical perspective can have any doubt about the final 
outcome. 

A sease of history is a source of hope in these times. Tt helps the present 

- generation, and especially the younger people, to regard the daily indignities and 
injustices imposed on Indians and Africans as temporary measures. One does not 

esay this lightly. There is little excuse at any time for social injustice; there is 
none at all for men, like those running the present Government, who add to the 
sum total of old injustice by new policies deliberately conceived and wilfully 
applied. Yet these rulers know in their hearts—and even adinit in private con: 
versation—that the present situation in South Africa cannot continue indefinitely. 
In this admission lies another source of our own confidence that a race-ridden 
society cannot survive, least of all ina world that is growing up to repudiate the 
old fiction of racial superiority and, with it, the evil doctrine of white supremacy. 

‘The world beyond the shores of South Africa keeps on changing and nearly 





























all the changes make it harder for one set of people to maintain their domination 
over another. That is why India, Pukistan, Burma and Ceylon were emancipated 
from British rule, why the Dutch left Indonesia, and why the French have been 


forced to leave the greater half of Indo-China this year. The day of the wi 
man's domination over Asia is clearly ended. (tis destined to come to an end in 
Alrica, too, as events in che Gold Coast, Nigeria, Egypt, and che Sudan are already 
proving. If the dawn of that day in Africa is to come without acute conflict and 
without lasting bitterness, it is the White man, not the Indian or the African, will 
have to make the biggest adjustment. Meanwhile, a sense of history, the capacity 
to thinte of the present day as a bad but temporary period of history (in which we 
happen to live), rather ike a nightmare thut will end—this is the attitude that can 
fortify our sp our belief that the certainties of the future are on our 
side.

Opposition To Increase 
In Rents At Municipal 
Housing Schemes 
ingfield, - Mayville, 
Sydenbam, Overport_ and 
Clate Estate Branches of the 
Natal Indian Congress have 
issued a joint statement strongly 
condemaing the Government's 
instructions ta Iccal authorities 
to increase the rents of cenants 
in sub-economic housing schemes 

‘This increase," saya the state- 
ment, “is going to setiously affect 
a lare number of Indian, Afcican 
and Coloured people. Some of 
the increases will be more than 
200 per cent. For instance, those 
Indians who pay £2—5—0 per 
month may, through the new 
acheme have to pay a5 much 3s 
£710. 

“Accordisg to a circular issued 
by the Durban Corporation to the 
Tadian and Coloured Tenants of 
sub-economic Municipal housing 
tchemes those earning over £20 
per month-includiog one half of 
the income of each «child oF 
fodger with 2 maximum of six 
pounds per child or lodger 
liable to pay_an increase of 3[- 
in. every 10) eatned, over and 
above £20. For example, a man 
who earns £20 per month and 
‘whose son earus’£15 will bave to

Example Of European 
Intolerance 


HE Shipping Reporter of the ‘Natal Mercury’ states: The presence on board of 53 Cape Malay 
sa and women, returoing {rom a pilgrimage to Mecca, led to complaints being made by 
South Afcican passengers ia the Keaya Castle, which docked at Durban, The Kenya Castle is a 
fone-class ship. 

A large number of passengers, I was told, signed a petition, which was handed to the czptaia, 
complaining about the lack of segregation aod asking tbat steps be taken to provide" separate fsci- 
lities for the pilgrims. 3 

One of the complaints from passengers who boarded the ship in England was that no meation 
of the pilgrims, who boarded the sbip at Port Sudao, was made in the original passenger lists 

Mr. William Nagle, « former Durban City Councillor, who bearded the Kenya Castle at Mom- 
bbasa, told me: “Many of us from South Africa objected to the Malays using the swimming bath at 
the same time as Europeans, usiog the sume (oilets, eating ia the same diniogroom and sitting all 
over the lounge, 

“Shortly after leaviog Mombasa a large oumaber of us signed a petition and gave it to Captain 
A.G.V. Patey," said Mr, Nagle, “He told us he would forward it to his London office, 

“We felt tbat the Union-Castle Company should have made special provision for the Malays 
and should have allocated separate facilities co them., We bad no complaint against the captain, 
officers and crew. 

















‘This state of affairs is detrimental to the Union Castle Company and offensive to the suscep- 
tibitities of European South African passengers. 

(Mr. W. Bryant, chief agent for the Union Castle Company in Durban, commented: "f bave 
had no dicect approach made to me by anyone, The captain has the matter in band ard bas 
already communicated with our London office, 

“1 believe some effort was made to deal with the situa 
to meet the comfort and consideration of every passenger.” 

Mr. Bryant said the Uaion-Castle Company tried (0 make available on its ships separate facil 
ties for non-European passengers, and “endeavoured co preserve the status quo of the i

Educational Trust of £100,000, 
that not only did he know how to 
cara but also koew how to 
worthily spead the money God 
bad blessed him with, which very 
few in this world koow, And 
then came on the scene through 
Dr, Narbeth, Me. H. Naitiass 25 
the first Principal. He was also 
a God send to the Indian com- 
musity. Colonel Nattras was of 
the South African Air Force, a 
pilot and an engiveer who bad 
served in two world wars and 
decorated in the second and eld 
an amazing record of achieve- 
ment in technical education Mr.

A TRIBUTE TO LATE HAJEE M. L. SULTAN 


By H. NATTRASS, 0.8., 
(First Principal Of The M. L. Sultan Technical College) 


THE late Hace Sultan was bora 

in Quillos, Malabar District, 
South India on the 15th February, 
1873, and died at Excombe, Natal, 
oa the 6th September, 1953, He 
received bis early education in 
Tadia but, 00 the death of his 
fatber, left school at the age of 
fourteen, Needing money, be 
worked long hours decorating and 
Goisbing brass-ware but, finding 
his earnings insufficient for these 
needs be decided to emigrate to 
Ceylon, On the long journey the 
abip’s engines broke dowa Ie 
him stranded in Triticurin. Daye 
paned while repairs were being 
effected. Soon his slender funds 
‘were exhausted. tIn hie need be 
was approached by the agents 
responsible for the recruitment 
of Iodian immigrasts and was 
bought to Natal in 1890, 

Theo followed a period of 
steady work in Government ser- 
vice. Asa porter on Berra Road 
station he met many of the 
pioaeer personalities of Natal and 
profited by their vision and ta- 
thusiasm for the Garden Province, 
Like many others, when bis con 
tract expired, he was attracted co 
the Transvaal where be worked 
asa waiter 1m 2 well-kaown Joban- 
rarrburg hotel. 

His aatural courtesy and will 
ingoess to reader se 
made bim popular and many 
gratuities came bis way. This 
money be carefully busbanded 
ever keeping the picture of Natal 
before kis mind’s eye, In three 
years be was able to cetura to 
Raul to tke up farming near 
Ballair.

NE of the fallacies ‘that dies

his shop and in his garage. And 
if he isa farmer he can probably 
think with satisfaction of a policy 
which aims at driviog amay ‘fro 
the urban areas. 

To the non-European, however, 
and particularly to the African, 
‘apatthe:d" has begun to work

every African child shall be taught 
from earliest years that there is 
tao place for him..,...above the 
Livel of tertaia forms of labour’ 
its what Dr. Verwoerd describes 
as ‘the ed cotnmunity. 

One of the chief objects of the 
‘Bantu Education Act is to secure 
uniformity of control over all 
schools presently existing in the 
Union, As the vast majority of 
schools bave in fact been buile 
and superintended by the mission= 
ary societies this involves taking 
control of all mission schools. 
Citcular No 252;302 of August 
2ad 1954 states how this is to be 
done, In effect it pi 
thissions with 2 
and gives them five months (uotil 
December 3st. 1954 in which 10 
make up thtie minds. They can 
either accept complete govern 
ment control ora cut of 25 per 
cent in their existing subsidies. 
Tf they accept the latter “they 
will be informed that this can 
aly Be a provisioual arrangement 
which may be terntioated -whea- 
the Department is convinced that 
the trausfer of control to the 
Bantu community is desirable or

SOME PARADOXES OF EDUCATION 
IN AFRICA 


By REGINALD REYNOLDS In ‘The Friends Quarterly’ 


uf Friends g2 they: shovld, in 
my opinion, also be sure that the 
work they propose to dois what 
the Africans want and med, not 
only shat we think they, need.’—

JUCH of what I want to exe 
plain here cao only be uoder~ 
stood if I first sumaurise certaia 
episodes in Indian history. Be 
fore I went to Africa in 1953, 
Indian affairs bad bees my first 
concern for over twenty years and 
I bad watched the development 
of 2 revolt which was not only 
political bur culturat—a revolt 
agaiast British domination and, 
to. large extent, against the 
British educational system. 





Three phases can be dist 
guihed in the history of educa 
Uoain India. The Brst was the 
disruption of an ancient system 
by ‘Birds of Prey and Passage’ as 
Edmund Burke called them— 
East India Company. Its ad- 
ministration, almost 10 the end, 
‘was hostile to Tndisn education 
and as late a5 1853 Joba Bright 

in Parliameot to the 
faction of Joba Company's 
Girectors wheo four Iadiza stu- 
dents came to London to study 
medicine, 

‘The second phase began whea 
the machinery of government 
became too heavy for a chartered 
‘company and teo complex to be 
shared exclusively by British of8- 
cials, In that same year (1853) 
Lord Macaulay defined what was 
to be the educational policy of 
the goverbment after the British 
Crone bought out the Company's 
(ax-farm in 1858: Macaulay pro 
posed the creation of “a class of 
‘Pesons Iodian in blood and col- 
our but English in taste, in 
opinions, ia morals and ja in- 
tellect’. With less grandiloquence 
a later B:

‘The thied phase resulted from 
the reaction of Indian nationalism 
to official policy. Sie William 
Hunter, one of the great British 
historians, bad written in India of 
the Queen that ‘the conquest of 
the land was followed by the con- 
quest of the mind." Indian Na- 
tionatiss, realisiog that they must 
proceed from the opposite direc- 
tian, increasingly conceraed them 
selves, after the First World Wai 
ith the re-conquest of the mind. 
They revolted against 90 educa. 
tional system which neglected 
Indian culture and tried (0 instil 
into children who could not even 
speak decent English a0 appre- 
ciation .of Shakespeare. They 
could not see that the dates of 
the Plaotaganet kings were rele 
vant (@ India’s needs and aspira 

















tions. Independent schools and 


colleges were set up; and though 
Gandhi's call for the complete 
boycott of Government schools 
‘and colleges was never wholly 
successful, it led to

But most important of all the 
developments which canbe traced 
to this reaction was the coucep- 
tion of Nai Talim—Basic Educa 
tion—wbich Gandhi and bis col- 
leaguies worked out in the ‘thicties 
Thave explained at some length 
in the Iast chapter of my book, 
To Live in Mankind, the ature 
of Nai Talim. Briefly, T would 
describe it as vocational traiving, 
adapted to the needs of village 
India, Thee was a delibecste 
bbreakoway -from the ‘academic’ 
tradition—represented ig India 
by a pathetic caricature of west- 
ern acholarship. Life, work and 
culture were henceforward to be 
integrated. Even literacy was 
only incidental to thie mew sys 
tem, which’ was primarily con- 
cerned with such aims as the reo 
vival of village crafts, the impro- 
vement of farming and a better 
sense of citizens!

But the 
noteworthy thing about his story 
was that he worked’ for posterity 
aad sot for Africans of his own 
generation, few of whom were 
foterested. Later 1 met an Afvi- 
cao minister, the Rev. Sandy 
Kavyenze, whose Zire Zano pag 
your future’) Mission was at- 
Tempting, with some success, a 
similar experiment ia a stall 
community. Ina remote valley 
of Southern Rhodesia the Mise 
sion tad its Basie’ school, where 
the curriculum included (for the 
boys) carpeatey.  shor-making, 
brick-laying and gardening.

My account ofthese two insti 
tutions is very foadequate. Si 
ficaat a8 T believe them to be, 
the more important question is

Centres') often covered a ‘Basic’ 
Programme, I fouad little further 
evidence of it ia the teaching of 
childeem and I rarely met Africans 
who were even interested in the 
idea.

ACT is causing the great- 
eat concern today throughout the 
country not only to the Afri 
tans, whose whole future is at 
stake, but to the many Esropean 
Missions, who are conductiog 
their oa schools for the Aftican 
people subsidised by the Govern- 
ment Under the Act all these 
schools will bave to be handed 
over to the Native Affairs Depart 
ment by whom they will be con- 
ducted Or they must be closed 
down or carried on independently 
without the support of the Gov- 
How loog they will be 
allowed to be so conducted is also 
doubtful b:cause the Govern- 
ment may refuse to recognise’ 
private schools Some Missions 
have already decided to close 
down their schools aad some 
have decided to run them at their 
own expense. If the Governe 
ment were at all sincere the 
correct thing to do would have 
been (0 turn all schools into Gov- 
enment schools and to place 
them under the Department of 
Education, But the trouble is 
that itis not sincere. It cannoy 
‘beat to ace Africans advanciog 50 
speedily and begianing to 
take their place intellectually with 
the White man as his equal and 
eveasurpassiog him, This does 
not tally with the Goverameat’s 
apartheid policy aqd 0 all mat 
| tees includiog, the education of 
the Africans must be placed us 
dee the direct control of the De- 
partment of Native Affairs so that 
the Africans may not rise beyond 
the level of slaves of the White 
mao. There is no exaggeration 
this because it can be proved 
and bas been proved by state~ 
‘ments made by the Minister of 
Native Affaics, Dr. Verwoerd, 
“Poe queaon tha is ie 
the minds of the Africas people 
and those concerned about their 
education is what to do in the 
sumstanc:s? Since the African 
people in particular and the non: 
Europeans in. general have very 


























wisely adopted the way of Satya- 
graba as taught both by precept 
and practice by Mabatma Gandhi 
in India and in South Aftica, the 
correct thing would be to look to 
bbim for guidance.

Well Done Natal 
Indian Teacher’ 
Society 


FTEN the charge is laid 
against the Indian teach- 
ers that they are the best-paid 
and least taxed people in our 
community, because the teachers 
are hardly ever known to be con 
tributing in any public funds 
The Natal Indian Teachers’ 
Society bas given a lie to this 
charge by collecting from among 
themselves the sum of £10,000 
towards the crection and exten- 
sion of Indian schools in the 
Province. Three years ago the 
Natal Indian Tecehers Society 
Iaumched a scheme to raise 
£150,000 (to which the Provincial 
Admninisteatica will coatribute on 
3 £ for £ basis) aod the 
teachers themselves by contei- 
union £25,000 towards the fund.

"HE Methodist Church could not accept the policy of apartheid 

as being compauble with the teachings of Christ, the Rev. J. 
B. Webb said in Queenstown, on October 18, in his presideotsal 
address t the representative session of the South Aftican 
Methodist conference. 

How, asked Dr. Webb, could apartheid be reconciled with 
the Second Commandment: “Thou shalt Love thy Neighbour as 
‘Thyself, How could it be reconciled ~with Christ’s injunctice 
“Whatsoever ye would that men should do unto you, do yet even 
$0 unto them.” 

The whole country was being thrown into turmoil by far- 
teaching ideological legislation which was ethically indefensible 
and weoog from the Christian viewpoint. 

‘The Church would be failing i duty if it did not con- 
dema a policy which aimed a¢ differential treatment of any one 
section 9a the basis of colour alone. Such a policy was opposed 
to the Christiaa principles of the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, i 

Dr. Webb said that Dr. Malan had recently said io a letter 
to a0 American minister Of religion that the White maa's duty 
was to bring Christian civilisation to the barbarism and heathen: 
ism of Black South Africa. But statistics based on the last census 
returns revealed that 60 per cent. of the Black population were 
“declared adberents of tbe major Christian denominations. 

Dr. Webb said he saw in apartheid, mot Christian principles 
but fear, prejudice, an yooate feeling of race pride, superiority 
and race contempt and'hatred, 

Sometime ago he bad asked the “Aposties of Apartheid" a 
umber of questioas oa their creed. The questions had evoked 
considerable comment and even abuse, but no attempt had been 
rade to answer them, For that reason he felt obliged to answer 
them bisnself. e

Before I left East Africa for the 
Coppet Belt of Northern Rhodesia 
T spent nearly 2 week mi 

sionary teachers in the mountains 
of southern Tanganyika, The 
impression made on my mind ia 
Sudan sod Ugands had been 
deepened by all 1 had seen and 
heard sioce; and the missionary 
teachers said the same thing about 
the African demaod, Ose man 
in particular, who agreed that 
education should be adapted to 
environment, was equally clear 
tbat the initanve must not be 
taken by missionaries or by Euro- 
peas officiils, The more such 
proposals were advocated by 
Europeans, he said, the more 
suspicious. the Afrizins would 
become with regstd to them. 
This defence of laissez-faire(which 
ultimately convinced me) was, 3¢ 
the same time, a sinister comment 
fon the relauons between Africans 
and their European rulers Ths 
at least, was not a aew pheno- 
menon, a4 I had often noticed in 
Jodia (uader British rule) that 
‘when the Goverament or one of 
its officials did try to do anything 
for the good of the people a5 
ulterior and discreditable motive 
was generally nuspected. It is 














one of the minor tragedies of im- 
petialism that the rulers, even. at 
Abeir best, can never hope for full 
confidence and co-operation from 
their subjects and are doomed to 
much frustration 

Meanwhile, ia these African 
territories the gap between what 
Africans wanted and what they 
seemed most (o need was widen 
ing. It is, howeves, essentially 
imperialist for anyone to impose 
upon others what he thinks they 
need ia defiance of what they 
manifestly want, So far as L was 
concerned the missionary teacher 
hhad the lost word in the argu- 
ment. ‘We have to go on giving 
them yhat they want,’ be said, 
‘until ‘they discover ‘that they 
want something else. The revolt 
will have to come from below. 
Any attempt on our pact to hasten 
‘that moment might be disastrous.’ 

How disastrous it could be T 
was soon to discover in the 
Union of South Africr. Here the 
Government was proclaiming = 
‘new education policy for Africans 
In keeping with Dr, Malan’s 
repeated declaration that Africans 
must ‘develop along their own 
lines’ the new educational faci- 
Jities 10 be offered them were 
to be ‘vocational rather than 
academic." 

Ic may be desirable to point 
out, before going any further, 
that Dr. Malan has himself ad- 
mitted that the complete sepa- 
ration of the Africans in the 
Union is imposvible. It is, in 
fact, impossible for them to 
‘develop along, their own lines," 
squeezed into. small, inadequate 
reserves while the Europeans 
(one-tenth of the rural population) 
ocupy 88 per cent. of the land. 
The only lines on which the 
Banti cen develop at all are the 
Tines which lead to work on the 
European farms, in the European 
mines and facrones of to do 
domestic service in European 
households. Taxation of the 
African was long ago introduced 
(3 ia Kenys) for the motive— 
openly admited—of accelerating 
this process. 

What struck me most forcibly, 
however, about Milan's pro.

But the 
effect on Africans could only be 
the opposite to the effect which 
Gandbn's propaganda had on his 
fellow-countrymen, Gand 
national leader, had sought to 
break away from the westernised 
system winch ‘enslaved the mind.’ 
Malan, who repcetents White 
domination, is obviously con 
cerned with making European 
education ‘caved shop" in a 
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country which is already s0 Euro- 
pesnised that Africans 2 
hope to rise except in compe 
with Europeans, playing the game 
according to European riles. The 

in being ‘voca- 
ional rarher than academic" is no 
doubt as great in South Africa 2 
itis anywhere elve—aad no less 
urgent among the White people 
than among the Black, But the 
proposal to apply such a policy 
aly to the Bantu aroused imme- 
darely the deepest hostility.? Ta 
practice it meant discrimination 
at a level which wonld ensure, 
better than prisons ard police, 
the permanent subjugation of 
Africaas in the Union. 














That is a purely political 
judgment. Psychologically, 1 
think the new educational policy 
for Africans in the Union is 
equally disastrous. It fulfils the 
worst fears of my friend in Tan- 
ganyike. If zoything could damn 
(and dam) the development of a 
demand among Africana for 9 
different type of education, it is 
ihe sinister expousal of thie caure 
by Dr. Malan, In auch citeum- 
stances people more sophisticated 
and less sensitive than the Bantu 
of South Africa have been knows 
to theow away the baby with the 
bathewater. One can now be 
reasonably certain that for at 
east another generation the Afri- 
can demand? in the Union, will 
centre on their desire for an edul- 
cational system which exactly 
copies that of Europeans. Any

JUITE frankly this is an 

exasperatingly disappointing 
book Its price is outrapeous for 
2 slim volume of 102 pages, 
printed on inferior paper and 
lacking an index. The few 
otographs add nothing to the 
formative value of the text, but 
possibly quite a lot to the cost. 
The literary style is without 
grace and in some passages even 
the sense is elusive. Stacistics 
crowd upon statistics wita 100 
tle helpful effort from the 
author and bis assistants to draw 
‘meaningful conclusious from 
them. There are few cross- 
references between tbe chapters 
ta facts which support or reflect 
upoa similar facts produced in 
another context. The 14-page 
chapter og Health and Social 
Welfare Services—a mere cata- 
Togus—might well bave been dis- 
peased with ‘The chapters on 
Houtiag, Family Income and 
Expenditure and Social Stend- 
ards (vietually configed to health 
304 education) supplement, but 
do aot supersede, the various 
earlier publications of the Uni: 
versity of Natal and the Tostitute

‘Thus, whereas the con- 
centrated block of Indian pro.

We think it 
is better to be unemployed 
than to be an instrument to 
“perpetrate evil, for that is 
what the Rantu Education 
Act is doing. It is better 
that the child remains un- 
lettered than being turned 
into a slave. The choice 
is between right and wrong. 
There can be no co-opera- 
tion, either direct or indirect, 
with what is admiuedly 
wrong, and, for that, one 
has, of course, to be 
prepared to stand on one's 
own feet, If we claim 
that we cannot, are we then 
to sell our soul to a Gov- 
ernment-we consider to be 
evil? That is what it all 
amounts to. Nothing less

ANGLICAN BISHOPS’ STATEMENT ON P

AT the Episcopal Synod of the 

Church ef the Provioce of 
South Afeica in Unica, the 
Bishops of the Church issued a 
statement on the Bantu Education 
Act, sayiog that although the 
Church didnot approve of the 
Act, it was forced to choose the 
lesser of the two evils—co-operate 
or reduce Native education, 

The statement said: “We have 
repeatedly affirmed our belief tbat 
itis morally wrong to follow a 
policy which bas for its object 
the keeping of a particular racial 
“geoup in a permanent position of 
inferiority, 

Because we are convinced of 
thar, we eanuot but deplore the 
Bantu Education Act. 

‘The policy under 
‘Act has been officially i 
by she Minister of Ni 
It condemns the exi 
tional system because it produces, 
2 class which ‘feels that its spiri- 
tual, economic and political bore 
is among the civilised commuvity 

































of South Africa—that is, the 
Europeans.”

POLICY AND AIMS FOR EDUCATION OF AFRICANS: 


of the Kingdom of God in the hearts and minds of 

its people, and in the social conditions of this land. 
To promote this end, the Mission sees education as one 
of the chief means available, It does not consider educa- 
tion as an end in itself, but as one of the means whereby 
the Kingdom of God can be advanced. In other word 
education can be a means of grace. Jt believes that it is 
religion which provides the purpose of life, while educa- 
tion helps to further that purpose, All its educational 
efforts therefore must subserve a purpose aud in no way 
bea substitute for it, Such educational enterprises as it 
undertakes and such educational facilities as it has, must 
always have as their objective no less. purpose than the 
extension of thé Kingdom. 


T= Mission's reason for existence is the éxtension 
























With such a purpose to guide us, we now set forth 
some of the essentials required of our schools: 


1, First of all, they should be places where the stu- 
dents not only grow in wisdom and in stature but in grace, 
In them there should be provision for such daily worship, 
for such instruction in the faith and for such personal con- 
tact between teachers and pupils as may win and convince 
them that man’s chief end is “to glorify God and to enjoy 
Him for ever. 








“2. Secondly, our Mission while being anxious to serve 
wholeheartedly, and co-operate fully with the government 
in African education, can never do so at the expense of 
own soul, Service and co-operation must ever Le 
imited in the sense that the highest loyalty is to God and 
not tothe state.

Oldest Mission Says “No” To Bantu Education 


For the above reasons the oldest continuing Mission 
in Natal have said that they are unable to co-operate with 
the government in “¢ the Bantu Education 
Act, The American Board Mission said in a statement 
that they cannot endorse the new policy of education for 
Africans, 








One of the most extensive school systems in Natal 
hos been developed by the American Board Mission, 
since their founding in 1835. They are teaching over 
20,009 African children in 109 schools. 





The educational policy of the Native Affairs Depart- 
ment, says the Mission, is at variance with their own 
educational policy, Traced with the demands of the De- 
partment to either (1.) relinquish all control of the schools, 
or (3.) continue to operate them at a greatly reduced 
subsidy, the Mission have been unable to acrept either 
ofthe alternatives. They say they are conscientiously 
unable to assist the government in its seizing of contral 
of African education. And they have not the resources 
to continue their many ary schools without adequate 
government subsidy, ‘They will not obstruct the govern 
ment, however, in its unilateral action.

“A state overstepped the limits of its authority and became tyrranical when*a 
government is tempted to ‘plan’ too thoroughly and set up blueprints for_its sub- 
jects that resemble nothing emanating from the drawing-boards of the Creator,” 
he said.

“The general principle of Apartheid, maintaining the permanent inferiority of 
certain types and categories of persons is an example of this. 

“The State has no right to place pre-conceived restrictions on some of its 
citizens. Its duty is to establish conditions that will favour development, not 
hamper 

“State-invasion of education is why education is so contentious a subject and 
why we should always battle hard for the rights of parents, Parents have an 
instinctive good sense that rarely graces the desks of bureaucrats, 

“People talk about the absolute sovereignty of Parliament. If they mean this, 
they should laim for Parliament the right to alter the Ten Commandments. 

“If not, they should stop saying it, and try to understand that Parliament has 
only limited authority......restricted to what is necessary “to-achieve the common 
temporal good. . Parliaments are subject to the moral law. 

“The fact that certain men sit on certain benches does not give them the right 
to hurt a neighbour in life or limb, property, reputation or status. 

“They are in Parliament to defend, not to destroy. ‘The rights of individuals 
can be tampled underfoot by men carried to power by the fortunes of the popular 
vote, especially if they feel they have a ‘new vision’ or ‘mission" to alter society. 

“Strangely enouge, governments today are tempted to think that if they con- 
tribute funds they should run the whole show. As Dr. Verwoerd told us about 
Bantu education: ‘We supply the money, so why shouldn't we do as we please? 
Mission schools received grants as a privilege, not”a right.’ Strange reasoning. 
To Dr. Verwoerd’s way of thinking, the Government owns the public funds. 

“Instead, they merely administer them in trust for the people of the country, 
and if parénts want a particular type of school for their children they have a right 


























- toa share of public funds to maintain it, provided it conforms to certain standards,

Donges te- 
ferred, without the fullest pas- 
sible fioaacial restitution. Thig, 
isthe least that can be done to 
mitigate the inevitable injustices 
of mass removal 

To their credit, many, town 
realise this, Théy te- 
cogaize also that the sums in- 
volved will often be far beyond 
the abilities of their revenues co 
meet. Many of them sent une 
official deputations to Pretoria 10 
interview spokesmen of the Gove 
ernment or Goveroment-appoint- 
ed.Land Tenure Advisory Board, 
These spokesmen told them that 

t was Government policy to 
move the Indian communities out 
of the towns; hence the other- 
wise astonishingly dutiful _unie 
foraity of inunicipal plans. Some 
of the deputations remonstrated 
hat such a course was financially 
impossible witbout considerable 
Government assistance. This was 
refused, though there is some 
talk of establishiog 2 public cor- 
poration co help spread the but-, 
den of compensation for expro- 
peiated properties. But even if 
this corporation is set up, it will 
acl leave municipalities to com- 
pensate for loss of trade—pro- 
bably the more beavy, becaure + 
continuing, liability. The mun 
cipalities thus have to carry the 
suajor Goancial burden and the 
public odium of the 

injustices created by the Group 
Areas Act, while the Government 
remains offisially pledged to jus 
tice, fair play and oo discrimina-

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The Canon Collins Controversy—I

been added—"the Collins’ ultra-leftiats. The phrase itself, at least the “ultra-left" part of it, 
Serives from the leader of a small clique of Indian merchants, known 25 the South African Indian 
Organisation, whom Canon Collins met, discerned theie concetn with individual vested interests and 





= rightly rejected in favour of the much more representative South African Indian Congress. The 


stigma of “ultra-lefgim" laid upon him by 2 non-White was gratefully accepted by the Nationalist 
‘Afrikaans press, which was able to give it a semblance of verisimilitude not asly by showing Canon 
Collins to have associated with and spoken sympathetically of ““oamed" Communists, but also by 
‘quotiog his own remarks that the present danger in South Africa comes not from the insigoificant 
Lefe but from the persistent attempts by-Goverameat, police and peess to smear all liberals aud 
other opponents of current race palicy as “Communistic."” 

Not that the South Affican outéry agaiast Collins has had much to do with what be actually 33 
‘Most of tbe noise ia the editorial aad corcespondence columos of the press, a3 well 2¢ from public 
platforms, has been dicected either at what he is (in the eyes of ‘his detractors) or at the impos. 
sibility of arriving at a reaxonable estimate of complex South Afcican conditions alter 3 visit of cooly 
tight weeks. Canon Collins fas been ealled “a scholarly crank" by a cleric with no notable sclolar- 
ly pretentions of bis owe, who from bis comfortable Cape living bas taunted Collins for “prefecring 
the amenities of Amen Court to the difficulties of missionary life ia the bundu."” He bos been 
accused by a leading Opposition politician who bas been making conspicuous efforts to aliga his 
party's racial ethic more closely with that of the Nationalists, of “loosening the bonds of Common. 
“Wealth” and of beiog an exhibitionist who seeks publicity ike a temperamental ballerina sed ham 
pers “the real fight against the Nationalists for the maintenance of White civilisation with justice to 
the non-Europeans. He has beén called “an iocompsrable kafferboene'" (which in a less warped 
society would be a compliment, not a deadly insult) by a leading Afrikaans paper, a “slanderer"” by 
another, “an outsider whose liberalizm is not even in the Kindergarden of realism” by 2 Methodist 
minister who seems to oppoze theological liberalism on Barth ently 95 be dis 
likes political liberalism for being “top naive, inept snd sociologically stup.d,"" preaching (3s he 
believes) a social gospel that too ceadily disintegrates into Godless humanism, and ispotent before 
‘vehe statis fact of man's iokecent sinfulness:" “a (ool of the Communists and symptom of a vicious 
movement (cowards racial equality) that is sweeping the world and deserving only of complete and 
cutter contempt” by a Nationalist politician who solemaly averred that “all theiaveotions throughout 
the ayes have come from the Europeant;" while such epithets ax “prejudiced, bigoted, biased, don- 
matic, narrow-rainded, pontificating, uninformed "ete were the regular siock-intrade of 
writers to the press. All this viliGcation and vituperation endorses the comment of a tisgacine 
columnist who savr in it “the emotional resentment of a closed society" whom no one may erlticise 
bbut whose inhabitants do not hesitate to aie their views om racial or territorial affairs in Gos, the 
Gold Coast, Kenya and the Rhodesian. Personal abuse is a poor substitute for solid argunient aed, 
since most of bis critics at the same time emphasized Collins’ abysmal ignorance of South Aftiess 
Conditioos, i is remarkable thar they did not basten to expose the faciual and other errors in what” 
he actually said s 

With regacd to dhe brevity of his visit, iis curious that no one, before he came, thougbt to warn 
the public that, no matter what conclusioas he came to, they would be invalidated by bis inexperi- 
ence, It yar common kaowledge that be was invited out here by a Durban business man in the 
hhope that that acquaiotance with the ccuntry and its peoples Would medify views he had publicly 
expressed in St. Paul's and elsewhere, Mr. Shave offered the Canon's fare “az an opportunity to 
feducate Britain as to the facts of the case."” It was agreed that he should “see for himself" and 
thereafter be free to state his Bindings. * Dod anyone seriously doubt that, if be had recanted, 
withdrawn the gravaman of his charges and praised various aspects of our racial policies, hie would 
hhave been cougeatulated for wausual perceptivity aed for the clarity with which he bad grasped the

Towards The Police State 
Attacks On Our Liberties 


By JULIUS LEWIN 


senior police officer in a recent case in Johannesburg. 
“Lam a police officer,” was the reply, 
“But this is not a police state," commented the judge. 

The incident illustcates the fact that many policemen believe themselves to be 
above the law. The idea is strange to them that the police have in fact no greater 
rights than Parliament has given them by law. Nor do policemen and detectives 
constantly remember that they’ are, like anyone else, answerable for their conduct 
in a.court of law. 

What has encouraged mistaken ideas on the subject is the great growth in 
recent years of the powers entrusted by statute law to the police and exercised in 
practice by the "special branch,” as the political police are called. The police force 
has, indeed, now become one of the major factors in the political life of ‘this country. 
Its activities are all the more sinister because so few people’are aware of the range 
covered and the effect proiluced by these activities in relation to puhlic affairs and to 
the exercise of traditional civil liberties. 

To understand how this disturbing situation has come about, it is necessary to 
trace the growth of the enormous legal power to-day wielded by the police. The 
story goes back forty years. Early in torg Parliament passed the first Riotous 
Assemblies Act. Its major purpose was to enable magistrates to ban a meeting at 
the request of the police if the latter had reason to fear that the meeting might lead 
to a disturbance of thé peace. This official attitude was itself product of the seri- 
ous industrial strikes by white trade unions that took place on the Rand in ror3 
and 1914. The first important curtailment of civil liberty was therclore aimed at 
the organised white labour movement; it had no significance in race relations be- 
tween white and black. : 

The first sign of the shape of things to come in.the inter-racial field appeared 
in the Native A iministration Act of +1927. Section 29 of the Act made it a erime 
to say or. do anything “with intent to promote feelings of hostility between white 
and black." This new olfence was designed to curb public discussion of African 
grievances. A mere recital of the legal disabilities of Africans, even if expressed 
in calm terms, might conceivably cause ill-feeling between the two races, What 
exactly the section meant was tested in the Supreme Court in Grahamstown in 1929 
when Sydney Bunting (father of Brinn Bunting, recently an MP.) was charged 
under this law: Bunting had stood in the general election as a Communist candidate — 
to African voters. At 
the end of the election campaign (which he lost), he found hisnself accused by the 
police of having caused hostility between black Ile was, however, able

APARTHEID AND AGRICULTURE 


By EDWARD ROUX s 


HE coming to power of Stry- 
“dom and the almost simul- 

wncous “reaffirmation by the 
United Party of support for the 
industeiat colour bar might well 
cause liberals and democrats to 
weep for the fuure of South 
Aftica, However if we look. 
a.ound us there are sigas that 
economic forces ace relentlessly 
‘corroding the edifice of apartheid. 


Consider for instance what is 
‘bappening in the very stroogbold 
of baassksp nationalism — the 
platteland. For informat.on on 
‘what ix bappeming there let us 
‘not go to liberal or cadical sources 
or even to officially “neuteal” 
blue-books. Let us go rather 10 
the most recent publication of 
SABRA, the “Suid-Afnkaanse 
Buro for Rasse-Aangdeeatbede,”" 
‘This organisation was fouaded 
five years ago 28 a zounterblast 16 
Ube “liberal” South African Insu- 
tute of Race Relations. Te was 
formed to propagate iu the aca- 
demic sphere the doce 
apartheid, to pravide the 
and detailed theory which some 
of the political exponents of 
apartheid fele was necessary. 


‘The publication to which T 
refer is the report of the Fifth 
Congress of SABRA, (ueld io 
1953 in Bloemfoaten) and bear- 
ing the tule “Die Naturd in die 
Suid-Afeukaanse Landbou."” The 
problem of the African in South, 
African ageccultuce was the main 
theme of that congress, and the 
facts whieh were brought 10

some of them 


Of the total of aearly 8 milion 
Africans resident in the Union, 
ever 2 million lve in Urban 
areas, three and a balf million ia 
the Reserves, and two and a 
quarter million oa White farms, 
Uo 1937 there were 464,000 Adi 
can labourers oa White farms, 
By 1952 the number had eisen t0 
567,000 “The White farmer, 
however strong bis support for 
the Nationalists, is becoming 
uiore and more depeadent on 
black labour. : 








Ie used to be urged that this 
dependence would beconte less in 
proportion to the degree that 
South Aftican agriculture became 
mechanised. Mechanisatioa has 
in fact been goiog ahead since 
the end of the Second World 
War. For instance, in the Notth- 
western O.F.S. there was in 1939 
only one tractor to every three 
farms; io 1952" there are on the 
arerage, two aad a balf tractors 
per fares 











Has the teactor displaced the 
Alsicay from the farm? On the 
covtraty, since itis ia the major 
ity of cases the African who” 
drives.the tractor, it bas merely 
resulted in ao increase in the 
productivity of the Afvican fare 
worker. Not only bas the African 
become a tractor-driver: he bas 
also become a tractor-cepaicer and 
and aa operator of a dozen’ other 
pieces of machinery which are 
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now. considered exzential on a 
modern fata. 

Tn the old days it was the by- 
wwoner or the White overseer who 
directed labour on the big farm. 
Today the bywoner has practical. 
ly disappeared, Tie descendaate 
have gone 10 town and become 
factory workgrs Hin place hos 
been taken largely by the Black 
averseer. Az one of the speakers 
at the congreis sertonfully ac 
mitted, "it ir eleor that the pre- 
sent tendency of agticultural de- 
velopment on the f3tms of the 
Whites is leading to a cloze eco- 
nomic integration of White and 
Banta in agriculture” 

One fact alone is sufficient to 
Sasure .that this tendency will 
continue and grow more power: 
fol. Te is the fact that South 
African agriculture, ia spite of 
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‘encrmous growth ia recent years, 
can barely feed Scuth Afvica’s 
populatien. And the population 
100 is growing at an amzing rate. 
Te will probably exceed 20 millicm 
before the end of the century. 
To Keep pace with the demand 
for food, farmers will increasingly 
rely on the skilled Black farm 
worker. Whatever they may 
think about Verwoerd and Stey- 
dom’s apzrtheid theories, farmers 
will take the Tine that_brings 
inoney, and, though the Govern 
ment may put apartheid notices 
fon station entrances or chase the 
jonarits out of the schools, 
will never dire to pass a law, for 
eventing Black ‘raea 
from driving tractors on farms. 
White trade-unionists 
hhave any say in the matter, 
Time marches on £

This diffi- 
culty is of course ultimately due 
to the fact that socialists and 
liberals believe racial co operation 
to be esseatial (0 achieve sacial 
progress’ and (0 avoid political 
disaster. Tt is thus highly im- 
probable that szdically-minded 
speakers would deliberately seek 
to cause racial animosity. It fol- 
lowed that ifsuch men were tobe 
suppressed, the Supreme Court 
could uot be counted on to do 
the job,
